Summary. 


The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance 
what  has  happened  during  the  week.  See  also  "  Contents"  ia 
the  first  column. 


Matters  are  moving  as  regards  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill. 

This  week  the  Licensing  Bill  will  emerge  from  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  the  way  will  be  clear  for  other  legislation. 

Meanwhile  we  learn  that  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  who  is  to 
take  charge  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  has  been 
able  to  confer  with  contending  parties,  and  opposition  is  prac- 
tically withdrawn — so  far  as  Great  Britain  is  concerned. 

The  Bill  will  accordingly  go  through  the  House  of  Commons 
stages  with  little,  if  any,  friction  before  Christmas  (p.  788), 
and  we  may  add  that  the  principal  amendments  have  been 
drafted  by  those  in  charge  of  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Lord  Gifford,  who  may  be  regarded  as  the  pharma- 
ceutical leader  of  the  opposition,  has  made  a  public  state- 
ment of  his  policy,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  difference 
between  him  and  the  majority  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
is  so  slight  as  to  be  negligible.  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  suggests 
that  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  and  its  equivalent 
should  be  open  to  anybody  to  use,  and  that  the  title  "  pharma- 
cist "  should  be  strictly  reserved  to  persons  registered  under 
the  1868  Act  (p.  799). 

We  point  out  in  commenting  upon  Mr.  Lord  Gifford's 
declaration  that  the  Government  Bill,  as  amended,  will  be 
better  for  chemists  and  the  public  than  what  his  policy  would 
provide  (p.  791). 

Those  who  hold  off-wine  licences  will  be  interested  in  the 
note  on  p.  791. 

Chemist-dentists,  read  first  the  letter  on  p.  805,  and  the 
note  on  p.  792. 

Another  mixture  of  salts  for  students  will  be  ready  on 
November  24  (p.  776). 

Me.  Jago's  first  lecture  on  forensic  chemistry  gives  points 
interesting  to  analytical  chemists  (see  p.  786).

An  "  Infant  "  at  Nottingham  has  been  fined  for  selling 
poison,  but  the  Sheffield  young  lady  has  not,  the  summons 
against  her  being  dismissed  (p.  782). 

A  London  Alderman  has  dismissed  a  summons  in  respect 
to  the  sale  of  pil.  plumbi  c.  opio  because  the  analyst's  cer- 
tificate did  not  disclose  sufficient  particulars  (p.  782). 

B.P.  Calcium  Phosphate  is  one  of  those  things  which  are 
not  what  they  seem.  Messrs.  W.  H.  Simmons  and  L.  J. 
Morson  communicate  a  paper  on  the  subject  (p.  787). 

Chemists  and  others  in  Cape  Colony  are  much  perturbed 
by  the  new  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  and  curious  things  are 
happening  (p.  ,780).  We  show  in  an  article  on  p.  791  how  this 
is  a  repetition  of  what  happened^  here  in  1802-3,  and  it  is 
shown  that  some  medicines  are  being  stamped  that  need  not 
to  be. 

British  Df.ug  Housfs,  Ltd.,  is  the  title  under  which  the 
businesses  of  Messrs.  Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.,  Davy  Hill  & 
Hodgkinsons,  Ltd.,  and  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  Ltd..  will 
be  amalgamated  on  January  1,  1909.  The  names  of  the 
constituent  houses  will,  however,  be  continued,  as  explained 
on  p.  785. 

Winter  Session  Reports  begin  with  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Love- 
less, of  Bath,  and  fourteen  meetings  are  then  dealt  with. 
The  more  important  subjects  are  Individual  Corporation 
(p.  796)  Insects  and  Disease  and  Dispensing  Notes  (p.  797), 
Sale  of  Spirituous  Medicines  and  Chemist-opticians  (p.  800), 
and  Mr.  Lord  Gifford's  Policy  (p.  798). 

The  few  market  changes  which  have  occurred  this  week 
include  the  anticipated  advance  in  glycerin  for  which  we 
prepared  our  readers  last  week.  Saffron,  globulus  eucalyp- 
tus oil,  and  pimento  are  dearer.  Cube  gambier  is  firm. 
Japanese  monopoly  camphor  and  English  refined  are  lower, 
and  ammonia  sulphate  is  weaker.  Business  has  improved  in 
some  quarters  under  the  influence  of  American  buying 
(p.  801).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
November  24,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
December  5.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
second  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  cur- 
rent winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second 
prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to 
apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports.  Students  who  adopt  a  nom  de  plume 
must  adhere  to  it  throughout  the  tournament.

(Quinine  and  War  scares.— It  is  always  interesting  to  have 
the  opinions  of  the  lay  Press  on  the  quinine-market,  as  its 
views  are  often  "  fresh  "  and  "  original."  Those  enunciated 
by  the  London  correspondent  of  the  "  Manchester  Evening 
News,"  who  deals  with  quinine  and  war-scares,  partake  of 
this  character.  He  finds  that  "  the  price  of  quinine  is  always 
an  excellent  barometer  in  regard  to  war,  and  that  an  ex- 
ceptional demand  is  an  almost  unmistakable  sign  that 
trouble  is  brewing."  He  also  learns  that  the  "  floating  supply 
is  as  a  rule  small."  and  that  during  the  Near  East  scare  the 
quotations  at  "  Mark  Lane  "  were  unaffected,  showing  that 
the  war-danger  was  not  considered  acute.

Brevities. 

The  fifth  annual  Colonial  Products  Exhibition  was  opened 
at  St.  George's  Hall,  Liverpool,  this  week.  Our  corre- 
spondent's notes  on  the  exhibits  are  held  over. 

Isabel  May  Donald  (23),  of  Clapham,  was  sentenced  to 
three  years'  penal  servitude,  at  the  Sussex  Assizes  on 
November  13,  for  vitriol-throwing  (C.  <£•  D.,  August  22, 
p.  307). 

A  fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Baker  &  Go. 
(Manchester),  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  45  Dutton 
Street,  Strangeways,  on  November  13.  Much  damage  was 
done  to  the  two-storey  building  before  the  fire  was 
extinguished. 

The  eighty-third  Christmas  Course  of  Juvenile  Lectures, 
founded  at  the  Royal  Institution  in  1826  by  Michael  Fara- 
day, will  be  delivered  this  year  by  Professor  William  Stir- 
ling, M.D.,  LL.D.,  D.Sc,  his  subject  being  "The  Wheel 
of  Life."    The  course  will  commence  on  December  29. 

William  H.  Powell,  chemist's  assistant,  of  Wem,  Shrop- 
shire, was  charged  at  Stourport,  on  November  13,  with 
attempted  suicide.  He  gave  himself  up,  saying  that  he 
had  tried  to  drown  himself  in  the  Severn.  It  was  stated 
that  he  had  tried  to  poison  himself  with  laudanum  at  West 
Bromwich  on  the  previous  Monday.  He  was  recently  con- 
victed at  Kidderminster  for  robbing  his  employer  (C.  <b  D., 
August  15,  p.  254).  The  Chairman,  in  discharging  Powell, 
advised  him  to  give  up  the  habit  of  attempting  suicide. 

A  case  was  partly  heard  in  the  North  London  Police 
Court  on  November  18,  in  which  a  father  and  son  named 
Applestone,  of  Highgate  Hill,  are  charged  with  unlawfully 
conspiring  to  obtain  goods  by  false  pretences  from  inter 
alios,  Mr.  F.  H.  Galloway,  wholesale  druggist,  Varden 
Place,  Southwark,  to  the  value  of  9/.  Is.  Wd.  The  evidence 
adduced  was  to  the  effect  that  the  references  as  to  the 
credit  of  the  accused  (who  traded  as  tobacconists)  were  not 
written  by  Woodman  &  Co.,  by  whom  they  were  purported 
to  be  written.    The  prisoners  were  remanded. 

The  trial  of  Napoleon  Hirschfield,  alias  Charles  Montague 
(62),  the  Brighton  "rheumatism  specialist"  (C.  6c  D., 
July  11,  p.  42).  concluded  at  the  Sussex  Assizes  at  Lewes 
on  November  13,  when  accused  pleaded  guilty  to  obtaining 
money  by  false  pretences.  Hirschfield  was  indicted  on 
several  counts.  His  rheumatic  curs  wis  stated  to  consist 
of  turpentine  with  some  cayenne,  coloured  bright  red. 
Other  remedies  were  an  acid-expeller  (lime-juice),  castor-oil 
capsules,  and  Bland's  pills.  He  frequently  worked  through 
advertised  addresses  in  other  towns.  A  sentence  of  six 
months'  imprisonment  was  imposed  by  Mr.  Justice 
Grantham. 

Income-tax  Returns. 
A  Birmingham  tradesman  was  requested  by  the  Surveyor 
of  Taxes  to  produce  his  balance-sheet  to  confirm  his  return 
for  income-tax,  whereupon  he  had  some  correspondence 
with  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  about  the  matter.  At 
first  it  was  explained 

that  the  application  of  a  Surveyor  of  Taxes  for  accounts  is 
of  the  nature  of  a  request  and  not  of  a  statutory  obligation, 
and  that  the  obiect  of  the  application  is  that  the  Surveyor 
may  be  in  a  position  to  certify  to  the  Commissioners  by 
whom  the  assessment  is  to  be  made  that  he  is  satisfied  with 
the  taxpayer's  return,  and  thus  obviate  the  possibility  of 
an  overcharge  and  a  subsequent  personal  appeal. 
Mr.  E.  E.  Stoodley,  Secretary  to  the  Board,  has  since 
explained  that  this  only  refers  to  a  request  made  by  the 
Surveyor  of   Taxes.      "The  Commissioners  of  Taxes, 
through  their  Clerk,  have  statutory  powers  (5  and  6  Vic, 
c.  34,  s.  120)  to  demand  the  production  of  '  all  particulars 
required  by  them'  for  the  purpose  of  >  determining  an' 
appeal  against  an  income-tax  assessment. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 
The  quarterly  report  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  Ph.C, 
F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for  Birmingham,  states  that  nine  of 
eleven  sample*  of  glycerin  were  of  satisfactory  quality,  but 
two  others  contained      per  cent,  of  water.    Nine  samples 
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of  camphorated  oil  and  seven  of  castor  oil  were  found  to  be 
genuine. 

The  Kent  county  analyst  states  in  his  quarterly  report 
that  48  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  as  follows  : 
Olive  oil  (6),  cream  of  tartar  (8),  crushed  linseed  (2),  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre  (2),  glycerin  (4),  beeswax  (3),  seidlitz  powder 
(10),  camphorated  oil  (5),  tartaric  acid  (4),  citric  acid  (1). 
borax  (1),  and  citrate  of  magnesia  (2).  One  of  the  samples 
of  sweet  nitre  was  below  the  standard  (about  20  per  cent, 
deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite).

The  Wrong  Packet. 
There  was  a  happy  ending  to  an  unfortunate  experience 
which  befell  Mr.  Critchley,  chemist,  of  King  William 
Street,  Blackburn,  last  week.  A  customer  ordered  a  quan- 
tity of  nitrate  of  potash.  The  small  parcel  was  placed  on 
the  counter  for  the  time  being,  where  another  small  parcel 
lay  containing  corrosive  sublimate.  By  some  means  the 
two  became  mixed,  and  it  was  not  until  the  customer — 
whose  identity  was  unknown — had  left  that  it  was  dis- 
covered a  mistake  had  been  made.  Naturally,  the  chemist 
was  extremely  anxious,  in  view  of  the  possibility  that  the 
nitrate  might  have  been  used  for  a  medicinal  purpose.  By 
extensive  advertising,  however,  the  customer  was  found, 
and  the  poisonous  parcel  was  returned  untouched.  Luckily, 
it  was  not  intended  to  be  used  for  medicinal  purposes,  but 
to  make  fireworks. 

"  Tom  Cherry." 
At  Hitchin  on  Tuesday,  November  17,  a  man  who  gave 
his  name  as  Thomas  Connell  Smith  was  charged  before  the 
Magistrates  with  obtaining  5.s.  by  means  of  false  pretences 
from  Mr.  Francis  Ransom,  of  Hitchin.  Accused  had  repre- 
sented himself  as  one  of  the  directors  of  Messrs.  T.  &  H. 
Smith,  Ltd.,  of  Edinburgh  and  London,  and  on  being 
charged  with  the  offence  admitted  that  he  was  convicted  at 
Cardiff  Police-court  in  the  name  of  "  Tom  Cherry  Smith" 
on  December  6,  1900.  for  stealing  8/.  10.s\,  and  was  then 
sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 
He  was  now  found  guilty  on  the  charge  of  false  pretences, 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  had  been  confined  in 
St.  Albans  prison  for  a  week  no  penalty  was  imposed,  and 
he  was  accordingly  liberated. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Bostock  Hill,  Professor  of  Public  Health  and 
Toxicology  at  (he  University,  has  resigned  the  latter  posi- 
tion owing  to  pressure  of  public  engagements. 

A  good  deal  has  been  printed  in  Birmingham  news- 
papers during  the  past  ten  days  about  the  use  of  bee- 
stings for  rheumatism,  consequent  upon  a  recent  "B.M.J." 
■article  by  a  local  practitioner. 

As  a  result  of  the  inspection  of  the  school-children  of 
King's  Norton  Dr.  Green  said  that  71  per  cent,  had  defective 
teeth,  although  all  possessed  tooth-brushes.  One  boy,  how- 
ever, stated  that  he  was  not  able  to  brush  his  teeth  because 
he  was  taking  music-lessons. 

Mr.  H.  Crowther,  Ph.C.  -and  chemical- director  at 
Messrs.  Chance  &  Hunt's,  Oklbury,  has  patented  a  process 
for  the  purification  of  sulphuric  acid.  He  gets  rid  of 
arsenic  and  selenium  by  adding  sulphur  and  2  to  3  per 
cent,  of  hydrochloric  acid. 


Dr.  W.  T.  Elliott,  a  local  dentist  whose  name  is  still 
on  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  gave  a  lecture 
at  Small  Heath  Council  School  last  week  on  "  The  Mouth 
and  Teeth,  and  How  they  anay  Affect  the  Surrounding 
Parts  when  Unhealthy." 

In  an  article  on  "  Poultry- keeping  "  in  the  "  Birmingham 
News,"  a  list  of  useful  poultry-medicines  is  given  as 
follows  :  Castor  oil,  prepared  chalk,  charcoal,  chlorinated 
soda,  cod-liver  oil  capsules,  Jeyes'  Fluid,  Parrish's  Food, 
tr.  rhei,  ferrous  sulphate,  tr.  ferri  perchlor.,  turmeric  oint- 
ment, sulphur  ointment,  vaseline,  flowers  of  sulphur,  and 
paraffin  oil. 

At  the  Birmingham  Municipal  Technical  School  prize 
distribution  by  Professor  Dalby  (London)  last  week  the 
chief  prizes  went,  as  usual,  to  ladies.  The  pharmacy 
students'  prize  (second  year)  was  gained  by  Mr.'  J.  T. 
Morris.  The  blue  ribbon — the  Priestley  Scholarship  (100/.) 
— was  gained  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Starkey  for  proficiency  in 
chemistry  and  allied  subjects. 

At  the  Birmingham  University  on  Monday  evening  Sir 
Oliver  Lodge  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Society 
on  "  A  Handy  System  of  Notation  in  Organic  Chemistry." 
Sir  Oliver  asked  chemists  to  adhere  to  atoms  as  strongly  as 
ever.  Nothing  had  been  discovered  which  throws  any 
doubt  upon  their  reality.  What  he  showed  was  a  quick 
method  of  drawing  graphic  formula!,  putting  in  all  that 
is  essential,  and  leaving  out  everything  conventional  and 
accidental.  He  remarked  that  though  it  is  now  thirty  years 
since  he  did  anything  in  organic  chemistry,  he  remembered 
to  this  day  the  constitution  of  practically  all  the  simpler 
and  many  of  the  more  complicated  compounds.  The  lecture 
was  illustrated  by  numerous  drawings,  in  which  the  nature 
of  the  elements  was  indicated  by  their  valency  alone. 

Dr.  Danford  Thomas  on  Prescribing. 
At  the  Marylebone  Coroner's  Court  on  November  12,  Dr. 
Danford  Thomas  held  an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  William 
Carter,  a  soldier.    It  appeared  from  the  evidence  that  while 
in  Egypt  Carter  suffered  from  enteric  fever,  which  left 
some  organs  weak.    A  few  days  before  his  death  he  had 
a  meal  of  fried  fish  at  an  eating-house,  which  made  him' 
feel  sick,  and  gave  him  pains  in  the  back  and  stomach. 
His  mother  wished  to  fetch  a  doctor,  but  he  strongly 
objected,  and  at  his  request  his  mother  went  to  the  shop 
of  Mr.  R.  Glaister,  Ph.C,  49  Abbey  Road,  and  asked  for 
something  to  relieve  the  pain.     Mr.  Glaister  suggested 
medical    advice,    but    on    being    pressed    supplied  a 
bottle  of  medicine  containing  small  doses  of  tr.  camph. 
co.,  sodii  salicyl.,  and  spt.  chlorof.,  giving  directions  that 
if  the  patient  was  no  better  after  taking  three  doses  a 
doctor  should  be  called  in.    He  also  gave  a  belladonna- 
plaster  to  put  on  the  back.    Later  in  the  day  Mrs.  Carter 
returned,  and  stated  that  the  pain  in  the  back  was  better, 
but  that  there  was  still  considerable  pain  in  the  stomach, 
for  which  she  wanted  something.     Mr.  Glaister  again 
strongly  urged  calling  in  a  doctor,  but  eventually  supplied' 
12  grains  of  Dover's  powder,  labelling  it  with  name  and 
quantity,  and  said  that  if  a  doctor  was  called  in  Mrs. 
Carter  was  to  show  him  the  envelope,  so  that  he  might  see 
what  had  been  given.  The  young  man  died  soon  after  taking 
the  powder.    A  doctor  was  sent  for  shortly  before  he  died, 
but  did  not  arrive  in  time.    At  the  inquest  Mr.  F.  W. 
Beck,  solicitor,  represented  Mr.  Glaister  on  behalf  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  the  facts  stated  were 
elicited  in  evidence  by  several  witnesses,  including  Mr. 
Glaister ;  while  Dr.  E.  Smith,  36  Abbey  Road,  stated  that 
the  appearance  of  the  various  organs  of  the  deceased  was 
consistent  with  ptomaine-poisoning.   The  Coroner,  address- 
in"  the  jury,  animadverted  on  the  dangers  of  illegal  pre- 
scribing, saying  that  he  felt  sure  that  if  the  patient  had 
had  medical'  advice  in  time  he  would  have  been  alive  still. 
The  jury,  without  retiring,  returned  a  verdict  of  death 
from  ptomaine-poisoning. 

Chemical-research  at  Manchester  University. 
The  Chemical  Schools  at  the  Manchester  University  are 
beino-  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  new  block  of  buildings, 
which  it  is  expected,  will  be  ready  in  the  autumn  of  1909. 
Considerable  progress  has  already  been  made  with  th« 
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buildings.  The  main  part  of  the  new  block  will  consist 
of  a  large  laboratory  for  forty  students,  and  fifteen  new 
research  laboratories,  and  the  total  cost  is  estimated  to  be 
not  far  short  of  20,000?.  Professor  W.  H.  Perkin  has 
stated  in  an  interview  that  the  University  authorities  have 
in  view  research  in  connection  with  the  chemical-industries 
of  the  •  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  manufacturers  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided. 

Sheffield  and  District  Notes. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Heeley  Naturalist  Field 
Club,  a  suburban  society,  it  was  decided  to  remove  the 
headquarters  of  the  club  from  Heeley  to  more  suitable 
premises  in  the  centre  of  Sheffield. 

Mr.  Arthur  Fieldsend,  chemist  and  druggist,  Market 
Street,  Penistone,  has  issued  a  notice  that  no  one  but 
himself  is  authorised  to  collect  or  give  receipts  for 
interest  and  capital  on  mortgages  belonging  to  the  estate 
of  the  late  Mr.  William  Fieldsend. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Ellinor,  chemist  and  druggist,  appeared  in 
the  case  at  the  Leeds  Assizes  on  November  13,  in  which 
William  Joseph  James  (36),  a  Sheffield  gardener,  was 
charged  with  the  wilful  murder  of  his  son.  Mr.  Ellinor 
deposed  that  about  September  7  the  prisoner  went  to  his 
shop  at  76  Spital  Hill,  declaring  that  he  had  been  drinking 
for  a  fortnight,  and  asked  for  a  medicine  to  bring  him 
round.  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty,  but  that  he 
was  insane  when  he  committed  the  crime.

The  Bill. 

Mr.  John  Smith,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  visited  London  this  week  for  the  purpose  of 
learning  at  first  hand  how  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
stands,  and  returned  on  Wednesday  evening  so  that  he 
might  report  to  the  Law  Committee  of  the  Council,  which 
met  on  Thursday.  The  whole  matter  in  regard  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Bill  to  Ireland  will  then  be  considered,  with  a 
view  to  action  on  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Bill, 

Drug-supply  Complaints. 
In  reference  to  the  complaints  of  the  Waterford  Guardians 
as  to  delay  in  the  supply  of  drugs  (0.  &  D.,  November  14, 
p.  741),  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd  inform  us  that  these  are 
"quite  unjustified  by  facts.  The  articles  referred  to  and 
omitted  were  ordered  to  be  sent  by  post  direct  from  the 
manufacturers,  and  there  was  no  exceptional  delay." 

A  Distilled-water  Requisition. 
At  Banbridge  Board  of  Guardians  last  week,  Mr.  Haire 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Taylor,  medical  officer 
of  Tandragee  dispensary  district,  had  been  disallowed 
h  gals,  of  distilled  water,  applied  for  in  his  requisition 
at  the  last  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  compounding  medi- 
cines. He  contended  that  this  should  have  been  granted, 
inasmuch  as  the  pump-water  at  the  dispensary  had  been 
condemned  as  dangerous.  The  Clerk  said  that  fourteen 
days'  notice  would  be  required  before  the  resolution  on  the 
books  refusing  the  water  could  be  rescinded.  The  matter 
was  dropped. 

Serum-supply. 
The  Strabane  Board  of  Guardians  have  held  an  inquiry 
into  the  cause  of  delay  in  getting  serum  for  a  patient  who 
was  suffering  from  lockjaw.  The  Master  said  the  serum  had 
to  be  got  from  a  firm  in  England,  and  that  the  firm  had  to 
be  wired  to  twice.  If  the  serum  had  been  obtained  earlier 
the  patient's  life  would  have  been  saved  in  all  human  proba- 
bility. _  It  was  agreed,  however,  that  there  was  no  avoidable 
delay  in  ordering  the  serum. 

Assistants'  Death. 
An  inquest  was  opened  last  week  on  the  body  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Alfred  Billsland,  chemist's  assistant,  Dublin,  who 
was  found  dead  in  his  apartments  in  Guildford  Street. 
Evidence  was  given  that  in  a  pocket  of  the  deceased's  coat 
was  found  a  small  pill-box  labelled  "Veronal."  The  in- 
quest was  adjourned.

Laying  Poison. 
A  prosecution  heard  at  Bangor  (co.  Down)  last  week  for 
laying  poison  without  giving  due  notice  to  the  police  gave 
rise  to  much  legal  argument.  It  was  contended  that  it 
was  not  necessary  to  notify  the  police  every  time  poison 
was  laid.  The  Magistrates  decided  to  convict,  and  imposed 
a  fine  of  2s.  6d.  Evidence  for  the  prosecution  was  given 
by  Mr.  William  Doughan,  an  assistant  in  Messrs.  Buhner's 
drug  establishment,  who  said  he  sold  the  defendant  in  the 
case  £  oz.  of  strychnine  on  a  recent  date.  The  Chairman 
asked  if  that  was  not  a  large  quantity,  and  witness  said 
it  was  about  the  usual  amount.

There  was  a  large  attendance,  Mr.  C.  A.  Mac- 
pherson  presiding.   Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  moved  : 

That  this  meeting  of  chemists  in  business  in  Edinburgh 

and  Leith  is  of  opinion  that  the  present  Sabbath  hours  of 

business  are  excessive. 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glass  seconded,  and  after  remarks  toy  Mr.  Thos. 
Stephenson,  Mr.  D.  W.  Nicolson,  Mr.  Adam  Duncan,  Mr. 
Wm.  Lyon,  and  Mr.  Forret,  the  resolution  was  agreed  to. 
On  the  question  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  give 
•effect  to  the  resolution,  Mr.  Glass  moved  : 

That  the  meeting  was  of  opinion  that  the  mid-day  hour 

on  Sunday  should  be  discontinued. 
Mr.  D.  McGlashan  seconded.    Mr.  G.  Somerville  moved  as 
•an  amendment  : 

That  the  maximum  number  of  hours  be  three  in  the  day, 

leaving  it  to  the  chemists  of  the  various  localities  to  fix 

the  hours  that  would  be  most  suitable  for  them. 
Mr.  Stephenson  seconded,  and  after  the  matter  had  been

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Southern  Pharmacists. — The  Union  of  French  Southern 
Pharmaceutical  Federations  has  arranged  to  hold  its  1909 
meeting  at  Agen — the  capital  of  President  Fallieres'  natal 
department  and  only  a  few  miles  from  his  birthplace.  It 
will  probably  take  place  in  May  or  June  next. 

Dental  Supplies. — Additional  steps  have  been  taken  by 
the  French  authorities  for  protecting  the  interests  of  phar- 
macists. In  the  present  case  the  parties  aimed  at  are  manu- 
facturers and  wholesale  dealers  in  dental  supplies,  who  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  selling  certain  drugs  and  chemicals 
direct  to  dentists.  These  must  now  be  supplied  through  a 
pharmacist. 

The  Pharmacien  on  the  Stage. — The  Boulevard  theatre 
known  as  the  "  Nouveautes,"  which  has  a  certain  notoriety 
for  producing  plays  for  the  palate  of  the  "  smart  set,"  has 
just  staged  an  amusing  farce  called  "Ten  Minutes  in  a 
Motor."  The  plot  is  simple  :  Captain  Laloucagne  is  mourn- 
ing the  loss  of  his  good  friend  Folletourte,  the  pharmacien, 
when  grief  is  turned  to  joy  by  the  announcement  that  the 
son  of  Mars  has  been  left  sole  legatee  of  the  pharmacien's 
fortune,  a  round  40,000/.,  with  which  goes  the  hand  of  the 
widow,  pretty  Jacqueline.  As  a  soldier  and  a  brave  man 
the  captain  accepts  the  bargain.  Various  complications  are 
brought  about  by  a  posthumous  letter  from  the  pharmacien, 
but  all  ends  happily. 

The  Antiquity  of  Disease. — M.  Henry  de  Varigny  has 
studied  the  ancient  spas  of  France.  Some  of  these  are  of 
great  antiquity.  Not  only  was  Neris-les-Bains  an  impor- 
tant city  in  Roman  times — some  pretend  it  was  the  capital 
of  Roman  Gaul — but  rude  instruments  of  the  Stone  Age 
have  been  found  beside  the  spring  where  French  twentieth- 
century  sufferers  from  nervous  disorders  mostly  congregate. 
"  Was  primeval  man  already  neurasthenic  ?  "  M.  de  Varigny 
very  pertinently  asks.  Personally  he  prefers  to  believe  that 
in  the  polite  society  of  that  time  (even  now  known  as  the 
"  Age  de  Pierre  Polie  ")  our  old  friend  rheumatism  was  the 
fashionable  complaint  for  which  "  the  waters"  were  taken. 
At  Vichy,  St.  Honore,  Bourbonne-les-Bains,  etc.,'  flint  in- 
struments have  also  been  found  under  Roman  cement. 

Artificial  Sapphires  may  now  be  produced  as  easily 
as  artificial  rubies,  according  to  a  communication  made 
by  Professor  Lacroix  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  at  its 
last  meeting.  The  discovery  has  been  made  by  a  young 
chemist,  M.  Louis  Paris.  Sapphires  may,  like  rubies,  be 
chemically  produced  in  the  electric  furnace  from  melted 
alumina.  Hitherto  the  attempt  to  manufacture  sapphires 
has  failed  because  the  colouring-matter,  whether  iron  or 
cobalt,  always  separated  from  the  alumina  in  the  process 
of  crystallisation.  M.  Louis  Paris  has  hit  upon  a  method 
of  fixing  the  colours  by  mixing  them  with  a  very  small 
quantity  of  lime  and  magnesia.  When  the  lime  has 
evaporated  the  blue  colouring-matter  remains,  and  a 
beautiful  sapphire  crystal  is  the  result.  It  is  impossible, 
apparently,  to  detect  the  difference  between  the  artificial 
and  native  stones  with  the  naked  eye,  but  the  optical  test 
distinguishes  the  artificial  stones  from  the  natural  ones. 

M.  Alfred  Ditte,  member  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
(Chemistry  Section),  who  died  this  week,  had  held  the 
post  of  Professor  of  Inorganic  Chemistry  at  the  Sorbonne 
(Paris  Faculty  of  Sciences)  since  1888.  He  was  bom  at 
Rennes  (Brittanv)  in  1843.  and  entered  the  Ecole  Normale 
in  1864.  In  1870  he  took  his  D.Sc,  and  in  1873  became 
Professor  at  the  Faculty  of  Sciences  at  Caen  (Normandy), 
of  which  establishment  he  was  elected  Dean  in  1886.  In 
1881  he  was  nominated  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honour. 
Besides  his  "  Elementary  Treatise  on  Qualitative  Inorganic 
Analysis"  (1879,  second  edition  1893).  his  "Elementary 
Chemistry  Founded  on  Thermo-chemistry  "  (1884  ;  published 
in  German  in  1886).  and  his  "Lessons  on  Metals"  (two 
quarto  volumes,  1891-2)  he  published  numerous  works  in 
the  periodical  publications  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  the 
Chemical  Society  of  France,  the  Annals  of  Chemistry  and 
Hygiene,  and  the  Annals  of  the  Ecole  Normale.  M.  Ditte's 
funeral  service  took  place  at  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas  du 
Chardonnerct.  Paris,  and  he  was  buried  in  Montparnasse 
Cemetery.  M.  Alfred  Picard,  the  new  Minister  of  the 
Marine,  was  present.

Cape  Colony  News. 

(Froai  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


First  Prosecution  under  the  1908  Stamp  Act. — At  the 
Woodstock  Police  Court  on  October  27,  Kajee  Gaffoor,  an 
Indian  general  dealer,  was  charged  with  contravening  Sec- 
tion 6  of  the-  Stamps  and  Licences  Act,  1908,  by  trading 
without  a  patent-medicine  licence  on  October  17,  and  with 
exposing  for  sale  on  the  same  date  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  without  the  necessary  stamps  being  affixed.  The 
first  charge  was  speedily  disposed  of  by  counsel  for  the 
defence  calling  as  witness  the  postmaster  of  the  district,  from 
whom  licences  had  to  be  obtained.  His  evidence  showed 
he  was  unable  to  issue  the  necessary  licences  until  October  21. 
as  they  had  not  been  received  form  headquarters.  The 
accused  had  taken  out  a  licence  immediately  they  were 
available.  The  case  was  dismissed.  On  the  second  charge 
evidence  was  led  to  show  that  the  accused  had  a  showcase 
on  the  counter  containing  patent  medicines  exposed  for  sale. 
None  of  these  bore  the  necessary  stamps.  The  accused, 
however,  produced  three  revenue  stamps,  value  2d.  each, 
which  he  stated  he  intended  to  affix  when  the  articles  were 
sold.  The  Magistrate  dismissed  this  case  also,  stating  that 
he  did  so  reluctantly,  as  the  defendant's  behaviour  had  been 
very  unsatisfactory,  but  the  Crown  had  failed  to  prove  their 
case  conclusively. 

Kimberley  Notes. — Our  correspondent,  writing  on  Octo- 
ber 23,  states  that  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
Northern  District  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  Mr. 
W.  Gasson's  house  on  the  previous  day.  There  were  pre- 
sent Messrs.  Helmore,  Parry,  Cooper,  Barnsley,  Gasson, 
Burton,  Thane,  Bishop,  Pimm,  Wilkins,  Currie,  Giles, 
Robinson,  Smith  Houghton,  and  Green  (Hon.  Secretary). 
Mr.  W.  N.  Cooper  was  elected  President,  and  Mr.  Barnsley 
Vice-President.  Messrs.  Parry,  Wilkins,  Thane,  Robin- 
son, Helmore,  Gasson,  and  Smith  Houghton  form  the  com- 
mittee. It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  continue  the  sub- 
scriptions to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  Mr.  Green  was 
re-elected  Hon.  Secretary,  and  a  presentation  was  made 
to  him  in  appreciation  of  his  services  during  the  past  year. 
The  finances  are  quite  healthy,  and  during  the  year  eleven 
meetings  were  held  and  well  attended. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  C. 
Ruffel  are  spending  a  short  holiday  in  Durban. — The 
stamp-duties  are  causing  some  trouble  with  customers. 
Chemists  have  added  3d.  to  articles  bearing  a  2d.  or  4cZ. 
stamp,  pennies  not  being  in  circulation.    A  correspondent 

in  a  local  paner  s-ayr-  :  "  This  is  a  bit  too  thick  

Should  I  be  taken  ill  and  require  a  little  brandy  for  my 
Little  Mary's  sake — as  St.  Paul  puts  it — what  sort  of  a 
stamp  would  decorate  Marten's  bottle,  it  being  had  for 
purely  medicinal  purposes?  " 

Stamps  and  Stampers. — The  discussion  in  trade  and 
official  circles  in  Cape  Colony  as  to  what  constitutes  a  patent 
and  proprietary  medicine  gees  merrily  on,  although  up  to 
now  without  much  apparent  result.  The  chief  manifesta- 
tion so  far  is  an  epidemic  of  retail  price-lists  issued  from 
various  quarters.  All  the  local  wholesale  houses  have 
published  either  typed  or  printed  lists,  which,  while  agree- 
ing in  prices,  exhibit  considerable  differences  of  opinion  as  to 
what  goods  are  liable  to  stamp-duty.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  under  consideration  the  issue  of  a  retail  price- 
list  for  Cape  Town,  and  the  delay  which  must  necessarily 
ensue  before  it  can  appear  will  no  doubt  be  useful,  inasmuch 
as  the  Treasury  have  caught  the  prevailing  infection  and 
are  preparing  a  printed  list  of  dutiable  articles  for  the  use  of 
magistrates  and  officials  who  have  to  administer  the  Act. 
This  is  not  ready  for  issue  at  present,  but  will  be  available, 
no  doubt,  before  the  Society's  list  is  published.  The  subject 
has  not  been  without  its  humorous  side,  especially  among 
general  dealers.  In  a  Cape  Town  suburb  recently  a  police- 
man visited  a  grocer's  store  and  purchased  two  penny 
packets  of  Epsom  salts.  The  seller  was  astonished  to 
receive  an  inquiry  as  to  why  each  packet  did  not  bear  a  2d. 
revenue  stamp.  On  further  questioning  the  officer,  he  was 
informed  that  the  word  ' '  Epsom  ' '  constitutes  a  dutiable 
title,  though  "  salts"  would  not  be  liable.  The  dealer  has 
since  satisfied  himself  that  his  purchaser,  though  acting  in 
perfect  good  faith,  was  relying  too  much  on  the  elasticity 
of  the  Act.  In  another  case  an  Indian  dealer  was  in- 
formed by  the  police  that  his  stock  of  Dutch  medicines  must 
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be  stamped  before  sale.  As  some  of  these  were  sold  as  low 
as  ~&d.  per  package,  the  proprietor  decided  to  destroy  his- 
stock  instead.  With  the  assistance  of  a  big  hammer  this, 
was  soon  accomplished,  and  he  shortly  afterwards  leamed 
with  consternation  that  his  act  of  destruction  was  needless,, 
as  the  goods  in  question  were  not  liable.  He  has  since  been, 
unsuccessfully  endeavouring  to  obtain  from  his  informant 
compensation  for  his  loss.  In  many  country  districts 
general  uealers  have  been  stamping  every  article  received 
from  wholesale  chemists,  with  the  result  that  considerable 
revenue  has  accrued  to  the  Government,  from  the  sale  of  such, 
goods  as  violet  powder  and  fullers'  earth.  A  recent  com- 
munication received  by  a  Cape  Town  house  requested  ' '  a 
bottle  of  Eno's,  his  fruit  salt,  and  a  box  of  Sedlitz,  his- 
powders."  This  was  at  first  considered  an  attempt  to  make- 
seidlitz  powders  a  proprietary,  but  it  was  afterwards, 
deciued  that  it  was  merely  the  attempt  of  a  foreigner  to- 
deal  with  the  intricacies  of  the  possessive  case.  fceidlitzf 
powders  were  sent  accordingly  without  a  stamp. 

South  African  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  the- 
Town  Hall,  Port  Jilizabeth,  on  October  16.  Mr.  J.  A.  Willet 
(President)  occupied  the  chair,  and  reviewed  the  year's  work 
in  his  address.  It  had  been  an  anxious  year,  he  said,  owing, 
to  business  depression  and  the  commercial  disturbance  causei 
by  the  Parliamentary  election.  The  Government  change  had. 
been  unfortunate  for  chemists,  as  the  new  measures  oi  taxa- 
tion affect  them  more  than  any  other  trade.  Correspondence 
with  members  of  Parliament  about  the  general  dealer's  licence, 
had  resulted  in  an  alteration  by  which  the  chemist's  licence 
now  covers  everything  included  in  the  general  dealer's  licence^ 
The  usefulness  of  the  Association  had  been  shown  in  the 
recent  prosecution  of  Mr.  Armstrong  for  selling  articles- 
without  a  general  dealer's  licence,  which  the  Association 
successfully  defended.  The  President  then  touched  on  the- 
Stamp  Act,  saying  that  a  clearer  definition  of  what  is  a. 
"  medicine "  is  needed.  He  also  spoke  of  examination 
matters,  and  stated  that  a  joint  deputation  is  to  wait  on  the- 
Attorney-General  to  point  out  that — ; 

1.  Doctors  should  not  be  allowed  to  trade  as  chemists- 
where  there  is  a  chemist  within  five  miles. 

2.  That  general  dealers  should  not  be  allowed  to  sell 
medicines  anywhere  within  a  three-mile  radius  of  a  chemist. 

3.  That  no  general  dealer  should  be  allowed  to  sell  poisoa 
of  any  kind. 

The  reckless  sale  of  Dutch  medicines,  as  evidenced  in  the- 
Raubenheimer  case  at  Matjesdrift  (C.  &  D.,  August  £9,  p.  343), 
shows  the  necessity  of  legislation  on  the  subject. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  as  soon  as  two  members, 
of  the  committee  now  in  England  return  the  advisability  be 
considered  of  the  Association  uniting  itself  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Cape  Colony.  A  difficulty  was  found  ins 
bringing  together  sufficient  members  adequately  to  discuss, 
business,  and  as  the  interests  in  the  Western  Province  are- 
identical,  it  would  be  a  wise  step  to. amalgamate.  In  refer- 
ence to  the  suggestion  of  financially  assisting  members  attend- 
ing the  Association  meetings,  it  had  been  decided  to  allow 
each  member  his  concessionary  railway  fare.

Trade-marks  in  Japan. — His  Majesty's  Commercial! 
Attache  at  Yokohama  states  that  the  Director  of  the  Patent. 
Bureau  suggests  that  British  manufacturers  who  do  not  wish- 
to  be  at  the  expense  of  registering  their  marks  in  Japan  (the- 
safest  way  of  obtaining  protection)  should  send  their  cata- 
logues to  the  Patent  Bureau,  so  that  the  examiners  can  see- 
whether  the  marks  offered  for  registration  are  British  marks- 
or  not. 

Saccharin-smuggling.  —  The  Japanese  Ministry  of 
Finance,  in  order  to  prevent  the  use  of  saccharin  for  sugar,, 
imposed  a  duty  of  60  yen  per  lb.,  but  the  result  has  been  af. 
great  deal  of  smuggling.  Now  raw  material  for  saccharin; 
is  imported  free  of  duty  under  the  disguise  of  drugs  and 
refined  in  Japan.  The  authorities  concerned  are  endeavour- 
ing to  control  this  import,  but  this  will  be  difficult,  as  the 
material  is  not  used  for  saccharin  only. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Disguising  Bromides. — The  superintendent  of  the  Craig 
Colony  for  Epileptics,  Sonyea,  N.Y.,  is  offering  a  prize  of 
$25  for  a  formula  for  masking  the  taste  of  bromides.  The 
solution  must  contain  not  less  than  10  grains  of  sodium  or 
potassium  bromide  in  each  teaspoonful,  and  the  value  of  the 
■drug  must  not  be  impaired  in  any  way. 

Duty  on  Phenolphthalein. — The  New  York  Customs 
House  have  issued  a  notification  that  from  November  23 
.phenolphthalein  will  be  leturned  for  duty  as  a  medical  pre- 
paration of  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  under  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  68  of  the  Dingley  Tariff,  and  not  as  a  coal-tar 
preparation  at  20  per  cent,  as  heretofore. 

The  Dearth  of  Assistants  in  Saxony,  coupled  with  bad 
itimes,  led  the  Saxon  Pharmaceutical  Associations  to  present 
-a  petition  to  the  Government  for  permission  to  employ 
.young  girls  in  pharmacies  to  act  as  saleswomen  and  to  do 
:some  of  the  less  important  work  which,  according  to  the 
•existing  laws,  has  to  be  done  only  by  fully  trained  pharma- 
cists.   The  Government,  however,  has  refused  its  consent. 

Pharmaceutical  Monopoly  for  Italy. — A  movement  is 
■on  foot  in  Italy  to  revise  the  pharmacy  laws,  and  it  is 
■assuming  a  national  character,  protests  being  made  against 
cthe  country  being  flooded  with  foreign  specialities.  The 
^proposal  presented  to  the  Italian  Parliament  embodies  the 
.following  reforms  : 

Wholesale  and  retail  dealing  in  medicinal  articles  to 
be  a  monopoly  of  the  pharmacists.  Doctors'  dispensaries 
to  be  abolished,  and  their  place  taken  by  parish  pharmacies, 
the  pharmacist  to.  be  paid  by  the  parish  on  the  lines 
adopted  with  the  poor-doctors.  The  number  of  pharmacies 
to  bo  limited  to  one  for  every  4,000  inhabitants  in  the 
country  and  one  to  5,000  inhabitants  in  the  towns.  Speciali- 
ties not  to  be  made  without  the  permission  obtainable  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Council. 

Sartoin  Skin-food. — Among  the  cases  which  have  come 
fbefore  the  United  States,  Courts  in  accordance  with  the 
/provis ions,  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in  regard  to  mis- 
branding is  that  of  Sartoin  skin-food.  This  preparation, 
issued  by  the  Globe  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  is 
stated  on  the  label  to  consist  of  rose-water  2  oz.,  sartoin 
4  oz.,  Cologne  spirits  1  oz.,  hot  water  16  oz.  It  is  directed 
.to  be  used  as  a  lotion.  Exception  was  taken  to  the  descrip- 
tion "  skin-food  "  on  the  ground  that  there  is  no  such  thing 
.as  a  skin- food  separate  and  apart  from  a  food  that  nourishes 
all  parts  of  the  body.  Chemical  analysis  showed  that 
sartoin  is  Epsom  salts,  which  could  not  possibly  be  de- 
scribed as  a  food  when  applied  externally.  The  two  de- 
fendants entered  pleas  of  guilty,  and  were  each  fined  $10. 

U.S.A.  Tariff-revision. — Hearing  is  to  begin  imme- 
diately before  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  of  which  Mr.  Sereno  E.  Payne 
-is  Chairman.  Chemicals,  oils,  and  paints  (Schedule  A)  are 
•to  be  considered.  A  number  of  chemical-manufacturers 
have  asked  to  be  heard,  and  to  be  given  time  fully  to  explain 
their  views.  Opposition  to  them  will  no  doubt  be  forth- 
coming from  another  section  of  the  trade  who  use  large 
.quantities  of  chemicals  in  the  manufacture  of  their  products. 
It  is  not  anticipated  that  any  revision  of  the  tariff  will  take 
place  at  the  regular  Sessions  of  Congress,  but  that  an  extra 
Session  will  be  called  after  March. 

Pharmaceutical  Assistants  in  Germany  have  for  some 
time  been  in  favour  with  t,he  Government,  and  their  young 
■organisation  (the  Union  of  Assistant  Apothekers  of  the 
■German  Empire)  have  on  several  occasions  had  official  recog- 
mition  to  an  extent  that  made  other  associations  envious. 
'Their  latest  success  is  that  the  Prussian  Government  has 
passed  on  for  discussion  at  the  committee-meeting  of  the 
Prussian  Chambers  of  Apothekers  a  petition  from  the 
Assistants'  Union,  in  which  they  demand  an  alteration  in 
-the  existing  election-rules  for  the  Chambers.  They  pro- 
pose that  the  pharmacists  entitled  to  vote  should  be  divided 
into  groups  of  forty  owners  and  forty  non-owners,  each 
group  to  elect  one  representative  and  one  substitute.  They 
also  demand  that  the  board  of  each  Chamber  should  be  a 
true  representation  of  the  numbers  of  owners  and  non- 
owners  within  its  sphere,  and  also  that  the  non-owners 
should  be  granted  an  adequate  representation  on  the  com- 
mittee of  Chambers  of  Apothekers. 


Legal  Reports. 

High  Court  Case. 

LiIeel  Action. 

On  Wednesday,  November  18,  in  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
Mr.  Justice  Coleridge  and  a  common  jury  had  before  them 
the  action  of  Sargeant  v.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd., 
which  was  brought  by  the  plaintiff  to  recover  damages  for 
an  alleged  libel.  Among  other  defences  pleaded  was  one 
that  the  libel  was  published  on  an  occasion  that  was 
privileged.  Mr.  L.  Thomas,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  H.  Simmonds 
appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Morton  Smith  and  Mr. 
Colam  for  the  deiendants. 

Mr.  Thomas  stated  that  the  plaintiff  had  for  some  time 
been  a  retail  chemist,  but  at  the  time  in  question  and  for 
three  or  four  years  before  had  been  a  traveller  representing 
a  wholesale  firm  of  perfumers  at  Northampton.  Among 
other  l'etail  traders  with  whom  he  became  acquainted  was 
a  Mr.  Barry,  carrying  on  business  in  London,  Walthamstow, 
and  Wallington.  Plaintiff  called  upon  Mr.  Barry  to  obtain 
orders.  Mr.  Barry  was,  to  a  certain  extent,  short  of 
capital,  and  after  consulting  the  plaintiff  he  converted  his 
business  into  a  limited  liability  company.  The  company 
was  formed  in  1907.  After  it  was  started  plaintiff  saw  the 
defendants'  traveller,  who  was  prepared  to  supply  goods 
to  me  limited  company,  and  plaintiff  explained  the  position 
of  the  company.  It  was  agreed  that  goods  to  the  extent 
of  60/.  should  be  supplied,  provided  25/.  was  paid  on 
delivery  of  the  goods  by  plaintiff's  cheque.  Goods  were 
I  delivered  on  January  10,  and  plaintiff  gave  a  cheque  for  25/. 

On  January  14  plaintiff  called  at  the  business  premises  of 
i  Barry  m  London,  and  was  then  handed  a  letter  sent  by 
i  the  defendants'  solicitors  applying  for  the  balance  of  the 
account  for  goods  supplied.    According  to  the  solicitors' 
instructions  the  goods  were  supplied  on  the  express  repre- 
sentation that. one  half  of  the  account  would  be  paid  on 
I  delivery,  and  his  clients  were  very  much  surprised  to  learn 
through  their  bankers  that  there  were  no  funds  to  meet 
I  the  cheque.      It  appeared,  the  solicitors  added,  that  it 
1  seemed  extraordinary  that  a  company  newly  formed  should 
adopt  such  a  course,  and  induce  defendants  to  deliver  goods, 
and  the  solicitors  were  instructed  to  "  take  such  steps  as  the 
I  circumstances  might  warrant."     Plaintiff's  case  was  that 
I  this  matter  of  the  cheque  was  circulated  throughout  the 
drug  trade,  and  had  done  him  harm. 

His  Lordship,  while  holding  that  the  occasion  was 
privileged,  would  not  withdraw  the  case  from  the  jury. 

Mr.  Colam  said  the  only  question  was  whether  the  defen- 
dants had  acted  maliciously,  of  which,  he  submitted,  there 
was  no  evidence.  Their  letter  never  threatened  any  pro- 
ceedings against  the  plaintiff,  but  if  any  at  all  against 
Barry,  Ltd. 

|     Mr.  Rowland  Stagg,  director  of  the  defendant  company, 
j  led  off  the  evidence,  after  which  counsel  addressed  the  jury 
and  his  Lordshio  summed  up.     The  jury  found  for  the 
defendants,  and  judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

An  "Infant"  Fined. 
At  the  Nottingham  County  Court  on  November  12,  before 
Judge  Allen,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  through  Richard  Bremridge,  sued  Percy 
Taylor  (17),  93  Kirk  White  Street,  for  5/.,  for  selling 
laudanum,  contained  in  a  cough-mixture,  on  July  10,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  Mr. 
A.  Barlow  appeared  for  the  Society.  The  defendant  relied 
upon  the  contentions  that  he  was  under  twenty-one  and  that 
the  mixture  was  sold  under  the  supervision  of  his  employer. 
In  giving  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  for  the  amount  claimed, 
his  Honour  raid  the  defence  that  Taylor  was  an  infant  was 
no  argument  in  law  in  such  an  instance,  and  whoever  had 
advised  him  on  that  point  had  advised  him  wrongly. 

The  Sheffield  Case. 
At  the  Sheffield  County  Court  on  November  19,  the  hearing 
of  the  action  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against  Miss 
Bennett,  assistant  to  Mr.  J.  T.  Anpleton,  chemist,  in  re- 
spect to  the  sale  of  a  bottle  of  Kay's  essence  of  linseed 
was  resumed  (see  C.  ct-  />.,  November  14,  p.  747),  and  ended 
in  the  summons  being  dismissed. 
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Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts-. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 
At  Southampton  on  November  13,  the  Co-operative  Society 
was  fined  10s.,  and  6s.  6d.  costs,  for  selling  as  cream  of 
tartar  a  mixture  of  tartaric  acid  and  bicarbonate  of  soda 
containing  no  cream  of  tartar.  It  was  stated  on  behalf  of 
the  defendants  that  by  mistake  the  wrong  stuff  was  put 
in  the  drawer. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Brentford,  on  November  19,  Mr.  John  B.  Humble, 
chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  was  summoned  by  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  for  selling  camphorated  oil 
deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  16.8  per  cent.  There 
was  no  defence.  The  Chairman,  in  inflicting  a  fine  of 
one  guinea  and  costs,  said  there  had  evidently  been  no 
intention  of  gaining  by  selling  an  inf  erior  article. 

Liniment  of  Ammonia. 
Sitting  at  the  Lambeth  Police-court  on  November  19,  Mr. 
Cecil  Chapman  had  before  him  three  summonses  taken  out 
by  the  Camberwell  Borough  Council  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.  Parke's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  were  summoned 
for  selling  at  their  Rye  Lane  (Peckham)  branch  liniment  of 
ammonia  deficient  in  almond  oil  and  olive  oil  to  the  extent 
of  18  per  cent,  of  the  amount  that  should  have  been  present. 
— Henry  F.  Rogers,  of  Rye  Lane,  was  summoned  for  selling 
liniment  of  ammonia  deficient  in  ammonia  to  the  extent  of 
30  per  cent,  of  the  amount  that  should  have  been  present; 
and  Arthur  Coupland,  of  Peckham  Rye,  was  also  summoned 
for  selling  liniment  of  ammonia  deficient  in  ammonia  to  the 
extent  of  30  per  cent. — Upon  the  summonses  being  called 
on  Inspector  Groom  announced  that  they  had  been  with- 
drawn.— Mr.  Cecil  Chapman  :  Why  do  you  witliaraw  adul- 
teration summonses  ? — Inspector  Groom  :  I  did  not  know 
about  the  withdrawal,  sir,  until  this  morning.  I  have  a  note 
saying  that  the  costs  have  been  .paid  on  each  case  and  that 
they  have  been  withdrawn  by  arrangement  with  the  other 
side. — Mr.  Cecil  Chapman  :  All  right.   I  wanted  to  know. 

Division  of  a  Pill-purchase  into  Three  Parts. 
At  the  Guildhall  on  November  13,  before  Alderman  Sir 
Vezey  Strong,  Dr.  Henry  Leirs,  chemist  and  druggist, 
149  Houndsditch,  was  summoned,  under  Section  7  of  the 
1875  Act,  for  selling  a  compounded  drug  not  composed  of  the 
ingredients  in  accordance  with  the  demand  of  the  purchaser, 
-being  deficient  in  lead  acetate  to  the  extent  of  16.9  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  there  should  have  been  present. 

Mr.  Kirby,  for  the  defence,  took  an  objection  to  the  form 
of  summons,  as  it  did  not  specify  the  article  of  which  com- 
plaint was  made.  The  summons  did  not  even  state  what 
ingredients  should  have  been  present. 

Mr.  Vickery  (prosecuting  for  the  Corporation)  submitted 
that  the  wording  of  the  summons  was  sufficient,  because  the 
defendant  well  knew  to  what  it  related.  A  prescription  was 
left  at  his  shop  for  a  certain  thing — a  compounded  drug — 
in  fact,  a  pill — and  the  case  against  him  was  that  that  drug 
was  not  composed  of  the  ingredients  in  accordance  with  the 
demands  of  the  purchaser.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia 
showed  what  the  particular  drug  should  consist  of,  and  the 
public  analyst  certified  that  there  was  a  deficiency  of  lead. 

The  Magistrate  observed  that  there  was  some  ground  for 
Mr.  Kirby's  objection,  but  as  it  was  merely  technical,  and 
did  not  appear  to  have  occasioned  the  defence  any  incon- 
venience, he  should  overrule  it. 

Formal  evidence  was  then  given  in  support  of  the  prosecu- 
tion. On  September  25  Inspector  May  sent  a  messenger 
into  defendant's  shop  with  a  prescription  for  "  pilulse 
plumbi  cum  opio."  Twelve  pills  were  made  up,  and  Mr. 
May  subsequently  informed  an  assistant  that  a  sample 
would  be  analysed.  Practically  what  was  asked  for  was  a 
lead  pill  with  opium,  and  this,  according  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  should  contain  36  grains  of  lead  acetate. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  How  can  a  5-grain  pill  contain  36  grains  of 
lead  acetate? — Witness  :  I  took  it  that  when  Mr.  Vickery 
asked  me  the  question  he  had  before  him  the  definition  of 
the  British  Pharmacorjceh.    I  cannot  explain  it  myself. 

Mr.  Kirby  objected  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  analysis 
and  certificate.  As  to  the  analysis,  the  inspector  said  he 
bought  twelve  pills  and  divided  them  into  three  parts. 
What  he  really  did  was  to  put  cn  one  side  four  pills  for 
the  defendant  to  retain,  four  for  the  analyst,  and  four  he 


now  produced.  That  was  not  dividing  the  pills  at  all  c 
it  was  dividing  a  dozen  into  three  parts.  It  was  pretty- 
obvious  that  when  dealing  with  a  deficency  of  16.9  per- 
cent., the  whole  of  the  deficiency  might  have  been  made  good- 
in  the  other  pills. 

Sir  Vezey  :  What  about  the  effect  on  the  patient  ? 

Mr.  Kirby  :  The  patient,  I  suppose,  takes  the  whole- 
dose.  (Laughter.)  If  the  suggestion  was  that  each  pill- 
should  contain  36  grains  of  lead  acetate,  there  might  have- 
been  some  reason  for  this  manner  of  analysis;  but 
when  dealing  with  a  formula  prescribed  by  the  British. 
Pharmacopoeia  for  a  number  of  pills,  there  was  nothing  to- 
show  that  each  pill  should  be  absolutely  of  the  same  com- 
position. He  (Mr.  Kirby)  suggested  that  it  was  perfectly,- 
obvious  that  what  the  analyst  ought  to  have  tested  was 
one  third  of  each  of  the  twelve  pills.  He  took  this  further- 
objection — that  the  analyst  had  not  complied  with  the  statu- 
tory form,  which  gave  him  three  alternatives.  He  could  say 
(1)  the  drug  was  genuine  (in  which  case,  of  course,  thero- 
would  have  been  no  prosecution),  (2)  that  it  contained  the- 
parts  as  under,  or  (3)  contained  foreign  ingredients.  What 
he  purported  to  say  was  that  it  "contained  the  parts  as, 
under,"  but  instead  of  that  he  stated  that  it  was  deficient 
in  something  he  thought  it  should  contain. 

Mr.  Vickery  observed  that  Dr.  Teed  based  his  judgment 
on  the  standard  for  a  lead  pill. 

i  Sir  Vezey  :  He  does  not  say  that  the  other  pills  might  or 
might  not  contain  the  minus  quantity  wanting  in  these.- 

Mr.  Vickery  :  He  is  dealing  with  four  pills,  and  he  saysr 
these  four  pills  do  not  come  up  to  the  standaiu  required 
by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  which  is  that  the  lead  acetate- 
should  be  of  a  certain  quantity. 

Sir  Vezey  :  But  supposing  that  the  other  eight  pills  con- 
tained a  plus  quantity  of  the  drug  in  question  at  the  expense- 
of  the  four  pills  that  were  actually  analysed ;  what  would 
you  say  ? 

Mr.  Vickery  :  I  should  say  it  was  a  most  serious  matter. 

The  Magistrate  :  I  agree — to  the  patient  most  serious.. 
But  would  it  amount  to  an  infringement  of  the  Act  ? 

Mr.  Vickery  :  Undoubtedly.  The  patient  taking  the  pills* 
containing  the  larger  percentage  of  lead  would  suffer  in- 
consequence. Properly  mixed,  each  pill  should  contain- 
exactly  the  same  proportion. 

Sir  Vezey  :  Do  you  suggest  that  it  is  possible  in  mixing  up 
a  mass  of  material  so  to  mix  it  that  a  twelfth  of  it  shall 
contain  all  the  ingredients  in  exact  proportion  to  that  which 
should  characterise  the  macs  ? 

Mr.  Vickery  :  Undoubtedly,  and  I  think  it  would  be  very 
unfortunate  for  the  public  if  their  faith  in  the  chemist  that 
he  accomplished  this  was  destroyed. 

Mr.  Savill  (the  Chief  Clerk)  inquired  if  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia gave  any  standard  for  pill-mass. 

Dr.  Collingridge  :  It  is  not  a  question  of  ingredients,  but 
a  result. 

Sir  Vezey  :  I  think  we  have  not  sufficient  particulars  to- 
warrant  a  conviction,  and  I  shall  dismiss  the  summons  ok. 
the  ground  that  the  certificate  does  not  disclose  sufficient 
particulars.  In  fact,  it  does  not  comply  with  the  statute. 
It  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  carry  out  your  suggestion,. 
Mr.  Vickery,  that  a  twelfth  part  of  every  ingredient  should* 
be  found  in  every  twelfth  part  of  the  whole.  For  those  who 
take  pills  I  know  it  is  desirable,  but  I  think  it  is  highly- 
improbable. 

Mr.  Vickery  observed  that  it  was  a  serious  decision,  be- 
cause as  a  result  the  public  faith  in  the  uniformity  of  the. 
manufacture  of  pills  would  be  considerably  shaken. 

County  Court  Case. 

A  Medicine  Account. 
At  the  Brompton  County  Court,  before  Judge  Bray,  on, 
November  12,  Mr.  R.  W.  Walden,  chemist  and  druggist, 
65  Elizabeth  Street,  S.W.,  sued  Mrs.  Rosalie  Daniels,  who 
resides  at  No.  66  in  the  same  street,  for  51.  4s.  2d.  for 
goods  supplied.  Defendant  denied  liability  and  resisted  the 
claim.  Mr.  R.  C.  Faithfull,  who  represented  the  plaintiff,, 
said  the  goods  sued  for  had  been  supplied  between  July 
1906  and  April  1907,  and  always  on  the  order  of  the  defen- 
dant. Mr.  George  Ripley,  manager  to  the  plaintiff,  gave- 
evidence  in  support  of  this,  but  defendant  said  the  account- 
was  for  her  daughter  Miss  Daniells,  who  had  always  paid 
for  them  but  this  Mr.  Ripley  denied.    His  Honour  thought 
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tthe  defendant  had  made  herself  responsible  for  the  goods. 
'There  would  be  judgment  against  her,  and  she  could  recover 
'from  her  daughter.  Defendant  :  I  cannot  pay— 
■(repenting)— I'll  pay  10s.  a  month.  Ultimately  an  order 
<-,vas  made  for  17.  monthly.

In  accounting  for  his  deficiency  the  debtor 
returns  liabilities  of  5,380/.  in  connection  with  Morny  Freres. 
Upon  the  application  of  the  Official  Receiver  the  sitting  was 
^adjourned  until  December  10  for  the  purpose  of  further 
investigation. 

Re  Bertram  Cockburn,  late  of  37  High  Street,  Redcar,  now 
■residing  at  12  Romney  Street,  Middlesbrough,  Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist.— This  debtor  was  examined  at  the  Middles- 
brough Bankruptcy  Court  on  November  13,  his  accounts 
showing  gross  liabilities  693?.

■of  realising  347?.  according  to  your  statement  of  affairs,  your 
assets  will  realise  210?.  less  than  that  estimate  ?  Debtor  :  Yes, 
sir. — That  will  make  your  deficiency  something  550?.  ?  Yes, 
sir.— Further  examined,  debtor  admitted  that  he  had  been 
trading  on  credit.  The  examination  was  adjourned  until 
November  27.

Briefly,  it  is  a  lamp  which  obviates 
the  use  of  oil  of  any  description, 
the  illumination  being  provided 
by  a  tripie  double-wick  wax- 
light,  which  lasts  for  about  five 
hours,  and  is  equal  to  five-candle 
power.  These  wax-lights  are 
specially  manufactured  for  burn- 
ing in  the  lamp,  and  the  light  is 
bright,  steady,  and  without  smoke 
or  cdour.  The  accompanying 
illustration  shows  that  the  lamp 
is  well  adapted  for  the  dinner- 
table,  reading,  and  general  do- 
mestic use.  It  requires  prac- 
tically no  attention  when  lit,  and 
as  it  is  absolutely  safe,  it  is  a 
good  substitute  for  the  ordinary 
oil-lamp.  Full  instructions  to 
ensure  the  proper  burning  of  the 
wax-light  are  given  with  each  box 
of  six  lights,  the  latter  being 
specially  made  for  export  and  for 
use  in  hot  climates.  So  far  as 
the  construction  of  the  lamp  is 
concerned  it  is  artistic,  and  forms 
an  ornament  to  any  table.  It  is  also  useful  as  a  student's 
or  reading-lamp.

He  would 
not  indulge  now  in  a  wearisome  reiteration  of  the  year's 
work,  but  the  principal  matter  which  had  concerned  him 
had  been  the  advancement  of  Margate  from  an  entertain- 
ments' point  of  view.  After  dealing  with  several  local 
topics  Alderman  Evans  paid  tribute  to  the  Council's  officers 
for  their  aid  in  the  past  year,  and  repeated  his  cordial 
thanks  to  his  fellow-townsmen  'for  the  great  honour  they 
had  done  him. 

An  autobiography  of  the  late  Sir  H.  A.  Pitman  is  pub- 
lished in  the  "Lancet"  for  November  14.  Sir  Henry 
Pitman  handed  the  notes  to  the  "  Lancet"  to  be  used  when 
required.  There  is  a  reference  to  a  course  of  lectures, 
which  can  hardly  be  correct,  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  not  founded  at  the  date  mentioned. 

In  1835  I  took  my  M.B.  degree  and  returned  to  London 
to  pursue  my  clinical  studies  at  St.  George's.    I  became  a 
perpetual  pupil  at  King's  College  Medical  School,  and 
entered  my  name  for  the  courses  of  lectures  delivered  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Dr.  Pereira  being  professor  of 
materia  medica  and  Dr.  Redwood  professor  of  pharmacy. 
In  the  year  1838  I  passed  the  examination  at  Cambridge  for 
a  licence  to  practise,  there  being  at  that  time  an  additional 
examination  for  the  licence  after  taking  the  M.B.  degree. 
In  1840  I  passed  the  examination  before  the  Censors'  Board 
at  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  was  admitted  a 
licentiate  (equivalent  to  member). 
Further  on  in  the  autobiography  Sir  Henry  relates  how 
that  when  in  1846  he  was  appointed  lecturer  on  materia 
medica  to  St.  George's  Hospital  Medical  School  he  paid 
"  a  premium  to  a  manufacturing-druggist  for  permission 
to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  mode  of  preparing  the  pre- 
parations of  the  Pharmacopoeia." 


"  Chant  eclair.'

Landouzy,  Charles 
Richet,  Jules  Heri- 
court,  Chantemesse, 
Roux,  Metchnikoff, 
Cornil,  Bouchard, 
Albert  Robin, 
Hayem,  Fournier, 
Gilbert  Ballet,  and 
Raphael  Blanchard. 
As  an  example  of 
the  cartoons,  we  re- 
produce in  black 
and  white  that  re- 
ferring to  Professor 
Metchnikoff,  the  dis- 
coverer of  lactobacil- 
line, about  whom 
the  following  bio- 
graphical details 
appear  : — 

Elie  Metchnikoff  was  born  in  Russia,  near  Karkow,  in 
1845.  He  studied  successively  first  in  that  town,  then  in 
Germany,  at  Giessen,  at  Gottingue,  at  Munich.  In  1870,  he 
returned  to  Russia  as  Professor  of  Zoology  at  the  University 
of  Odessa. 


In  1872  he  left  Russia  and  went  to  Madeira,  then  at' 
Teneriti'e,  where  he  stayed  several  years,  to  pursue  re- 
searches on  zoology  and  embryogeny. 

At  length,  in  1887,  he  came  to  Paris,  where  he  soon  entered- 
the  Pasteur  Institute. 

It  is  in  that  establishment  that  he  completed  his  works, 
on  which  he  was  soon  to  establish  his  famous  theory  on. 
immunity,  which  can  be  thus  resumed :  The  defence  of 
organism  against  microbes  is  made  by  the  action  of  various 
species  of  leucocytes  or  white  cells  of  the  blood,  which  take- 
hold  of  the  invading  parasites  and  digest  them.  Immunity 
can  be  besides  natural  or  acquired  ;  for  after  several  attacks- 
by  microbes,  against  which  they  were  at  first  without 
defence,  the  phagocytes  (leucocytes  capable  of  eating  the- 
parasites)  learn  how  to  secrete  the  liquids  which  are  to  dis- 
solve the  absorbed  microbes.  To-day  are  named  com- 
plements and  alexines,  these  substances  of  diastatic  nature- 
which  operate  this  dissolution  of  microbes  or  of  the  cells- 
(cytolysis  or  bacteriolysis)  and  the  actual  researches  go  in 
more  deeply,  every  day,  in  the  intimacy,  of  the  phenomenon 
of  immunity  ;  but  the  observations  and  the  theory  of  Mr. 
Metchnikoff  are  decidedly  confirmed. 

Starting  from  this  theory,  M.  Metchnikoff  has  been  able- 
to  give  on  the  nature  and  phenomenon  of  inflammation  a- 
luminous  and  clear  explanation  which  has  completely  re- 
newed this  chapter  of  pathology. 

To  the  same  learned  man  is  owed  some  very  original' 
studies  on  human  nature  in  which  will  be  found  his  in- 
genious theory  on  old  age,  considered  as  the  result  of  in- 
testinal intoxication  and  of  the  destruction  of  the  noble- 
elements  of  organism  (nervous  cells)  by  the  macrophage- 
cells ;  at  the  same  time  a  brilliant  essay  of  prophylaxy  of  the- 
evil  of  years,  by  a  destructive  alimentation  of  the  male- 
volent microbes  of  the  intestine  and  even  perhaps  by  a 
serotherapia  capable  of  putting  a  stop  to  the  activity  of 
macrophages. 

Mr.  Metchnikoff  is  Professor  at  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
where  he  lectures  facts  relating  to  vaccination  and  im- 
munity. He  pursues  actually  with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Roux  some  experimental  researches  on  the  syphilis  of 
monkeys. 

He  is  an  officier  de  la  Legion  d'Honneur. 


Forensic  Chemistry. 

THE  first  of  a  series  of  four  lectures  on  this  subject, 
dealing  especially  with  chemical  evidence  and  its 
preparation  and  adduction,  was  delivered  by  Mr.  William- 
Jago,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  barrister-at-law,  at 
the  University  College,  Gower  Street,  London,  W.C.,  on> 
Friday,  November  13,  at  5.30  p.m.,  with  Mr.  A.  J. 
Walters,  K.C.,  in  the  chair,  supported  by  Sir  William- 
Ramsay,  K.C.B.  The  course  of  lectures  is  under  the 
auspices  of  the  University  of  London,  and  the  attendance' 
of  fully  200  students  and  others  indicated  the  keen 
interest  in  the  subject.  Mr.  Jago's  object  in  this  lecture- 
was  to  explain  the  nature  of  chemical  evidence,  and,  by 
means  of  illustrated  cases  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and1 
Drugs  Acts  and  a  discourse  on  the  use  of  preservatives, 
to  show  chemists  the  pitfalls  they  should  avoid,  and  the 
difficulties  which  have  to  be  surmounted  in  presenting 
their  facts  so  that  the  lawyer  may  convert  them  easily 
into  substantial  evidence.  Mr.  Jago  also  explained  the 
principles  involved  in  chemical  analyses,  so  as  to  show 
lawyers  the  objects  which  chemists  have  in  determining 
certain  chemical  and  physical  factors  for  the  purpose  of 
proving  the  purity  or  quality  of  substances 

He  mentioned  that  as  long  ago  as  1782,  Lord  Justice- 
Mansfield,  in  the  case  of  "  Foulkes  v.  Chadd,"  ruled  that 
expert  witnesses  may  give  evidence  as  to  their  opinions, 
and  this  ruling  has  been  held  good  ever  since.  Dealing- 
with  problems  arising  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  Mr.  Jago  said  the  first  question  to  be  considered  for 
the  defence  is  whether  the  chemist  has  obtained  a  fair 
sample,  and  if  that  be  the  analyst's  responsibility,  his 
first  duty  is  to  see  that  the  sample  is  fair.  The  second 
point  is  whether  the  sample  has  undergone  any  change 
before  it  reaches  him.  This  is  provided  for  in  the 
statute,  and  is  frequently  material  to  the  defence.  Pro- 
ceeding, Mr.  Jago  conducted  his  audience  through  all  that 
an  analyst  has  to  do  in  examining  such  things  as  butter 
and  milk  for  adulteration  purposes,  and  as  he  went  along 
he  showed  where  the  lawyer  comes  in,  and  how  he  can 
make  the  most  for  his  client  of  the  analyst's  sins  of 
omission  and  commission. 
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Mr.  Jago  dealt  with  the  use  of  preservatives  in  foods, 
from  the  point  of  view  that  certain  preservatives — namely, 
salt  in  butter,  saltpetre  in  meat,  vinegar  for  pickles,  and 
smoke  for  hams — are  by  tradition  regarded  as  permitted 
preservatives.  He  advanced  reasons  for  considering  that 
modern  and  better  preservatives  should  also  be  permitted 
under  conditions. 

The  lecture  throughout  was  attentively  listened  to,  and 
was  illuminated  by  flashes  of  wit.  At  its  conclusion  Mr. 
Walters,  in  thanking  Mr.  Jago,  impressed  upon  chemists 
the  necessity  for  proof.  "The  grounds  of  the  faith  that 
is  in  you  must,"  he  said,  "be  very  sure.  You  should 
imagine  that  you  are  the  expert  for  the  other  side,  and 
that  you  are  being  put  to  cross-examination.  Above  all, 
do  not  forget  that  you  are  to  be  examined  by  counsel  on 
the  other  side.  Be  prepared  to  reply  to  any  questions 
which  may  be  opposed  to  the  opinion  which  you  hold,  or 
which  may  take  you  on  ground  which  your  experiments 
have  not  covered  and  which  can  be  covered  by  other 
experiments — probably  undertaken  by  the  other  side." 
This  advice  Mr.  Walters  illustrated  from  his  experience. 
Sir  William  Ramsay  then  thanked  Mr.  Walters  for  pre- 
siding. The  next  lecture  will  be  on  November  20,  at  the 
same  place  and  at  the  same  time.  The  subject  is 
"  Chemical  Evidence  in  the  more  Important  Criminal

So-called  B.P.  Calcium  Phosphate. 

By  W.  H   Simmons,  B.Sc,  F.C.S.,  and  L.  J.  Morson. 


Part  I. 

INCE  the  publication  of  the  1898  B.P.  two  entirely 
different  phosphates  of  lime  have  been  officially  known 
in  this  country  by  the  above  name — viz.,  Ca3(P04),,  the 
salt  described  in  previous  British  Pharmacopoeias,  and 
prepared  by  the  solution  of  bone  ash  in  mineral  acid  and 
reprecipitation  by  ammonia,  and  CaHPO, 211,0,  formed 
by  the  interaction  of  sodium  phosphate  and  calcium 
chloride.  The  former  salt  has  in  successive  Pharma- 
copoeias been  stated  to  be  insoluble  in  water,  and  among 
the  tests  has  been  included  a  determination  of  the  phos- 
phate by  solution  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  repre- 
cipitation by  ammonia,  when  almost  100  per  cent,  should 
be  obtained.  The  1898  B.P.  retains  this  test,  and, 
assuming  that  CaHPO, 2H„0  is  also  dissolved  and  repre- 
cipitated  unchanged  by  this  hydrochloric  acid  and 
ammonia  treatment,  requires  both  phosphates  to  give  not 
less  than  95  per  cent,  when  submitted  to  this  process  of 
estimation.  The  "B.P.  Codex,"  while  not  giving  any 
method  of  determination,  states  that  both  salts  should 
contain  not  less  than  95  per  cent,  of  pure  anhydrous 
calcium  phosphate,  though  how  a  salt  having  the  formula 
CaHP042H20,  as  given  by  the  "  B.P.  Codex,"  can  possibly 
contain  95  per  cent,  it  is  difficult  to  see. 

The  question  of  the  estimation  of  the  percentage  of 
calcium  phosphate  by  the  B.P.  process  has  occupied  our 
attention  for  some  years,  and  from  the  unsatisfactory 
results  obtained  we  had  been  long  ago  led  to  discard  it ; 
but  our  interest  has  again  been  recently  aroused  in  the 
question  by  finding  that  others  are  experiencing  a  similar 
difficulty,  and  we  have  therefore  examined  the  matter  in 
some  detail.  A  moment's  consideration  will  serve  to 
show  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  B.P.  method,  for 
not  only  does  it  give  no  indication  of  the  composition  of 
the  phosphate — i.e.,  the  relative  proportions  of  lime  and 
phosphoric  acid,  which  may  vary  within  wide  limits — ■ 
but,  according  to  the  investigations  of  Cameron  and 
Seidell  ("Journ.  Amer.  Chem.  Soc,"  1904,  pp.  1454- 
1463),  tricalcium  phosphate  undergoes  considerable  de- 
composition when  treated  with  pure  distilled  water,  and 
a  certain  amount  of  lime  and  phosphoric  acid  goes  into 
solution.  Presumably  the  B.P.  authorities  had  this  in 
view  when  fixing  the  standard  at  95  per  cent.,  as  they 
would  hardly  allow  5  per  cent,  of  impurities.  But  the 
whole  test  is  hopelessly  indefinite,  and  we  have  never  yet 
met  with  a  commercial  phosphate  of  lime  which  answers 
it,  the  majority  of  those  ostensibly  of  bone-ash  origin 
giving  only  between  80  and  90  per  cent. 

With  regard  to  the   dicalcium  phosphate,   the  B.P. 


method  of  assay  is  totally  inapplicable.  In  the  first 
place  this  salt  is  distinctly  soluble  in  ammonium  salts, 
and  the  estimation  is  carried  out  in  a  solution  containing 
much  ammonium  chloride ;  while  what  invalidates  the 
process  altogether  is  the  fact  that  the  composition  of  the 
phosphate  is  completely  changed  by  the  reprecipitation  by 
ammonia.  Thus  a  sample  made  from  calcium  chloride 
and  soda  phosphate  had  the  following  composition  :

And  after  dissolving  in  hydrochloric  acid  and  repre- 
cipitating  with  ammonia  the  composition  had  changed  to  : 

OaO   47.0  %

approximating  to  that  of  the  tricalcium  phosphate. 

We  have  incidentally  confirmed  Cameron  and  Seidell's 
statement  that  calcium  ortho-phosphate  always  contains 
an  excess  of  either  base  or  acid,  and  find  this  also  to  be 
the  case  with  the  dicalcium  salt,  as  will  be  seen  by  com- 
paring the  following  figures  :

It  appears,  therefore,  that  any  method  of  examination, 
to  be  of  much  value,  should  include  the  separate  deter- 
mination of  the  lime  and  of  the  phosphoric  acid,  and  we 
would  suggest  that  this  should  be  substituted  for  the 
present  unsatisfactory  test  in  the  next  edition  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a  matter  open  to  some  considerable 
doubt  whether  it  is  advisable  for  the  acid  and  normal 
calcium  phosphates  to  be  both  included  in  the  same 
monograph  and  under  the  same  name,  since  one  contains 
6  per  cent,  more  (POJ  and  22  per  cent,  more  CaO  than 
the  other,  and,  weight  for  weight,  there  must  be  a 
distinct  difference  between  them  therapeutically.  There 
can  be  no  question  that  commercially  the  acid  salt  is  a 
much  purer  compound,  and  it  might  be  better  to  omit 
the  calcium  ortho-phosphate  altogether,  and  employ  only 
the  dicalcium  phosphate  in  medicine,  as  recommended  by 
Hager.  The  conditions  under  which  the  latter  salt  is 
obtained  in  a  pure  state,  without  appreciable  admixture 
of  the  other  salts,  is  a  matter  which  is  now  engaging  our 
attention.

Glycyrrhizia  Acid.  —  Tschireh  and  Gauehmann  ( "  Arch,  de 
Phar.,"  1908,  545)  give  this  name  to  what  is  commonly  known- 
as  glycyrrhizin.  They  find  that  it  has  the  formula  C^H,.Oi5-. 
and  is  free  from  nitrogen.  On  hydrolysis  it  is  decomposed! 
into  glycyrrhetin  acid,  C3iH,s(OH)2COOH,  and  glucuron  acid',. 
CeHioOy.  The  paper  deals  very  fully  with  the  characteristics- 
of  these  bodies. 

The  Carbohydrates  of  the  Snowdrop,  —  In  considering 
their  bearing  on  the  first  sugar  of  photosynthesis,  Mr.  John 
Parkin,  M.A.,  states  that  few  additions  to  the  subject  have 
been  made  since  Brown  and  Morris's  novel  conclusion  that 
sucrose  (cane  sugar),  rather  than  glucose,  is  the  first  carbo- 
hydrate arising  in  photosynthesis.  The  snowdrop  (Odlanthus 
nivalis)  never  produces  starch  under  ordinary  conditions. 
Sucrose  has  been  found  to  occur  abundantly  in  the  snowdrop 
leaf,  along  with  glucose  (dextrose)  and  fructose  (levulose). 
About  forty  duplicate  analyses  were  made  of  leaves  picked 
under  diverse  conditions,  and  the  results  indicate  that  in 
photosynthesis  the  formation  of  sucrose  precedes_  that  .  of 
glucose  and  fructose,  which  can  easily  arise  from  the  inversion 
of  some  of  the  sucrose.  J

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representatives.) 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
We  are  informed  that  negotiations  have  taken  place 
during  the  present  week  between  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel, 
M.P.,  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department, 
and  several  of  those  interested  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  are  likely  to  be  productive  of  good  results  and 
to  enhance  the  prospects  of  the  Bill  at  St.  Stephen's.  The 
result  of  these  negotiations,  which  have  been  carried  on 
in  a  quiet  and  unobtrusive  manner,  is  that  a  much  more 
general  agreement  has  been  arrived  at  than  heretofore — 
indeed,  it  is  stated  that  the  outcome  of  the  negotiations  has 
eo  nearly  approximated  to  an  agreement  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  probably  realise  that  there  is  every  possibility  of 
getting  the  Bill  through  as  a  practically  non-controversial 
measure  before  the  prorogation  of  Parliament  at  the  end  of 
next  month.  It  is  probable  that  before  long  the  Govern- 
ment will  suspend  the  eleven  o'clock  rule  for  the  remainder 
of  the  Session,  and  it  is  likely,  therefore,  that  the  Bill  will 
pass  through  its  various  stages  after  the  larger  measures 
of  the  Government  have  been  concluded  for  the  day.  In 
that  case  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Bill  will 
receive  the  Boyal  assent  before  both  Houses  separate  for 
the  Christmas  Holidays. 

Sunday-closing  Deputation. 
The  Home  Secretary  has  consented  to  receive  at  the  Home 
Office  on  Wednesday,  November  25,  a  deputation  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Early  Closing  Association  in  regard  to  the 
Sunday  closing  of  shops.  We  understand,  however,  that 
there  is  no  proposal  to  interfere  with  the  latitude  already 
allowed  to  chemists  and  druggists,  although  an  effort  will 
probably  be  made  to  confine  the  opening  of  such  shops  on 
Sundays  to  the  sale  of  medicines  and  surgical  appliances. 
The  deputation,  which  will  probably  be  headed  by  Lord 
Avebury,  will  call  attention  to  the  great  increase  of  Sunday 
trading  by  shopkeepers  in  all  trades ;  to  the  similar  great 
increase  of  street  trading  by  hawkers  ;  to  the  great  injustice 
which  is  thereby  caused  to  the  shopkeepers  who  close  on  the 
Sunday ;  and  to  the  fact  that  four  Select  Committees  have 
urged  amendment  of  the  laws  against  Sunday  trading.  The 
last  of  these  was  the  Joint  Select  Committee  of  1906,  which 
expressed  the  view  that  Sunday  trading  had  increased,  and 
that  the  increase  was  likely  to  continue  unless  some  steps 
were  taken  to  stop  it. 

Parliamentary  Eestoratives. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Patrick  O'Brien  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Monday  afternoon,  the  First  Commissioner 
of  Works  stated  that  a  large  medicine-chest,  replete  with 
every  drug  and  instrument  which  the  ingenuity  or  neces- 
sities of  man  could  require,  had  been  generously  presented 
■to  the  House  of  Commons  by  a  well-known  firm  of  manu- 
facturing chemists,  who  did  not  desire  their  name  to  be 
mentioned  in  the  matter ;  but  he  was  glad  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  conveying  to  the  anonymous  donors  the 
gratitude  of  those  who  may  subsequently  profit  by  these 
appliances.  (Laughter.)  The  contents  of  this  chest  were 
decided  upon  after  the  careful  consideration  and  advice  of 
specialists  in  these  matters. '  There  are  four  keys  to  the 
chest,  which  are  held  by  the  inspectors  of  police  in  the 
Lords  and  Commons,  the  Serjeant-ai^Arms,  and  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Office  of  Works.  He  had  no  doubt  that,  if 
and  when  the  necessity  should  arise,  members  would  re- 
ceive in  the  future,  as  they  had  done  in  the  pnst,  the 
immediate  and  careful  attention  of  their  medical  colleagues 
in  the  House.  Our  Lobby  correspondent  adds  that  these 
include  Sir  W.  Collins,  Sir  J.  Batty  Tuke,  Sir  Robert  Price, 
Dr.  Cooper,  Sir  Walter  Foster,  and  Dr.  Rutherford.  The 
fact  of  the  presentation  was  reported  in  the  C.  &  D., 
November  14,  p.  752. 

Manufactured  Articles  Ordered  from  Abroad. 
Mr.  Pike  Pease  received  on  Monday  evening  an 
important  return  which  has  been  preoared  by  the  War 
Office  in  regard  to  the  total  amount  involved  in  the  contracts 
'or  genera]  stores  and  other  manufactured  articles  secured 
fay  foreign  firms  during  the  last  two  years,  his  object  being 
to  ehow  what  sum  has  been  saved  to  the  Exchequer  by 


makmg  those  purchases  abroad  instead  of  in  this  country. 
Among  the  items  were  the  following  :  Acetone,  22,925? 
in  1906-7,  and  72,203?.  in  1907-8  ;  aluminium,  297?.  in  1907-8  ■ 
antimony  regulus,  1,179?.  in  1905-7,  and  255?.  in  1907-8- 
antimony  sulphide,  31?.  in  1906-7,  and  16/.  in  1907-8- 
brandy,  547?.  in  1907-8 ;  prepared  chalk,  36?.  in  1907-8 ;  chlo- 
rate of  potash,  17?.  in  1906-7;  cocoa,  75?.  in  1906-7;  con- 
densed milk,  776?.  in  1906-7  ;  black  potash,  822?.  in  1906-7, 
and  253?.  in  1907-8;  crystallised  sugar,  1,861?.  in  1906-7. 
The  lists  for  1906-7  and  1907-8  include  all  goods  classed  as 
manufactured  in  the  Board  of  Trade  monthly  accounts— 
e.g.,  preserved  meat,  crystallised  sugar,  etc.  Previously 
the  return  was  based  on  a  somewhat  narrower  interpretation 
of  the  term  "manufactured  articles." 

Fungicides. 

Sir  Edward  Strachey,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
Laurence  Hardy,  stated  that  a  report  on  the  administration 
and  effect  of  the  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  Orders  will 
be  issued  in  due  course.  With  regard  to  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture ensuring  that  the  fungicides  used  in  connection  with 
their  Orders  should  be  those  approved  by  the  Board,  as  with 
sheep-dips,  the  answer  was  that  the  specified  fungicide  was 
usually  employed,  and  in  the  rare  cases  where  other  fungi- 
cides had  been  used  the  Board  had  been  consulted  as  to  their 
efficacy. 

Opium  Commission. 
Sir  Edward  Grey,  replying  on  Thursday  to  Mr.  Theodore 
Taylor  as  to  whether  the  inquiries  of  the  International 
Commission  on  opium  would  cover  the  use  of  morphine 
and  cocaine,  said  the  terms  of  reference  were  still  under 
consideration.  The  right  hon.  gentleman  added  that  in 
addition  to  Great  Britain,  the  United  States,  France,  Ger- 
many, Holland,  Portugal,  China  and  Japan.  Russia,  Turkey, 
Persia,  and  Siam  had  been  invited  to  send  delegates  to  the 
Commission.    (See  also  p.  792.)

In  a  Flourishing  Condition 

is  the  comment  on  British  phar- 
macy which  might  have  been  expected  from  the  intelligent 
foreigner  when  he  had  read  last  week's  C.  &  D.  Six  chemists 
elected  mayors,  three  of  them  now  ruling  over  vast  metro- 
politan boroughs,  a  knighthood  conferred  on  another 
chemist,  and  similar  honours  awarded  to  two  gentlemen 
representing  in  some  degree  the  modern  rival  system  of 
company  pharmacy,  and  lastly,  may  be  added  with  regret, 
the  portrait  and  obituary  notice  of  a  distinguished  member 
of  the  trade  who  once  represented  one  of  the  most  famous 
cities  of  the  Kingdom  in  Parliament,  look  like  evidences  of 
prosperity.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  inference  is  justified. 
But  the  signs  are  open  to  despondent  interpretation.  As  to 
the  knighthoods,  these  may  be  presumably  attributed  to- 
political  circumstances,  though  if  it  were  necessary  it  would 
not  be  difficult  to  find  trade  reasons  for  the  honour  con- 
ferred on  Sir  Thomas  Barclay.  The  mayoralties,  too,  repre- 
sent much  unpaid,  but  no  doubt  congenial,  work  accom- 
plished outside  the  business,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find 
chemists  taking  such  a  regular  average  of  these  dignities 
year  after  year.  But  this  is  just  where  the  pessimism  comes 
in.  What  about  the  next  generation  ?  Gradually  but  surely 
the  old  race  of  individual,  independent  tradesmen  is  being 
crowded  to  the  wall.  Compare  the  fascias  of  any  shopping 
street  in  London  or  in  country  towns  as  they  were  twenty- 
five  years  ago  and  as  they  appear  now.  Multi-shop  com- 
panies in  several  trades  have  got  possession  of  half  the 
sites,  and  their  establishments  are  in  charge  of  managers 
uninterested  for  the  most  part  in  the  past  history  or  the 
future  development  of  the  locality.  Can  we  look  for  muni- 
cipal service  from  them  ? 

The  Intelligent  Anticipation 

of  the  amalgamation  of  whole- 
sale houses  in  this  journal  last  week  which  soon  afterwards 
eventuated  in  the  announcement  of  the  organisation  of 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd."  broke  the  surprise  which  the 
complete  revelation  would  have  otherwise  occasioned. 
Pending  the  fuller  explanation  of  the  motives  of  this  new 
departure,  which  will  probably  appear  simultaneously  with 
this  note,  uninformed  criticism  would  be  worthless  and 
impertinent.  But  a  vain  little  sentimental  wail  need  not 
be  grudged  to  the  historiographic  commentator.  One  by 
one  links  with  the  past  are  broken,  and  we  are  getting 
hardened  to  the  process  ;  but  here  are  three  familiar  com- 
binations of  names  passing  into  the  Ewigheit  all  at  a  swoop, 
to  be  replaced  by  a  designation  which  seems  to  have  been 
chosen  in  ruthless  defiance  of  all  the  old  ties  of  personality. 
[Happily  for  "  Xrayser's  "  peace  of  mind,  the  three  names 
will  be  retained. — Editor  C .  dk  D.]  It  is  true  that  the  inter- 
position of  Mr.  "  Limited  "  in  the  titles  of  firms  has 
for  many  years  obscured  the  residues  of  the  loyal  friend- 
liness which  our  grandfathers  and  the  wholesale  grand- 
fathers are  believed  to  have  felt  for  each  other.  But 
so  long  as  names  remained  this  association  could  not  be 
quite  wiped  out.  "  Who  hath  not  own'd,"  asks  Campbell, 
"the  magic  of  a  name?  "  But  what  affection  or  comrade- 
ship can  "British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd."  inspire,  or  what 
magic  can  there  be  in  such  a  name  ?  To  which  the  consti- 
tuent items  of  tha,t  organisation  may  reply.  "  We  do  not 
want  affection  :  it's  orders  we  want."  Another  step  towards 
the  realisation  of  the  cheerless  dream  of  business  as  a  vast 
machine,  and  the  human  beings  engaged  in  it  merely  re- 
placeable costs. 

The  Thirty  Thousand  British  Patents 

held  by  f  oreigners -are. 
I  hope,  all  provided  with  spectres  to  haunt  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  when  his  retirement  and  Britain's  decay  coincide. 
That  gentleman  has  reaped  a  surfeit  of  praise  from  both 
political  parties  in  the  State  for  his  inhospitable  treatment 
of  foreign  inventors  ;  pasans  of  glory  are  shouted  to  him 
in  reference  to  three  or  four  factories  now  being  erected 
in  this  country  by  German  manufacturers,  as  if  this  was 
something  quite  new.  History  has  discovered  that  among 
the  few  good  things  the  Plantagenet,  Tudor,  and  Stuart 
kings  did  for  this  country  were  their  occasional  encourage- 
ments of  the  competition  of  Flemings,  Lombards,  Germans 


of  the  Hanseatic  League,  and  Huguenots,  who,  it  is  now 
recognised,  taught  us  most  of  what  we  know  about  manu- 
factures and  commerce.  To  penalise  ideas,  whether  they 
are  home-born  or  come  from  abroad,  is  always  a  short- 
righted  policy  ;  and  to  cold-shoulder  thirty  thousand  firms 
who  want  to  spend  money  here  to  make  their  inventions 
known,  leaving  us  to  buy  or  not  as  it  may  suit  us,  is  a  pro- 
cedure which  might  have  been  learnt  from  the  China  of  the 
past. 

The  Latest  French  Attempt 

to  harness  "  La  Speciality  "  and1 
bring  it  into  profitable  line  with  the  rest  of  the  business, 
has  a  specious  look  about  it ;  but  on  the  lines  indicated  it 
is  very  doubtful  if  it  will  work.  According  to  the  report 
summarised  by  the  C.  <£■  D.  French  correspondent,  7,400 
pharmacists  have  already  signified  their  willingness  to 
combine  in  a  boycott  of  those  proprietary  medicines  which 
do  not  yield  a  profit  of  25  per  cent,  to  the  retailer.  More- 
over, as  is  pointed  out,  these  stalwarts  have  the  enormous 
advantage  of  a  law  which  confines  to  them  the  retail  dis- 
tribution of  compound  medicines.  But,  as  I  understand, 
there  has  never  been  much  difficulty  with  the  proprietors. 
Probably  most  of  them  already  allow  a  margin  of  at  least 
25  per  cent,  on  the  nominal  selling-price.  But  in  France, 
as  elsewhere,  it  is  the  cutters  in  the  pharmacists'  own  ranks 
who  whittle  away  that  margin.  These  men  simply  will 
not  sign  the  contract,  or,  if  they  do,  will  not  loyally  observe 
it,  and  the  more  who  refrain  from  selling  altogether,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  them.  Still,  if  seven  or  eight  thousand 
chemists  in  France  firmly  refuse  to  stock  a  particular 
article,  the  proprietor  will  have  to  take  counsel  with  himself, 
and  with  his  friends  in  the  same  boat,  and  it  may  be  that 
thev  will  find  a  way  of  persuading  the  wreckers. 
"  Confessions  of  a  Tradesman," 

written  by  Frank  T.  Bullen, 
and  published  a  few  months  ago  by  Hodder  &  Stoughton,  is 
a  book  which  particularly  deserves  notice  in  trade  journals, 
for  it  depicts  the  small  suburban  shopkeeper  with  a  fidelity 
perhaps  never  before  bestowed  on  such  an  insignificant 
personage,  and  photographs  with  rare  skill  his  struggles,  his 
occasional  hopes,  and  his  ultimate  failure.  Mr.  Bullen  was 
a  seaman  in  his  younger  days,  and  he  has  written  his  experi- 
ences of  that  life.  Later  he  obtained  a  situation  in  a  branch 
of  the  Civil  Service,  with  a  salary  of  21.  a  week,  and  to- 
supplement  this  income  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  young 
family  he  opened  a  shop  in  the  suburbs,  and  here  he  gives 
the  story  of  that  venture.  It  appears  to  be  a  plain,  un- 
varnished tale,  but  told  with  touches  of  humour  and' 
pathos,  and  with  a  natural  literary  skill,  which  the  author 
does  not  appear  to  have  suspected  in  himself  until  he  had 
accumulated  a  full  experience  of  the  anxieties,  deprivations, 
and  despair  which  he  now  delineates.  Mr.  Bullen  makes 
his  readers  realise  how  he  stocked  his  little  shop  with  goods 
bought  on  credit,  distributed  his  handbills,  and  waited 
hopefully  at  first,  and  then  with  ever-increasing  despair, 
for  the  public  response — how  the  bills  came  in,  rent  and' 
rates  fell  due  with  fatal  regularity,  "  the  gas  from  the  six 
burners  flaring  away  as  if  it  rejoiced  in  the  expense  it  was 
causing  me,"  how  perpetual  was  the  pinch  of  poverty,  and 
how  repeated  were  the  calamities,  such  as  the  water-pipe 
bursting,  the  drains  getting  out  of  order,  the  ceiling  collaps- 
ing, and  then  the  County-court  summonses,  the  bailiffs,  the 
money-lenders,  and,  at  last,  the  merciful  relief  of  the- 
Bankruptcy  Court.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  Mr. 
Bullen  subsequently  recovered  himself,  paid  his  old  debts, 
and  is  now,  I  believe,  a  recognised  popular  writer.  No  part 
of  his  book  is  better  than  the  earlier  chapters  in  which  he- 
rJec-rvi-v,o<;  Vi!c  p-vrperienccs  as 
An  Errand-boy, 

in  which  capacity  he  thinks  he  absorbed  some 
germs  of  the  commercial  spirit,  though  he  doubts  if  any  of 
his  employers  suspected  him  of  doing  so.  He  served  in 
succession  an  oilman,  a  boot-dealer,  a  trunk-maker,  a  dairy, 
a  lath-render,  a  dressmakers'  pattern-dealer,  and.  finally,  a 
rhemist.  How  he  escaped  from  the  last  place  with  his  life 
is  a  never-endi""-  wonder  to  him.  Drinking  soda-water 
from  syphons,  filling  his  month  with  soft  soap  in  the  belief 
that  it  was  honev.  and  sampling  the  stock  generallv  led  at 
last  to  the  remark  from  his  emplover.  as  he  handed  him  his 
four  shillings  and  sixpence,  that  he  did  not  want  an  innnest 
on  the  premises,  so  he  had  better  not  come  back  on  Monday.'

EMtorial  Comments. 

Pharmacy  in  Excelsis. 

When  King  Gustav  of  Sweden  and  his  Consort  parsed 
our  office  window  on  Wednesday  we  looked  upon  the 
Sovereign  of  a  country  in  which  chemists'  assistants  are 
being  advanced  to  almost  ideal  conditions.  The  relations 
between  the  owners  of  pharmacies  there  and  assistants  have 
not  been  of  the  best  for  some  years,  particularly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  demands  made  by  the  assistants  for 
higher  salaries  as  age  increases,  were  persistently  ignored 
by  employers.  Last  year,  however,  an  effort  was  made  to 
settle  the  differences  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
consisting  of  five  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  includes  all  the  owners  of  pharmacies  in 
the  Kingdom,  and  five  delegates  of  the  Union  of  Swedish 
Pharmaceutical  Assistants.  This  committee  considered 
everything  in  dispute,  and  has  now  published  the  results. 
For  .some  of  the  particulars  which  we  give  we  are  indebted 
to  a  communication  by  Mr.  A.  Kayser,  President  of  the 
committee,  in  the  "  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung."  The  pro- 
posals are  formulated  so  as  to  place  the  relations  of  owner 
and  employe  on  an  absolutely  sound  footing  by  strictly 
binding  both  to  observe  a  certain  set  of  rules.  In  the  first 
place,  salaries  are  to  be  paid  on  a  cast-iron  scale,  as  follows  : 
"  Candidates  "  to  be  paid  112?.  10s.  to  118?.  2s.  per  annum ; 
younger  male  and  female  qualified  pharmacists  146?.  5s. 
to  154?.  13s.  ;  and  for  older  male  assistants  who  have  served 
ten  or  more  years  as  such  the  fixed  salary  is  to  be  168?.  15s., 
besides  two  increases  of  14?.  each.  As  female  pharmacists 
are  not  held  to  be  generally  the  sole  wage-earners  in  a 
family,  a  maximum  salary  of  154?.  13s.  is  considered 
sufficient  for  them.  One  of  the  principal  endeavours  in 
elaborating  this  scale  of  salaries  was  to  place  the  phar- 
maceutical assistants  on  an  equal  basis  with  Government 
officials  of  the  same  rank,  and  as  this  marks  the  utmost 
that  owners  can  pay  the  committee  proposes  that  the  yearly 
increases  in  salary  should  be  paid  from  a  common  fund,  to 
which  all  pharmacy  owners  will  contribute  in  proportion 
to  the  size  of  the  business  and  number  of  assistants  kept. 
The  smallest  pharmacy  is  to  pay  2?.  16s.  annually,  and  this 
will  increase  in  several  grades  until  the  class  including  the 
largest  pharmacies  is  reached,  which  will  have  to  contri- 
bute 8?.  4s.  yearly  for  each  member.  These  contributions 
are  based  on  the  assumption  that  in  1910  3,488?.  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  stated  increases  in  salaries,  while  in 
1920,  when  the  system  of  personal  concession  will  be  fully 
established,  double  this  amount  will  be  necessary.  The 
increases  of  14?.  are  to  be  paid  on  reaching  the  fifteenth 
and  twentieth  year  of  service  respectively.  Another  point 
decided  upon  was  the  creation  of  a  sick  club  for  pharma- 
ceutical assistants,  as  by  the  present  arrangements  a  prin- 
cipal only  agrees  to  pay  an  assistant  his  salary  for  nine 
day  of  an  illness.  It  was  also  agreed  that  a  notice  of  ninety 
days  must  be  given  on  both  sides.  Pharmacies  are  to  be 
opened  on  weekdays  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  and  for  about 
ten  hours  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  The  hours  of  work 
have  been  arranged  as  follows  :  In  pharmacies  employing 
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two  or  more  assistants  the  maximum  hours  of  work  to 
ibe  forty-eight  a  week,  not  including  night  duty  and 
'Sunday  duty.  After  being  six  months  at  least  in  one  place, 
■  assistants  are  entitled  to  a  fortnight's  holiday  annually,  and 
"in  certain  cases  they  may  be  granted  a  few  more  days." 
That  all  this  is  no  mere  academic  proposal  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  seek  a  statute 
from  the  King  to  enforce  the  arrangement.  Should  this  be 
obtained — and,  as  far  as  we  can  gather,  there  is  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  it  will  not  go  through — Sweden  will  be  ahead 
of  Austria,  where  a  similar  arrangement  exists  by  volun- 
tary agreement.  It  is  notable  that  in  these  two  countries 
pharmacy  is  practised  within  a  strong  protective  wall.  No 
person  other  than  a  qualified  pharmacist  may  sell  medicines, 
and  no  medical  practitioner  may  dispense  his  own  prescrip- 
tions. The  public  have  no  say  in  the  matter,  but  they  are 
insured  against  over-charge  by  the  pharmaceutical  mono- 
polists by  a  strict  tariff  of  prices  beyond  which  the  phar- 
macist may  not  go,  but  which  serves,  it  appears,  to  give 
assistants  the  best  salaries  in  Europe.  If  our  Chemists' 
Associations  feel  at  a  loss  any  evening  this  winter  for  a  sub- 
ject to  discuss,  they  might  do  worr.e  than  speculate  upon 
how  long  it  will  be  before  chemists'  assistants  in  this 
country  get  7>l.  a  week  for  an  eight-hours'  day. 

Six  and  Half-a-Dozen. 

There  will  be  general  satisfaction  on  account  of  the  de- 
claration of  policy  made  by  Mr.  Lord  Gilford  to  his 
■confreres  at  Blackburn,  as  reported  on  p.  798.  Nobody  has 
ever  doubted  Mr.  Lord  Gifford's  earnestness  in  the  matter 
of  pharmaceutical  reform,  and  most  people  have  forgiven 
or  overlooked  the  invective  which  he  has  used  when  he  has 
thought  aloud  about  those  who  are  considered  to  be  opposed 
to  him.  Now  he  repeats,  after  full  consideration,  the  policy 
or  advice  which  he  has  hitherto  given  in  committee  to  his 
Bloomsbury  colleagues,  and  it  is  (1)  to  throw  open  to  any- 
body or  everybody  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  and 
practice  as  such,  and  (2)  to  reserve  to  examined  and  regis- 
tered men  the  distinctive  title  "pharmacist."  This  policy 
is,  it  will  be  noticed,  even  more  radical  than  that  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  also  of  the  Privy  Council  as 
formulated  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  for,  as  the  Government 
Bill  now  stands,  the  1868  Act  titles  may  not  be  used  on  any 
place  of  business  belonging  to  a  company  unless  there 
be  a  registered  chemist  in  that  place.  Also  the  title 
■"pharmacist"  is  reserved  for  the  sole  use  of  registered 
chemists,  its  use  by  companies  or  Scotch  firms  being  barred. 
We  cannot  understand  why  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  makes  such  a 
fuss  about  the  difference  between  his  first  requirement  and 
the  Government's,  especially  as  the  latter  is  a  more  thorough 
public  safeguard  and  better  for  individual  chemists.  We 
feel  sure  that  he  will  not  get  a  handful  of  chemists  and 
■druggists  throughout  Great  Britain  to  support  him  in  the 
suggestion  that  any  shopkeeper  who  chooses  should  be  able 
to  use  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist  "  or  its  equivalents. 
There  is,  of  course,  another  side  to  the  matter.  What  Mr. 
Lord  Gifford  has  said  publicly  during  the  past  few  months 
has  seriously  disturbed  the  minds  of  many.  He  has  stood 
as  a  bitter  antagonist  to  the  majority  of  the  Council  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  and  has  not  hesitated  to  discredit 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  That  is  an  attitude  which 
•was  not  altogether  unjustifiable  as  long  as  Mr.  Lord  Gifford's 
policy  was  denied  publicity ;  now  that  it  is  known,  and  is 
revealed  as  inferior  to  the  policy  now  being  promoted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  up  to  the  point  of  adoption  by  the 
Government,  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  may  be  called  upon  to  supple- 
ment the  enunciation  of  his  policy  by  an  explanation  and 
apology. 


History  Repeating  Itself. 

The  graphic  account  sent  by  our  Cape  Town  correspondent 
of  the  muddle  in  Cape  Colony  over  the  stamping  of  proprie- 
tary and  other  medicines  there  sounds  like  ancient  history, 
for  exactly  the  same  condition  of  things  happened  in  Eng- 
land in  1802  and  1803,  when  the  1785  Act  was  repealed  and 
the  1802  Act  took  its  place.  At  that  time  small  shop- 
keepers were  summoned  to  the  Mansion  House  Court  for 
selling  pennyworths  of  liquorice-juice  and  similar  domestic 
medicines  without  stamping  them.  A  glance  at  our  Cape 
correspondent's  note  will  show  how  marvellously  like  that 
century-old  state  of  affairs  the  Cape  conditions  now  are. 
An  account  of  the  1802-3  circumstances  is  given  in  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas,"  II.,  p.  2,  where  also  the  1830  trouble 
exposed  by  Mr.  George  Price  is  referred  to.  Besides  these 
comparatively  trifling  matters,  we  notice  that  chemists 
themselves  are  in  danger  of  "  losing  their  heads  " — as  their 
forefathers  at  home  also  did  a  century  ago.  In  the  Act 
assented  to  on  September  11,  and  imposing  the  stamp-duty, 
it  is  declared  that  : 

In  this  Act  the  expression  "  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines "  shall  mean  any  medicine  .  .  .  sold  under  a  name 
or  trade-mark  registered  specially  in  regard  thereto. 
This  is  plain  enough.  It  obviously  means  a  medicine  which 
has  a  registered  name  for  itself  or  a  registered  trade-mark 
for  itself,  and  which  name  or  trade-mark  is  not  used  for 
anything  else.  It  is  clear  that  if  the  name  or  mark  is  of 
general  application  it  is  not  special  to  one  medicine.  Cape 
Colony  chemists  appear  not  to  have  considered  that  their 
Act  follows  closely  the  provisions  and  interpretations  of 
the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  of  Great  Britain,  and  what  we 
have  said  in  regard  to  registered  names  and  trade-marks  is 
the  law  here.  Names  and  trade-marks  appropriated  to 
classes  of  goods  do  not  constitute  a  claim  to  proprietary 
right.  The  South  African  Pharmaceutical  Association,  in 
notes  for  the  guidance  of  members,  states  that  goods  bearing 
such  a  trade-mark  as  "Tabloid"  must  be  stamped.  It 
might  as  well  be  said  that  medicines  bearing  the  word 
"Lennon"  (a  company  name)  must  be  stamped,  which 
is  absurd,  although  practically  parallel  to  a  class  trade- 
mark. So  also  in  regard  to  imported  medicines  (e.g.,  tinc- 
tures) the  labels  of  which  bear  the  trade-mark  of  the 
makers.  We  consider,  therefore,  that  Cape  chemists 
should  adopt  a  festina  lente  policy  in  stamping  medicines 
supposed  to  come  under  the  sub-section  of  the  Act  above 
quoted.  A  little  reflection  will  show  that  it  is  conspicuous 
by  the  singular  number  and  the  qualification  "specially" 
with  reference  to  the  single  article,  and  there  is  no  ground 
for  supposing  that  the  intention  of  the  Act  is  so  wide  as  to 
include  all  medicines  bearing  a  trade-mark. 


Sunday=closing. 

Chemists  who  have  wine-licences  are  aware  that  one  of 
the  conditions  upon  which  they  are  granted  is  that  the 
premises  in  which  wines  are  sold  may  be  open  for  the  sale 
of  anything  on  Sundays  during  the  statutory  hours  only. 
It  has  been  customary  for  chemists  to  keep  stocks  of  wines 
in  a  lock-up  part  of  the  shop,  so  that  the  shop  may  be  kept 
open  on  Sundays  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  other  articles 
except  wines.  Considerable  surprise  has  been  created  by 
the  Prime  Minister's  declaration,  during  a  discussion  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  Licensing  Bill,  that  Section  3 
of  the  Licensing  Act,  1874,  refers  solely  to  the  closing  of 
licensed  premises  for  the  purpose  of  selling  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  that  the  Section  does  not  prevent  such  pre- 
mises being  kept  open  during  closing-hours  for  the  sale  of 
other  things.  This  statement  was  confirmed  by  the  Solici-  f 
tor-General  in  the  debate  in  the  House  on  November  13, 
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when  he  moved  the  introduction  of  a  new  clause  which 
makes  it  clear  that  in  licensed  premises  meals  may  be  pro- 
vided on  Sundays  in  a  room  set  apart  for  the  purpose  and 
that  refreshments  other  than  intoxicating  liquors  may  be 
supplied  during  closing-hours.  In  support  of  his  statement 
in  corroboration  of  the  Prime  Minister's  dictum,  the  Solici- 
tor-General quoted  the  decision  by  Mr.  Justice  Mellor  and 
Mr.  Justice  Field  in  the  Divisional  Court  in  1877,  which 
clearly  was  to  the  effect  that  in  the  case  of  off-licences,  as 
well  as  on-licences,  the  premises  need  only  be  closed  during 
the  prohibited  hours  so  far  as  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
is  concerned. 

nternational  Opium  Commission. 

We  understand  that  Sir  William  Collins,  the  Liberal 
member  for  West  St.  Pancras,  and  one  of  the  few 
medical  men  in  the  present  Parliament,  was  asked  to  be  a 
member  of  the  recently  appointed  International  Opium 
Commission  which  is  to  assemble  at  Shanghai  on  January  1 
next.  The  hon.  member,  however,  found  that  his  engage- 
ments in  this  country — both  Parliamentary  and  otherwise — 
would  not  admit  of  his  absenting  himself  from  London  for 
so  long  a  period.  The  only  member  of  Parliament,  therefore, 
who  will  be  on  the  Commission  is  Mr.  Robert  Laidlaw,  the 
Liberal  member  for  East  Renfrewshire,  a  well-known  mer- 
chant and  shipper,  whose  firm  has  branches  at  Bombay, 
Calcutta,  Shanghai,  and  elsewhere.  The  other  British  dele- 
gates are  Sir  Cecil  Clementi  Smith,  G.C.M.G.,  Sir  Alexan- 
der Hosie  (acting  commercial  attache  at  the  British  Lega- 
tion at  Pekin),  Mr.  W.  L.  Mackenzie  King,  C.M.G.,  and 
Mr.  J.  Bennett  Brunyate,  of  the  Indian  Civil  Service. 

Mr.  Laidlaw  informed  our  Parliamentary  representative 
on  Tuesday  that  he  proposes  to  leave  England  on  Saturday 
fortnight  for  Shanghai,  where  he  should  arrive  in  sixteen 
days.  He  is  taking  with  him  his  daughter  as  private  secre- 
tary, and  will  travel  by  the  Trans-Siberian  Railway  to 
Dalnay.   Thence  to  Shanghai  is  a  two  days'  journey  only. 

Trade  Litigation. 

From  all  appearances  it  would  seem  that  quite  an  appre- 
ciable reduction  of  litigious  feeling  is  coming  over  leading 
members  of  the  trade,  having  regard  to  the  business  done 
at  the  City  of  London  Court,  which  is  the  centre  of  trade 
litigation  in  the  Metropolis.  The  badness  of  trade,  about 
which  most  firms  have  been  complaining  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  generally  causes  the  Law  Courts  to  become 
inordinately  busy,  because  of  the  difficulty  that  traders  find 
in  meeting  their  obligations  in  times  of  business  slackness. 
But  latterly  the  opposite  seems  to  have  been  the  case.  One 
singular  element  in  the  matter  is  that  while  the  number  of 
actions  brought  has  somewhat  increased,  the  disputes  tried 
out  have  diminished.  At  one  time  it  was  thought  that  com 
mercial  differences  would  be  settled  by  a  Court  of  Arbitra- 
tion which  was  formed  some  years  ago;  but  this  tribunal, 
for  some  reason  or  another,  does  not  seem  to  have  found 
much  favour  among  litigants.  Under  what  is  known  as  the 
5.0Z.  clause  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  debtors  owing  in  all 
less  than  that  sum  can  compound  with  their  creditors  with- 
out any  initial  expense  to  the  debtors  at  all.  In  the  days 
when  the  late  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  delivered  rough-anJ- 
ready  justice  at  the  City  of  London  Court  debtors  often 
wiped  out  501.  worth  of  debts  on  an  order  for  the  payment 
of  a  first  and  last  composition  of  Id.  in  the  pound,  which, 
by  the  way.  they  never  paid.  But  with  other  judges  other 
methods  prevail,  and  the  form  of  getting  rid  of  one's  lawful 
indebtedness  has  almost  entirely  ceased  to  be  during  the 
last  few  years.  In  legal  circles  generally  there  are  many 
indications  that  trade  is  improving,  and  for  this  everyone 
will  be  thankful — except  the  lawyers. 


"  The  Apothecary's  Shop." 

We  gave,  in  the  Summer  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, an  account  of  the  new  dispensary  at  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital,  London.  The  ' '  Daily  Telegraph  "  this 
week  publishes  some  statistics  of  the  quantity  of  drugs 
used  ;  these  are  followed  by  particulars  of  the  foundation  of 
the  apothecary's  shop,  which  may  useiuuy  be  compared  with' 
the  article  published  by  us  in  July.  It  is  difficult  to- 
imagine  that  there  was  once  a  time  when  the  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  St.  Bartholomew's  had  actually  to  take 
with  them  in  their  pockets  the  various  remedies  they  re- 
quired for  their  patients.  But  in  the  early  days  of  this 
ancient  hospital  this  was  the  case,  and  it  was  not  until  1614 
that  an  "apothecary"  was  appointed  there  to  take  charge 
of  the  local  preparation  and  dispensing  of  drugs.  The  new 
department  was  called  "the  apothecary's  shop,"  a  term 
which  has  persisted  at  "Bart.'s"  in  the  abbreviated  form 
of  "  the  shop  "  to  the  present  day,  although  there  has  been' 
no  "apothecary"  there  for  nearly  half  a  century.  The 
opinion  of  the  governors  of  St.  Bartholomew's  that  it  had1 
become  necessary  to  have  a  local  dispensary  on  the  hospital 
premises  was  expressed  in  a  quaint  statement  issued  by 
them  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1614.  The  governors 
reported  that  :  "  According  to  an  order  of  the  22d  day  of 
January  last,  as  concerning  oyntments,  salves,  phisicke 
ministered  to  the  poor  of  this  hospital,  that  they,  upon 
consyderation,  had  thincke  it  fytt  and  necessary  for  the 
more  better  curings  of  the  poore,  that  all  the  oyntments, 
salves,  and  phisicke  applied  to  and  for  the  helpe  and  cure 
of  the  said  poore  be  made  in  some  convenient  place 
within  this  hospital,  whearby  the  poore  may  the  rather 
and  the  better  be  provyded  of  these  necessaries."  The 
appointment  of  the  first  apothecary  to  St.  Bartholomew's 
was  announced  in  a  subsequent  paragraph  of  the  same 
report,  which  reads  :  "  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  Hum- 
phry Croxton,  Apothecary,  be  placed  in  such  rooms  for 
the  supplying  of  the  same  offices  as  Mr.  Treasurer  and1 
other  of  the  Governors  shall  thincke  meate." 

To  Chemist=  Dentists. 

We  print  in  our  correspondence  column  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Alfred  Higgs,  J. P.,  who  is  well  known  to  chemists  in  Great 
Britain,  and  who  strikes  a  note  of  alarm  in  regard  to  the 
British  Dental  Association's  action  to  stop  any  manner  of 
advertising  by  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  Dentists' 
Register.  The  British  Dental  Association  have  this  month- 
issued  a  circular  about  the  matter  to  all  dentists  on  the 
Register,  and  with  it  is  a  postcard  which  asks  each  person- 
receiving  the  circular  to  say  whether  he  is  in  favour 
of  or  opposed  to  the  restriction  of  advertising  proposed' 
by  the  Association.  If  any  chemists  who  are  dentists  have 
been  foolish  enough  to  use  the  card,  they  may  have  cause  to 
regret  it,  seeing  that  if  they  answered  in  the  affirmative  it 
is  practically  an  undertaking  never  to  advertise;  while  if 
they  have  answered  in  the  negative  they  will  henceforth 
be  marked  men.  Space  does  not  permit  us  to  go  further 
into  the  merits  of  the  case  this  week,  but  it  is  desirable 
that  all  chemist-dentists  should  state  their  views  on  a  post- 
card or  otherwise,  addressed  to  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  J.P.„ 
chemist  and  dentist,  Richmond  Road,  Kingston-on-Thames.

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The  Chemistry  of  Essential  Oils  and  Artificial  Perfumes. 
By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
Barrister-at-Law.  Second  edition.  Demy  8vo.  Pp.  552. 
12s.  6d.  net.  (London,  1908  :  Scott,  Greenwood  &  Son.) 
When  the  first  edition  of  this  work  was  published  in  1899 
•the  author  had  established  a  reputation  in  this  country  as  an 
analyst  of  essential  oils,  and  the  subject  had  practically 
.emerged  from  the  empirical  region  which  was  penetrated 
from  the  physical  side  by  such  workers  as  the  late  Dr.  John 
Gladstone,  and  from  the  chemical  side  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden, 
■whose  work  on  the  terpenes  (mostly  done  thirty  years  ago) 
is  again  being  recognised  by  the  Royal  Society  in  the  award 
of  the  Davy  Medal.  The  past  decade  has  seen  many  re- 
markable advances  in  our  knowledge  of  the  essential  oils, 
and  perhaps  the  increase  in  size  of  this  ,  volume  of  Mr. 
Parry's,  compared  with  the  first  edition,  may  be  taken  as 
its  measure.  The  135  new  pages  are  about  a  third  of  the 
original  bulk.  The  plan  of  the  book  when  first  issued  is 
not  departed  from.  The  author's  aim  appears  not  to  have 
•been  to  write  for  the  highest  authorities  on  the  subject, 
but  rather  to  present  to  chemists  who  are  not  specialists  in 
•essential  oils  the  principles  and  practice  of  the  subject,_so 
far  as  analysis  is  concerned,  while  giving  due  consideration 
to  the  origins  of  oils,  their  production,  and  commerce.  The 
consequence  has  been  a  book  which  is  equally  familiar  to 
manufacturers,  merchants,  and  analysts.  The  original 
purpose  has  been  adhered  to,  and  the  chapters  are  the 
same  in  title  and  order,  except  that  one  on  terpeneless 
oils  has  been  omitted.  The  first  deals  with  the  general 
properties  of  essential  oils,  and  has  been  extended 
&>y  references  to  the  work  of  Charabot  and  others  on  the 
formation  of  such  oils  in  plants.  Compounds  occurring  in 
•essential  oils  form  the  subject  of  the  second  chapter,  which 
lias  been  extended  from  fifty-three  to  sixty-nine  pages,  so  as 
to  incorporate  the  more  important  generalisations  of  the 
past  decade.  In  the  third  chapter  the  preparation  of 
•esential  oils  is  dealt  with  as  before.  The  fourth,  on  analysis, 
is  nearly  all  new,  and  now  comprises  Schimmel's  tables  of 
factors  requisite  in  the  determination  of  alcohols  and  esters, 
as  well  as  many  new  methods,  data,  and  factors. 
"  Systematic  Study  of  Essential  Oils  "  is  the  title  of  the 
■fifth  chapter,  and  means  that  the  products  are  dealt  with 
according  to  their  botanical  origin,  beginning  with  gymno- 
sperms,  and  going  through  the  numerous  orders  in  angio- 
eperms.  Each  oil  is  taken  from  the  point  at  which  the 
material  goes  into  the  still,  its  commercial  progress  and 
value  are  traced,  and  its  properties  and  the  methods  of  de- 
termining its  purity  described.  This  chapter  is  the  one  upon 
which  all  the  rest  of  the  book  revolves,  and  it  has  been 
•enlarged  from  244  to  330  pages.  It  is  followed  by  a  chapter 
on  the  chemistry  of  artificial  perfumes,  and  in  appendices 
are  tables  contrasting  the  characters,  and  tests  of  essential 
oils  as  given  in  the  British,  United  States,  German, 
Austrian,  Spanish,  Russian,  Swedish,  French,  Italian, 
Dutch,  and  Belgian  Pharmacopoeias.  The  old  table 
(revised  and  extended)  showing  the  source,  sp.  gr., 
optical  rotation,  refractive  index,  and  constituents 
of  every  essential  oil  occurring  in  commerce  is  also 
inserted  as  an  appendix.  In  estimating  the  value  of 
a  book  of  this  kind  its  purpose  may  fairly  be  kept  in  view, 
which  is  to  give  analysts  and  manufacturers  what  they  want, 
and  not  necessarily  to  follow  the  advances  in  the  constitu- 
tional chemistry  of  oils  during  the  past  nine  years.  In 
revising  the  author  has  eliminated  what  has  become  obsolete, 
'but  we  should  have  liked  to  see  in  places  more  of  the  old 
matter  sacrificed.  For  example,  in  the  case  of  the  oil  of 
Hedenma  pulegioides,  a  concise  summary  of  Barrowcliff's 
■exhaustive  investigation  is  added  to  the  old  statement  based 
on  Sohimmel,  but  revised.  Such  treatment  is  difficult  to 
avoidin  a  work  which  is  in  tyne.  The  mention  in  a  review 
of  points  which  may  be  considered  imperfections  is  apt  to 
carry  the  impression  that  a  book  is  imperfect,  whereas  in  the 
•present  case  the  author  has  most  liberally  embodied  in  his 
book  accumulated  personal  experience,  as  well  as  a  review 
of  nine  years'  probers  ;  and  others  engaged  in  this  depart- 
ment of  work  will  be  the  first  to  exprers  their  indebtedness 
to  him  for  bringing  together  scores  of  tables  and  hundreds 
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of  observations  which  are  useful  to  them  in  examining 
commercial  products. 

Squire's  Companion  to  the  Latest  Edition  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  comparing  the  strengths  of  its  various 
preparations  with  those  of  the  United  States  and  other 
foreign  Pharmacopoeias  ;  to  which  are  added  not  official 
preparations  and  practical  hints  on  prescribing.  By 
Peter  Wyatt  Squire.  Eighteenth  edition.  8^  by  5  in. 
Pp.  xlii+  1417.  14s.  net.  (London,  1908  :  J.  &  A. 
Churchill.) 

{First  Notice.) 

When  a  new  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  any 
other  Pharmacopoeia  is  issued  it  takes  many  minds  and 
months  to  review  it,  every  line  being  scanned,  every  figure 
checked  and  process  examined  as  if  the  fate  of  the  nation 
depended  on  the  proceeding.  The  same  method  of  reviewing 
should  desirably  be  employed  with  this  most  comprehen- 
sive of  pharmacopoeial  companions,  since  it  exceeds  all 
Pharmacopoeias  in  wealth  of  contents,  in  richness  of  obser- 
vation, and  in  chemical,  medical,  and  pharmaceutical  prac- 
ticality. This  is  not  said  in  apology  for  the  first  of  a 
short  series  of  comments  on  the  new  "  Squire,"  which  is 
published  to-day,  but  because  it  would  be  pretentious  to 
deal  adequately  with  the  book  in  one  brief  review. 

Those  who  have  beside  them  the  seventeenth  edition  of 
the  book  (1899),  or  any  previous  edition,  will  note  from  the 
title  that  Mr.  Peter  Wyatt  Squire  has  prefixed  his 
patronymic  to  the  title,  which  is  justified  by  the  fact  that 
little  or  nothing  remains  in  the  book  which  occurred  in 
the  first  edition  published  by  his  father,  Mr.  Peter  Squire, 
in  1854  as  a  companion  to  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  as  a  successor  to  his  earlier  book  in  which  the  Dublin, 
Edinburgh,  and  London  Pharmacopoeias;  were  compared. 
The  1864  Companion  went  through  four  editions.  The  fifth 
edition,  a  Companion  to  the  1867  B.P.,  was  disposed  of  in 
a  fortnight,  a  second  issue  was  sold  in  three  months,  and  a 
third  in  three  and  a  half  months.  Then  a  sixth  edition 
was  prepared  (1868),  which  was  exhausted  in  seven  months, 
when  another  was  published,  which  lasted  eighteen  months. 
The  eighth  completed  20,000  copies  of  the  work,  and  the 
ninth  appeared  in  1873.  The  first  decade  of  editions  was 
reached  a  year  later,  and  when  the  eleventh  appeared  in 
1877  the  names  of  Peter  Wyatt  Squire  and  Alfred  Herbert 
Squire  were  associated  with  their  father's  in  the  book.  It 
was  exhausted  in  six  months.  There  was  an  interval  of  two 
and  a  half  years  between  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
editions  (1882).  Mr.  Peter  Squire  died  in  1884.  The  third 
British  Pharmacopoeia  was  published  in  1885,  and  the 
fourteenth  edition  of  the  Companion  appeared  in  April  1886, 
and  was  reprinted  twice  within  a  year.  Other  editions  were 
published  in  1890  and  1894.  Bv  the  time  another  B.P.  was 
published  (1898)  Mr.  A.  H.  Squire  had  died,  so  that  the 
seventeenth  edition  of  the  Companion  was  edited  by  Mr. 
P.  W.  Squire,  and  10.000  copies  of  it  were  sold  between 
February  and  June  1899.  The  reprint  issued  in  the  latter 
month  has  for  some  time  been  out  of  print.  To  these 
historical  details,  which  constitute  a  record  without  parallel 
in  English  pharmaceutical  Fterature,  we  may  add  that  the 
first  edition  consisted  of  220  pages ;  the  fifth  (covering 
the  next  B.P.)  346  pages;  the  fourteenth  (1885  B.P.)  524 
pages  ;  the  seventeenth  (1898  B.P.)  882  pages  ;  and  now  we 
have  a  book  of  1  460  pa^es. 

The  present  edition  is  typographically  as  well  as  actually 
new.  The  prefatorv  pages  contain,  besides  established 
features,  a  list  of  abbreviations  used  throughout,  such  as 
"CD."  for  The  Chevist  and  Druggist,  a  new  list  of 
Imperial  weights  and  measures  with  metrical  equivalents, 
and  a  tabulated  comparison  of  the  chief  standardised  potent 
preparations  of  the  British.  United  States,  German,  and 
French  Pharmacopoeias.  The  first  innovation  which  catches 
the  eye  on  turning  to  the  body  of  the  book  is  that  under  the 
official  title  are  the  foreign  names,  thus  :

The  other  sections  of  the  monoqTRph  follow  in  the  estab- 
lished manner,  but  the  "description"  has  become  "de- 
scriptive notes"  (written  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes),  and  in 
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the  case  of  gum  acacia  secondary  notes  are  appended  in 
smaller  type  dealing  with  several  gums  which,  though  not 
official,  are  industrially  useful.  Then  the-  "  not  official" 
formulas  are  more  numerous — in  this  case  eight  as  com- 
pared with  four  in  the  last  edition.  "  A  large  number  of 
formulas  which  appear  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  are  compared  with  those  previously  published  in 
books  of  reference  in  common  use."  Unofficial  and  new 
remedies  are  treated  with  remarkable  conciseness  consider- 
ing the  volume  of  information  given  and  the  multiplicity 
of  remedies  mentioned.  The  notes  in  this  section  are 
indeed  encyclopaedic  in  all  but  alphabetical  arrangement, 
but  the  new  and  elaborate  index  takes  the  reader  straight 
to  what  he  wants.  Solubilities,  determined  by  the  author 
in  connection  with  dispensing  practice,  and  not  collated  or 
averaged  from  publications  of  diverse  origin,  have  always 
been  a  feature  of  the  Companion,  and  hundreds  of  new 
determinations  have  been  incorporated.  Other  features  of 
the  edition  are  reserved  for  a  succeeding  review,  but  regard- 
ing the  work  solely  in  respect  to  usefulness  for  prescribers 
and  dispensers  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  it  is  a  new  book, 
containing  all  the  data  and  information  about  official  and 
other  modern  medicines  which  may  be  required  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

Pharmacopoeia  of  the  Foyal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh.  Also 
Formulae  in  use  in  the  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 
Revised  and  enlarged  by  Thomas  Alexander  (Chemist 
to  the  Royal  Infirmary).  Third  edition.  5  by  3^  in. 
Pp.  192  2s.  6d.  (Edinburgh  :  James  Thin.) 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Formulary.  Pp.  42.  Is. 
(Published  by  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotlmd 
Chemists'  Association,  623  New  City  Road,  Glasgow.) 
We  have  brought  these  two  publications  together,  as  they 
are  eminently  representative  of  a  branch  of  present-day 
therapeutics.  The  first  may  be  regarded  as  a  formulary  of 
what  medical  practitioners  of  the  Edinburgh  school  actually 
prescribe,  while  the  second  is  a  compendium  of  what  phar- 
macists in  Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland  desire  medical 
practitioners  in  their  district  to  prescribe.  The  first  contains 
comparatively  few  formulae  which  have  not  originated  in 
the  Royal  Infirmary  and  its  associated  hospital,  while  the 
second  is  an  effort  to  represent  the  chief  items  of  what  may 
be  called  "commercial"  or  "factory"  pharmacy.  The 
Pharmacopoeia  of  the  Royal  Infirmary.  Edinburgh,  is  the 
successor  to  the  small  compilation  published  in  1752  and 
re-published  in  1817.  The  first  edition  of  the  present  work 
was  compiled  by  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Arthur  in  1892,  and  a 
second  edition  was  published  four  years  later.  Mr.  Alex- 
ander, in  editing  the  third  edition,  has  enlarged  the  book 
considerably  and  has  given  special  attention  to  the  formulae 
for  eye-preparations,  but  care  is  evident  throughout  the 
book,  which  is  rich  in  suggestion  and  in  good  pharmacy.  The 
last  remark  may  also  be  applied  to  the  Glasgow  formulary, 
which  is  the  work  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Associa- 
tion, who  have  drawn  chiefly  upon  the  "  B.P.  Codex,"  with 
careful  amendment  or  revision,  but  they  inchide  a  consider- 
able number  of  formula?  devised  and  perfected  by  themselves. 
In  all  cases  the  quantities  are  given  on  the  percentage  prin- 
ciple and  in  Imperial  weights  and  measures.  It  is  of 
vest-pocket  size,  and  the  most  compact  thing  of  the  kind 
that  has  come  to  us.

Pearson  Luff,  Dr.  John  Harold,  and  Dr.  McDonald  Brown, 
and  about  a  hundred  members  of  the  Association  and 
directors  and  representatives  of  wholesale  houses.  The 
chairmen  of  the  spur  tables  were  Messrs.  W.  F.  Gulliver, 
J.  T.  Barrett,  J.  W.  Taplin,  and  H.  Raithby  Procter  (Hon. 
Secretary).  Among  others  present  were  Dr.  W.  H.  Martin- 
dale,  Messrs.  J.  C.  Umney,  T.  Edward  Lescher,  Alan 
Francis,  Donald  Watson,  John  D.  Marshall,  Frank  A. 
Rogers,  Ralph  Cassie,  J.  Mather  (Godalming),  C.  A.  Martin 
and  R.  Dixon  (S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons),  Pirie  and  Butler 
(Camwal,  Ltd.),  T.  A.  Williams  (Wright,  Layman  & 
"Umney,  Ltd.),  Harry  Hickey  and  Sidney  Jamieson  (Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.),  W.  S.  Gill  (W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  E.  Royle 
(Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd.),  Lionel  Cooper  (Chas.  H.  Phillips 
Chemical  Co.),  Arrowsmith  (Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd.),  E. 
Linstead  and  James  Clark  (Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.). 
After  dinner  and  the  loyal  toasts, 

Mr.  J.  T.  Barrett  proposed  the  toast  of  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  and  said  he  believed  the  majority  present 
were  in  favour  of  the  Council's  policy,  and  hoped  they 
would  persevere  with  it.  Mr.  Harrington,  in  replying,  said 
that,  unfortunately,  the  policy  of  perfection  or  nothing 
meant  nothing.  The  Council  majority  were  acting  as  busi- 
ness men  to  get  the  maximum  advantage  from  legislation. 
Mr.  White  also  replied,  saying  that  in  the  face  of  powerful 
interests  there  was  not  the  faintest  chance  of  getting  ideal 
conditions,  and  it  was  a  case  for  compromise. 

Dr.  McDonald  Brown  then  called  for  a  bumper  toast  to 
the  prosperity  and  well-being  of  "  The  Western  Chemists' 
Association."  He  referred  to  the  double  honour  of  being 
friend  and  chemist.  He  qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist 
in  1873,  about  the  same  time  as  Dr.  Luff.  He  eulogised  the 
good  work  done  by  such  associations,  and  in  a  breezy  and 
amusing  speech  referred  to  the  way  he  had  been  astonished 
at  the  eloquence  displayed  by  the  members  at  the  discussion 
on  a  paper  he  recently  gave  before  the  Association.  The 
President,  in  reply,  said  the  Association  was  never  in  a  more 
healthy  condition.  Numerically  the  membership  is  higher 
than  it  ever  had  been,  and  financially,  thanks  largely  to  good 
work  by  Mr.  Procter,  it  is  more  than  solvent.  'He  then 
called  attention  to  the  social  advantages  obtained  on  joining 
such  an  association,  and  also  how  they  would  make  them- 


selves felt  in  legislative  circles.  The  social  side  was  a  step 
in  the  right  direction  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  shop-life. 

J. he  toast  of  "The  Visitors"  was  associated  with  the- 
names  of  Mr.  Idris,  M.P.,  Dr.  Harold,  and  Dr.  Luff. 
After  a  brief  acknowledgment  from  Dr.  Harold,  a  breezy- 
speech  was  given  by 

Dr.  Luff,  who  said  that  frequently  those  who  passed  from* 
the  ranks  of  pharmacy  to  medicine  were  classed  as  deserters  ; 
but  he  only  hoped  that  more  would  do  so,  and  that  also- 
more  pharmacists  would  pass  on  to  the  teaching  staffs  of  the 
great  hospitals,  and  eliminate  the  disgrace  of  hospital-pre- 
scribing, in  which  the  student  is  not  taught  how  to  prescribe. 
He  condemned  the  views  of  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  " 
on  dispensing-chemists,  and  recalled  some  remarks  in  his 
inaugural  address  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  (C  <£•  D 
1901,  II.,  567),  in  which  he  said  : 

It  is  but  a  pessimistic  and  ignorant  view  to  take  that  no- 
great  amount  of  skill  or  of  scientific  training  is  necessary 
or  required  to  put  together  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. Such  a  view  does  not  recognise,  and  perhaps  the- 
public  do  not  adequately  appreciate  the  great  safeguard 
that  the  educated  pharmacist  is  to  them.  It  is  no  very  un- 
common error  for  the  medical  man,  in  hurriedly  writing  a 
prescription,  to  make  a  mistake  in  dosage  that  would  result 
disastrously  for  the  patient  if  so  dispensed.  The  pharmacist 
detects  the  error  and  communicates  with  the  prescriber. 
The  public  are  unaware  of  the  means  by  which  their  health, 
and  possibly  their  lives,  have  been  protected,  but  how  many 
of  my  professional  brethren  have  to  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  tact,  courtesy,  and  delicacy  with  which  attention  is 
drawn  to  their  mistakes  by  their  pharmaceutical  confreres  V 

Again,  incompatible  ingredients  are  prescribed  so  that 
the  last  dose  might  contain  the  active,  and  maybe  poisonous, 
principle,  and  here  again  the  skilled  pharmacist  acts  as 
guardian  of  the  public  safety  by  detecting  and  pointing  out 
the  error. 

The  closing  toast  was  "  The  Dinner  Committee,"  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Taplin,  and  Mr.  Procter  (Hon.  Secretary), 
who  replied,  received  musical  honours.  In  the  course  of  his 
remarks  Mr.  Procter  thanked  Mr.  Sidney  Jamieson.  who 
had  arranged  and  contributed  to  the  excellent  musical  pro- 
gramme. The  music  was  of  a  higher  order  than  that  usually 
provided  at  these  gatherings,  the  classical  banjo  selections 
of  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Bull  being  especially  appreciated.  Miss 
Emily  Rasey  and  Mr.  Jamieson  gave  solos  and  duets,  and 
Mr.  Fred  Rome  supplied  the  comic  element. 

An  After  Dinner  Bill. 
The  annual  dinner  of  the  West  Riding  Federation  of 
Chemists'  Associations  was  held  at  the  Great  Northern. 
Victoria  Hotel,  Bradford,  on  Tuesday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 17,  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Representatives  of  the  Leeds,  Bradford,  Huddersfield, 
Barnsley,  Halifax,  Dewsbury,  and  Keighley  Associations 
were  present.  After  dinner  and  the  loyal  toasts,  Mr.  A. 
Hanson  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  to  v/hicb 
Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  replied  in  a  speech  dealing  with  its  his- 
tory, pharmacy  law,  and  present  legislation.  In  the  course  of 
it  he  said  he  recognised  the  futility  of  offering  opposition 
to  the  Government,  and  realised  that  what  is  offered  is  much 
better  than  the  existing  state  of  things.  He  also  pointed 
out  how  different  is  the  present  state  of  legislation  from' 
that  of  any  in  previous  sessions,  and  warned  those  present 
that  if  this  opportunity  is  lost  another  may  not  recur. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Smithies,  in  proposing  the  toast  of  "  The  West 
Riding  Federation,"  spoke  on  the  same  subject,  saying; 
he  could  not  swallow  all  that  Mr.  Hanson  and  Mr.  Wal- 
shaw had  said.  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  (President  of  the- 
Bradford  Society),  who  replied,  considered  that  on  the  whole1 
the  Government  Bill  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  qualified' 
men.  Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  said  the  Government  Bill  was 
not  a  Pharmacy  Bill  but  a  jobbery  Bill,  and  he  was  followed' 
by  Mr.  Dean  and  the  President,  the  latter  expressing  the- 
belief  i-hat  nobody  knows  the  true  state  of  affairs  to-day, 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Government  6eem 
to  shift  very  considerably  day  by  day.  He  commented 
upon  various  remarks  made  at  this  dinner  table,  also  upon 
the  resolutions  passed  in  support  of  the  Society,  and  said 
it  is  remarkable  to  find  the  Drug  Stores  Association, 
the  Unregistered  Druggists'  Association,  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  all  in  the  same  boat  on  this  occasion.  The 
proceedings  concluded  with  the  drinking  of  the  toast  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 
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Association  Presidents. 

Last  week  the  Bath  and  District  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion called  together  a  meeting  of  chemists  to  hear  what  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  had  to  say  regarding  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  and  whether 
there  were  tears  or  fears  before 
the  speech  there  was  none  after, 
a  ncm.  con.  vote  of  confidence 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
being  sent  back  with  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary.  This  was 
what  might  be  expected  of  a 
meeting  presided  over  by  so 
staunch  a  "  Square"  man  as  Mr. 
Edward  William  Loveless,  who 
was  elected  President  of  the 
Association  last  month.  When 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  came 
into  force  Mr.  Loveless  was  an 
assistant  with  Mr.  J.  T.  Harding, 
6  Abingdon  Buildings  Bath.  He 
passed  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion in  April  1870,  and  studied 
at  the  Square  School  under  Pro- 
fessors Attfield,  Bentley,  and 
Redwood,  entered  for  the  Minor  examination,  and  passed  on 
October  20.  1870,  being  fifth  on  the  list.  He  extended  his  ex- 
perience with  Mr.  Wilkes,  Upton-on-Severn ;  with  Mr. 
Horace  Harding,  The  Mall,  Clifton  ;  and  with  Mr.  Maudsley, 
260  Tottenham  Court  Road,  London.  Then  started  for  him- 
self at  Twerton-on-Avon,  Bath,  from  1873  to  1888,  when  he 
moved  to  17  Newbridge  Road,  Lower  Weston,  where  he 
still  is.

The  preliminary  business  included 
references  to  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Savage  (C.  <£  D.,  Novem- 


ber 7,  p.  716),  a  highly  respected  member  of  the  Association, 
and  a  vote  of  condolence  with  his  family  was  passed  on  the 
motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Potter. — 
After  a  discussion  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  in  which 
the  President,  Messrs.  Soper,  Potter,  Blades,  and  the  Secre- 
tary joined,  it  was  resolved  to  congratulate  and  support  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.

That  this  meeting  expresses  its  confidence  in  the  policy 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  regard  to  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  as  explained  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
and  pledges  itself  to  assist  the  Council  in  every  possible 
way  to  secure  the  passing  of  the  Bill,  with  suitable  amend- 
ments, into  law  this  session. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Olds  (Bath)  seconded.  A  lengthy  discussion  on 
the  points  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  speech  was  taken  part  in  by 
Messrs.  Moore,  Riches,  Thomas,  Roberts,  Sampson,  Wilson, 
Loveless,  Norris,  Evans,  and  John  (Bath),  Grant  and  Boorno 
(Bristol),  and  Cooper  (Weston-super-Mare).  The  resolution 
was  carried  riem.  con.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  accorded  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Thomas,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Evans. 

Individual  v.  Corporation.— The  subject  which  Mr.  Max 
Muspratt,  F.C.S.,  Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Section  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  took  for  his  opening  address  on 
November  11  was  "  The  Individual  and  the  Corporation  in  the 
Chemical-industry."    In  no  industry,  he  said,  have  there  been 
finer  pioneer  individualists  than  in  the  chemical-industry. 
Personalitv  was  everything  in  the  early  days  of  the  industry, 
but,  as  in  other  standard  industries,  development  led  to  acute 
competition,    and    acute    competition    to    co-operation  or 
amalgamation.    While  the  individualistic  era,  with  its  fierce 
competition,  was  a  more  fertile  soil  for  improvement,  the 
corporate  era,  with  its  large  scope  for  capital  expenditure  and 
experiment,  also  has  its  disadvantages.    A  point  is  reached 
where  the  possibility  of  improvement  is  so  small  in  comparison 
with  the  capital  cost  that  the  private  firm  either  shrinks  from 
the  responsibility  or  undertakes  a  burden  too  great  to  bear. 
Theoretically  amalgamation  should  result  in  a  general  attain- 
ment of  the  standard  of  the  best,  and  in  practice  a  raising  of 
the  average  standard  is  undoubtedly  effected.    The  potential 
strength  of  a  great  corporation  is,  however,  often  vitiated  by 
the  inertia  of  its  size.    The  danger  is  over-centralisation.  The 
intimate  touch  and  specialised  knowledge  of  the  consuming 
industries  and  the  various  markets  is  in  danger  of  being 
blurred,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  seller  and,  nerhaps.  also  of  the 
consumer.    An  administrative  spirit  suitable  to  the  new  con- 
ditions must  be  develoned,  which  will  combine  all  that  is  best 
m  the  corporate  and  the  individual  systems.  Administration 
is  to  the  large  company  what  the  nervous  svstem  is  to  the 
human  body.    There  are  various  appointments  of  an  advisory 
character  for  research,  and  so  on,  in  which  the  snin't  of  the 
individualistic  system  can  be  closely  identified  with  the  large 
companies.    Scientific  men  of  high  abilitv  should  be  dis- 
tributed so  as  to  have  intimate  touch  with  manufacturing 
routine,  and  a  commercial  intelligence  staff,  bv  a  svstematio 
study  of  what  is  happening  in  all  narts  of  the  world,  helps  to 
keep  the  administration  up  to  date  and  forewarns  as  to  in- 
dustrial dangers. 

Oldham  Pharmaceutical  Assoc'ation. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
November  10,  the  Vice-President,  Mr.  C.  G.  Wood,  in  the 
ch.^iir.  Replies  re  a  proposed  joint  meeting  were  read 
from  the  Stockport  and  Manchester  Associations,  but  the 
matter  was  held  over  for  the  present.  The  "  Harry  Key  "- 
petition  was  considered,  and  all  present  signed. 
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Home-made  Galenicals. — Mr.  W.  Gartside  read  a  papjr 
with  this  title.  Mr.  Gartside  contended  that  the  chemist, 
by  judicious  selection  of  drugs  and  careful  and  skilful 
manipulation,  can  make  a  better  and  more  uniform  ore- 
paration  than  the  wholesaler.  The  finished  article  in 
most  cases  is  superior  in  appearance  and  activity.  He 
gave  as  examples  tr.  rhei.,  tr.  aurant.,  dec.  aloes  co., 
oxymel  scillte,  and  several  concentrated  infusions,  and 
described  many  simple  forms  of  apparatus  which  he  used 
in  their  manufacture.  A  method  of  levigating  small 
quantities  of  ointment  by  means  of  a  small  grinding 
machine  was  described.  The  use  of  Squibb's  Well-tube 
percolator,  described  in  Remington's  "  Pharmacy,"  was 
commended.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Gart- 
side at  the  close  of  his  paper. 

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  recent  death  of  Mr.  R.  D.  Darbishire,  one  of  Man- 
chester's best-known  citizens,  was  the  occasion  of  a  change 
of  programme  at  the  meeting  of  this  Association  on  Novem- 
ber 11.  His  nephew,  Dr.  0.  V.  Darbishire,  of  the  Man- 
chester University,  had  undertaken  to  give  a  lecture  on 
"  The  Importance  of  Fungi  in  the  Economy  of  Nature,"  but 
the  funeral  that  day  prevented  him  from  fulfilling  his  en- 
gagement. His  place,  however,  was  taken  by  Mr.  C. 
Gordon  Hewitt,  M  Sc.,  Lecturer  on  Economic  Zoology  at 
the  University,  who  gave  an  excellent  and  instructive 
address  (with  lantern  illustrations)  on 

Insects  and  Disease. 
The  President  of  the  Association,  Mr.  G.  S.  Wool  ley, 
occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  Hewitt  spoke  of  the  important 
results  which  have  been  achieved  in  the  alleviation  of  human 
sufferings  from  a  study  of  insect  life  in  relation  to  disease. 
It  has  been  asserted  that  50  per  cent,  of  deaths  throughout 
the  world  are  due  to  malarial  fever — an  exaggeration 
possibly — but.  Mr.  Hewitt  said,  anyone  who  has  studied  the 
death  statistics  of  Tndia  must  have  been  struck  with  the 
heavy  mortality  from  fever  occurring  there.  The  ravages 
of  the  disease  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  are  no  less  serious. 
Our  own  country  has  not  been  free  from  the  scourge,  only 
here  it  has  taken  the  form  of  ague.  Since  the  drainage  of 
the  Fens  it  has  largely  disappeared.  In  1880  a  French  in- 
vestigator discovered  certain  foreign  bodies  in  the  cor- 
puscles of  human  blood,  but  they  were  not,  at  that  time, 
connected  with  malarial  fever;  it  was  only  in  the  following 
decade  that  the  connection  was  discovered.  How  they  got 
into  the  blood  was  not  then  known.  Major  Ross,  as  the 
result  of  investigations  undertaken  in  India,  established, 
later,  the  connection  between  malarial  fever  and  a  species  of 
mosquito.  Anopheles  marulipennis.  The  source  of  the 
disease  being  known,  steps  were  taken  for  the  extirpation 
of  the  insects  by  destroying  the  larvas  in  their  breeding- 
places.  The  remedy  was  most  effective.  Major  Ross  ex- 
perimented at  Ismailia,  in  Egypt,  a  town  of  8.C00  inhabi- 
tants, where  in  1902,  when  Ross  was  invited  by  Prince 
D'Arenberg  to  undertake  the  eradication  of  the  mosquito, 
there  had  been  1.551  cases  of  malarial  fever.  The  breed- 
ing-places of  Anovhe.Ies  were  abolished  or  treated  with 
kerosene,  etc.,  wirh  the  result  that  in  the  first  year  the 
sufferers  from  malaria  were  reduced  to  214 ;  in  1905  only 
thirty-seven  cases  were  reported  ;  and  a  year  or  two  ago  the 
Suez  Canal  Company  were  able  to  report  that  the  entire 
district  is  free  from  the  disease.  Results  equally  gratifying 
attended  similar  operations  on  the  Panama  isthmus  by 
Colonel  Gorgas.  and  also  in  Cuba.  Yellow  fever,  Mr. 
Hewitt  said,  is  also,  without  doubt,  conveyed  by  a  species 
of  mosquito,  but  the  particular  parasite — probably  an  ultra- 
microsconical  germ — has  not  yet  been  discovered. 

Mr.  Hewitt  dealt  similarly  with  the  sleeping-sickness 
which  has  devastated  •  Uganda,  and  traced  it  to  the  attacks 
of  a  species  of  tsetse  fly,  the  conveyor  of  the  organisms 
which,  as  trynanosomes.  are  found  in  the  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  of  all  sufferers  It  is  another ,  species  of  the  same 
insect  which  produces  the  disease  known  among  the  natives 
of  Zululand  as  Nagano,  so  fatal  to  horses  and  cattle  bitten 
by  the  tsetse  fly.  Mr.  Hewitt  then  spoke  of  the  part  taken 
in  the  spreading  of  disease  by  the  house-fly  and  fleas. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  the  cordial  thanks  of  the 
meeting  were  given  to  Mr.  Hewitt,  on  the  motion  of  the 
President.  Renlying  to  a  question  as  to  possible  remedies 
for  sleeping-sickness,  Mr.  Hewitt  said  the  undergrowth  of 


wood  in  the  infected  area  (mainly  the  northern  shore  of 
Victoria  Nyanza  lake)  was  ordered  to  be  cleared  away,  by 
which  means  the  haunts  of  the  fly  were  to  a  great  extent 
destroyed.  The  natives  had  also  been  removed  from  the 
same  area  to  healthier  ground.  Mr.  Grier  asked  the  lec- 
turer for  an  account  of  the  drugs  which  had  been  employed! 
in  the  treatment  of  sleeping-sickness.  These  the  lec- 
turer explained,  are  atoxyl  or  meta-arsenic  acid  anilide, 
C0H5.Nfl(AsO,),  but  especially  sodium  antimonyl  tartrate, 
Na(SbO).C4Hji  'u 2~Y\'iO.  the  sodium  compound  corresponding 
to  tartar  emetic,  and  which  of  all  the  various  compounds 
tried,  including  atoxyl,  has  the  most  marked  and  remark- 
able influence  upon  trypanosomes  in  the  living  body.  When 
injected  in  1  per  cent,  solution  the  trypanosomes  disappear 
with  great  rapidity  from  the  blood,  and  in  the  majority  of 
the  cases  treated  so  far  there  has  been  no  recurrence.  It  acts- 
quicker  than  atoxyl,  the  dose  is  much  smaller,  and  recur- 
rences are  less  frequent  than  is  the  case  when  atoxyl  is  used.

The  prescriber  was 
evidently  aware  of  this  fact  since  he  told  the  patient  the 
mixture  should  he  clear.  The  freshly  prenared  compound 
alone  is  satisfactory.  The  calculated  quantity  of  lactic  acid, 
diluted  with  the  proner  quantity  of  water,  is  add<=d  to  an 
excess  of  precinitated  chalk.  Carbon  dioxidf  is  driven  off 
by  heating  gently.  On  filtering  a  bright  stable  solution  is 
obtained.

The  ammonium  ichthvol  was  replaced  by  the  correspond- 
ing' solid  sodium  corrmound.  The  evtraets  were  rubber!  dowr 
with  warm  water  and  3  grains  of  white  wax  with  4  grains  of 
cocoa-butter  used  for  each  supnositorv.  Thev  evidently 
melted  properly,  as  the  patient  repeated  the  prescription.

The  dispenser  trifd  to  mass  the  ingredients  with  spirit,  and 
a  pyrotechnic  display  resulted.  Eventually  lanoline  was 
used,  but  Mr.  Shankster  advised  massing  the  permangannte- 
separatelv  with  kaolin  ointment,  and  making  into  pills, 
around  wh'ch  the  aloes  and  myrrh  pill  is  then  wrapped. 
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A  supply  of  pyrogallic  medicated  cotton-wool  (10  per  cent.) 
•was  prepared  as  follows :

The  acid  was  dissolved  in  the  mixed  spirit  and  glycerin, 
and  poured  over  the  cotton  spread  in  an  even  layer.  It  was 
then  rolled  up,  wrapped  in  calico,  and  squeezed  in  a  tincture- 
press  until  the  calico  wrapper  was  just  wetted.  The  cotton- 
wool was  then  re-rolled  to  present  new  surfaces  of  contact,  and 
the  operation  repeated,  the  cotton  finally  being  dried. 

When  filling  collapsible  tubes  with  ointment,  put  the  oint- 
ment on  waxed  paper  and  make  a  roll  to  fit  the  tuba  Insert 
it,  squeeze  the  end  of  the  tube  together,  and  gradually  with- 
draw the  paper. 

The  solution  of  iron  glycerophosphate  in  cold  water  is 
•tedious.  The  use  of  heat  to  accelerate  solution  is  liable  to 
induce  decomposition.  The  lecturer  advocates  the  use  of  two 
parts  of  hot  water  mixed  with  one  of  cold. 

Filling  of  Planten's  capsules,  massing  resinous  pills, 
•making  turpentine-emulsions,  and  other  subjects  were  also 
dealt  with.  In  the  subsequent  discussion,  in  which  many 
•members  took  part,  the  following  were  mentioned  as  sources 
■of  trouble  to  the  dispenser  : 

A  pill  was  ordered  containing  camphor  1J;  grain  and  man- 
ganese dioxide  2g  grains.  In  addition  each  nill  contained  small 
■quantities  of  arsenic  and  strychnine.  The  pills  were  sent 
out  half-size,  since  they  could  not  be  made  less  than  7  grains 
-each.

North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Bull  Hotel  on  Tuesday 
•evening,  November  12.  Mr.  W.  Holt  (President)  was  in 
the  chair  and  introduced  a  discussion  on  what  he  called 
the 

Companies'  Titles  Bill. 

He  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  Association  refused  at 
the  last  meeting  to  hear  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  he  explained 
that  they  had  among  them  a  member  of  the  Council  who 
was  always  able  to  give  them  first-hand  information.  He 
proceeded  to  condemn  in  strong  language  the  arrangement 
being  made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  continue  the 
use  by  companies  of  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist,"  which 
"he  submitted  is  the  right  of  the  individual  alone.  He 
•averred  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  deliberately 
put  the  interests  of  the  chemist  into  the  hands  of  two  pro- 
fessional men,  both  of  whom  were  tarred  with  the  company 
brush  and  bound  to  bring  in  a  verdict  of  some  kind.  The 
Council  had  abdicated  its  functions,  which  was  not  sur- 
prising, seeing  its  composition.  The  Government  did  not 
care  "  a  hang  "  about  titles,  and  they  would  have  to  accept 
whatever  the  professional  representative  of  the  companies 
•chose  to  give  them,  while  he  himself  was  annexing  for  all 
time  by  legal  statute  the  title  of  "  chemist  and  druggist." 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  fact  was  the  majority  of  the  Council 
were  throwing  over  the  chemist  and  druggist,  thousands 
•of  whom  during  the  last  four  years  had  laboriously,  at  the 
■most  important  time  of  their  young  lives  and  at  enormous 
•expense,  striven  in  good  faith  to  qualify  for  the  title  of 
chemist  and  druggist.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  followed  with  an  address  on  the  position.  At  the 
■outset  he  said  that  it  was  mere  bluff  for  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to 
•say  at  Birmingham  that  anyone  who  was  in  opposition  to 
the  policy  of  the  Society  oujht  to  come  forward  with  some 
practical  proposal.  But  he  took  up  the  challenge.  First  he 
denied  that  the  Council  has  any  policy  unless  satisfying 
limited  companies  at  the  expense  of  all  that  was  of  value 


to  the  chemist  is  a  policy.  He  proceeded  to  show  how  stores 
came  in,  and  how  they  assumed  the  title  "  chemist,"  in  time 
manufacturing  a  vested  interest  therein.  The  policy  of 
the  Council  is  to  recognise  this,  but  it  goes  further  out  of  its 
way  to  establish  a  trust,  a  capitalistic  combine,  by  giving 
them  a  privileged  position.  Mr.  Gifford  challenged  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  deny  that  this  wa3  not  an 
infamy.  He  next  commented  upon  associations'  resolutions 
— Yarmouth  and  Inverness  being  mentioned ;  then  he  pro- 
ceeded to  outline  his  policy  as  submitted  to  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  viz.  : 

In  any  attempt  at  redress  the  first  necessity  is  to  get  a 
stable  and  equitable  basis  for  pharmacy  law.  That  is  the 
first  essential,  and  his  proposal  is  that  if  the  title  "  chemist 
and  druggist  "  be  a  trade  designation — i.e.,  not  a  profes- 
sional title — it  must  be  usable  to  anyone,  also  that  anyone 
might  practise,  for  that  is  the  only  equitable  way.  He 
assumed  that  the  conditions  would  be  made  properly 
stringent,  but  any  body,  company,  or  person  might  practise 
through  a  qualified  person  who  exhibited  his  diploma  and 
so  forth,  and  who  ought  to  be  in  touch  with  the  Registrar 
by  a  more  direct  and  better  system  of  registration.  On  the 
other  hand,  they  should  be  justified  in  seeking  a  definite 
professional  distinction,  such  as  "  pharmacist,"  for  personal 
use  and  personal  practice.  That  is  to  say,  the  qualification 
would  bo  exploited  by  all  and  sundry  under  satisfactory 
conditions,  but  the  title  "  pharmacist  "  could  only  be  used 
for  personal  practice.  Only  under  such  conditions  would  it 
be  more  than  a  pretence  to  give  chemists  and  druggists 
the  title  of  "  pharmacist,"  but  this,  properly  reserved  and 
restricted,  would  become  in  course  of  time  valuable.  Speak- 
ing, then,  and  having  in  mind  the  desires  of  Government 
departments  and  also  the  interests  of  companies  and  cor- 
porations which  the  present  law  is  unable  to  reach,  this 
proposal  dealt  fairly  and  equitably  all  round.  He  admitted 
its  unjustness  to  chemists,  but  it  formed  a  rational  basis, 
and  would  permit  of  natural  development,  tending  to  the 
cultivation  of  service  and  discouragement  of  exploitation. 
This  was  the  proper  aim  of  legislation,  but  it  was  fostered 
by  the  present  state  of  the  law,  and  the  proposals  of  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  could  only  stimulate  and  encour- 
age further  exploitation.  The  effect  on  the  person  qualified 
would  be  that  he  could  practise  and  sell  and  dispense 
poisons  for  anyone  prepared  to  fulfil  the  necessary  con- 
ditions, but  the  title  "  pharmacist  "  could  only  be  used  when 
the  chemist  practised  personally — that  is,  on  his  own  behalf. 

Before  uttering  this  declaration  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  said 
he  had  thought  much  of  the  matter,  and,  so  far  as  he  could 
see,  what  he  had  advanced  in  committees  was  perfectly 
correct  and  sound.    It  was  what  we  have  quoted  above. 

The  President  asked  for  a  strong  resolution  protesting 
against  "  this  giving  away  of  titles."  He  also  read  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Standen  (Darwen)  supporting  Mr.  Gifford's 
policy. 

Mr.  Aspinall  inquired  whether  there  was  no  chance  of 
them  retaining  the  title  of  chemist  and  druggist. 
Mr.  Gifford  replied  in  the  negative. 

The  discussion  was  continued  by  Mr.  High  ton,  Mr. 
Gilman  (Rishton),  Mr.  Hocking  (a  former  manager  to  Boots, 
Ltd.,  at  Blackburn),  and  Alderman  Shorrock  (Darwen), 
Mr.  Lord  Gifford  occasionally  intervening  to  explain  points. 
Ultimately  Mr.  Highton  moved  : 

That  the  policy  indicated  by  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifford  re  the 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  be  approved  of  and  supported 

by  the  North-East  Lancashire  Association  in  opposition  to 

the  present  policy  of  the  Council. 

Alderman  Shorrock  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
carried. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr.  Boothroyd,  of  Black- 
pool, supporting  an  organisation  meeting  at  Preston,  to  be 
addressed  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  The  Chairman  left  it  open 
for  any  member  to  attend,  but  not  in  an  official  capacity. 

North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke-on-Trent, 
on  November  12,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones  (President)  in  the 
chair.

Kent  (Fenton),  F.  C.  Burrell,  C.  0.  Buckley  and  E.  Corner

(Eurslem),  J.  H.  Bates  (N.S.  Infirmary),  W.  D.  Edge  (Wol- 
stanton),  F.  W.  Wrench  (Silverdale),  J.  A.  Dale  (Stoke), 
and  E.  Mellor  (Uttoxeter). 
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Sale  of  Spirituous  Medicines. 
The  President  read  the  following  letter  from  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue,  Somerset  House,  dated  October  26, 
1908,  which  had  been  received  in  reply  to  a  communication 
from  the  Hon.  Secretary  : 

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  19th  inst.  relative  to 
sale  by  chemists  of  spirituous  liquors  and  tinctures,  I  am 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  state  that  their 
regulations  on  the  subject,  which  they  intend  to  uphold,  are 
as  follows  :  Wines  or  spirits  sufficiently  medicated  to  be 
regarded  as  medicines  may  be  sold  by  duly  qualified 
chemists  and  druggists  without  a  wine  or  spirit  licence, 
provided  the  directions  as  to  dose,  etc.,  on  the  label  clearly 
indicate  that  the  article  is  intended  for  use  as  a  medicine, 
and  not  as  a  beverage.  If  they  are  sold  by  persons  other 
than  qualified  chemists  and  druggists,  the  appropriate  wine 
or  spirit  licence  must  be  obtained.  Where  spirits  are  not 
sufficiently  medicated  to  be  regarded  as  bona  fide  medicines 
they  are  subject  to  the  regulations  applicable  to  the  sale  of 
ordinary  spirits.  The  Board  cannot,  however,  give  any 
forecast  of  their  action  in  particular  cases  without  inquiry 
into  the  precise  facts.  Yours,  etc., 

J.  Byrne,  Assistant  Secretary. 
The  President  said  this  subject  was  causing  a  lot  of 
consternation  in  the  North  Staffordshire  district.  It  would 
seriously  affect  the  business  of  unlicensed  and  unqualified 
dealers,  who  had  hitherto  been  allowed  to  retail  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  and  other  things  of  that  class.  Some  busybcdies 
had  been  casting  reflections  upon  the  work  of  the  North 
Staffordshire  Chemists'  Association  by  reporting  that  this 
Association  was  at  the  bottom  of  this  thing.  He  person- 
ally disclaimed  any  responsibility;  his  only  anxiety  was 
that  the  matter  should  be  cleared  up.  Most  of  those  present 
sold  these  things  in  quantities  to  people  who  retailed  them 
in  small  shops,  so  that  it  affected  practically  every  chemist 
in  the  district.  He  did  not  know  whether  the  Wholesalers' 
Association  would  take  this  matter  up  and  try  to  induce  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  lessen  the  restrictions  in  there 
cases.  He  thought  it  was  particularly  hard  upon  a  great 
many  who  were  keeping  drug-stores — men,  perhaps,  who  had 
been  trained  in  the  business;  but  who  had  not  qualified.  Until 
he  came  to  North  Staffordshire  he  was  not  aware  that  there 
■was  so  much  trade  done  by  little  shops  in  this  class  of  things, 
;vnd  it  was  a  custom  that  prevailed  largely  in  all  industrial 
districts  throughout  the  country — a  custom  that  had  been 
allowed  to  exist  for  a  great  many  years. ,  He  had  suggested 
to  the  officers  in  Hanley  that  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
should  do  something  to  clear  up  the  query  whether  this 
decision  would  be  enforced  against  drug-store  proprietors  ; 
but  he  could  get  nothing  further,  and  he  was  simply  told 
that  he  had  got  the  Board's  letter.  In  some  cases  the 
Inland  Revenue  decision  would  hit  the  public,  because  in 
some  of  the  country  places  where  there  was  no  chemist  or 
druggist  it  would  be  a  great  inconvenience  not  to  be  able  to 
get  ^  oz.  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre. 

Chemist- Opticians. 

Mr.  E.  Corner,  F.S.M.C.  (Hanley),  next  read  a  paper  on 
"  First  Principles  of  Sight-testing,"  giving  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  structure  of  the  eye  and  describing,  the  instru- 
ments and  procedure  for  testing  and  fitting  a  customer  with 
spectacles.  At  the  outset,  he  said,  in  consideration  of  the 
great  advances  in  optical  knowledge  in  the  past  twenty 
years  the  chemist  would  appear  to  be  the  best  fitted  of  any 
member  of  the  community  to  serve  the  Dublic  cheaply  and 
■well  as  an  optician.  The  time  had  eone  past  when  the  choice 
of  glasses  might  be  left  to  the  public  themselves  or  to  any 
person  who  merely  desired  the  profit  on  the  article  sold. 
As  late  as  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  glasses 
were  used  only  where  age  required  them  (presbyopia)  or  in 
myopia.  Both  presbyopia  and  myoma  were  known  to  the 
ancients.  It  was  well  worth  noting  that  both  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  and  the  British  Optical  Association  find 
that  the  majority  of  those  passing  the  examinations  are 
chemists,  and  that  chemists  score  on  an  average  the  highest 
number  of  marks  not  only  in  the  theory  but  also  in  the 
practice  of  optics.  That  much  can  be  said  in  justification 
of  the  chemist-optician.  Mr.  Corner  touched  briefly  on 
the  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  showed  when  the  surgeon  should 
be  consulted.  Mr.  Corner  avoided  reference  to  astigma- 
tism, which  he  said  would  occupy  a  whole  lecture. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Allison  (Stoke),  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Corner,  hoped  that  a  paper  on  astigmatism  would  be 


given  at  a  future  date.  He  would  also.like  to  know  what  to 
do  on  a  busy  Saturday  night,  when  the  shop  is  full  of  people- 
and  a  person  came  in  and  asked  to  "  look  through  a  pair  of 
glasses."  (Laughter.)  Mr.  J.  A.  Dale  referred  to  the  ques- 
tion of  testing  children's  eyes,  and  asked  for  a  few  hints  on 
this  branch  of  the  subject  in  a  future  paper.  The  study  of 
optics  is  intensely  interesting,  and  is  almost  calculated  to> 
take  the  chemist's  attention  from  other  parts  of  the  busi- 
ness. The  optician  who  has  had  any  training  at  all  gener- 
ally knows  where  his  task  finishes  and  where  the  medical 
man  should  be  consulted.  If  the  optician  has  the  slightest 
suspicion  that  there  is  anything  wrong  and  he  cannot  deal1 
with  it  himself,  he  should  send  the  patient  round  to  the 
medical  man. 

The  vote  having  been  carried,  Mr.  Corner  briefly  replied. 
Generally  speaking,  he  said,  the  sight  of  youngsters  is 
very  difficult  to  test.  He  promised  to  give  a  paper  on 
astigmatism  later  on,  adding  that  astigmatism  to  a  small 
amount  is  normal.  It  can  be  corrected  perfectly  well  by 
the  test-type.  Astigmatism  is  a  case  for  the  optician,  and 
not  for  the  doctor. 

Other  Business.— The  President  announced  that  a  whist- 
drive  will  be  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Hanley,  on  Thursday, 
December  3,  at  7  p.m. — A  vote  of  congratulation  to  Sir 
Thomas  Barclay  was  passed. — It  was  decided  to  hold  the- 
annual  dinner  in  January  1909. 

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants,'  and  Apprentices 
Association. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  thirty-first  session  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  November  11,  Mr,  David' 
Murray  (President)  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  J.  Douglas  Watson  (Hon.  Secretary)  read  the  report 
on  the  summer  session,  which  report  was  adopted. 

The  Buchanan  Prize. — In  the  absence  of  Mr.  James- 
Buchanan  (Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.)  the  Buchanan 
Botanical  Prize  (value  11.  IS.')  for  excellence  in  the  practical 
botany  examination  on  the  work  of  the  summer  session1 
was  presented  by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  to  Mr.  Henry  Stout, 
255  Canongate,  who  had  obtained  95  per  cent,  of  marks. 
The  prize  took  the  form  of  the  following  books  :  "  British 
Pharmacopoeia,"  "  Art  of  Dispensing,"  Ince's  "  Latin  Gram- 
mar," and  Lowson's  "  Botany." 

The  President  then  delivered  an  address  on 

Education  and  Culture. 

Mr.  Murray  first  considered  education  in  a  general  way,, 
and  then  the  question  as  to  whether  education  leads  to  or 
is  opposed  to,  culture.  Specialised  education  is  the  oldest 
form  of  education,  and  progress  has  been  on  the  lines  o.t 
broadening  the  basis  by  lengthening  the  period  of  general 
studies  so  as  to  make  the  specialised  studies  more  permanent 
and  stable.  It  is  not  nearly  so  necessary  to  know  more 
things  as  to  know  them  better  and  to  know  what  to  do  with 
them.  The  object  of  education  is  to  gain  useful  knowledge 
as  distinct  from  a  knowledge  of  useful  things.  If 
this  be  the  aim  of  pharmaceutical  education  it  must  be- 
written  down  as  failing  in  its  object.  The  knowledge  it 
imparts  is  always  latent,  and  the  latent  period  is  so  pro- 
longed in  most  instances  that  the  opportunity  passes  ere 
it  can  be  used.  A  mere  knowledge  of  useful  things  is- 
always  accompanied  by  this  want  of  expression,  and  a 
specialised  education  is  the  cause  of  this  atrophy  of  the- 
faculty  of  response  or  expression.  An  educated  man  may 
be  dull  and  uninteresting  because  he  lacks  this  power  of 
expression,  a  cultured  man  is  never  so  because  his  know- 
ledge is  always  available. 

When  we  speak  of  culture  we  associate  in  our  minds  some- 
thing reserved  for  leisure  hours — an  avenue  of  escape  from 
one's  life-work,  which  is  often  considered  a  necessary  evil. 
The  really,  fully,  completely  cultured  man  is  the  one  whose 
culture  pervades — and  not  only  pervades,  but  arises  out  of— 
his  life's  work.  Such  a  culture  is  only  possible  when  the 
training  has  been  an  intelligent  one;  that  is.  when  the  re- 
cipienthad  reacted  on  his  training  and  has  dominated  his- 
subject  instead  of  allowing  it  to  dominate  him. 

Mr.  Murray  had  much  to  say  on  the  necessity  for  develop- 
ing the  memory,  which,  he  said,  consists  in  establishing  com- 
munication between  the  normal  and  the  latent  consciousness. 
This  is  only  accomplished  by  having  an  intense  interest  in 
the  thing  and  thinking  often  about  it.     This  method  o£ 
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culture,  if  adopted,  will  be  the  most  precious  thing  one  can 
possess.  It  will  bring  joy  to  our  life's  work  and  we  will 
cease  to  regard  our  livelihood  as  a  necessary  evil  and  seek 
to  escape  from  it  by  an  excessive  cultivation  of  hobbies. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  the  President. 

Mr.  Henry  Stout  was  added  to  the  committee  in  place  of 
Mr.  Watson,  who  was  made  a  Vice-President  in  place  of 
Mr.  Brazier,  who  has  left  the  city. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  present  Session  was  held  in  the 
Regent  Tea-rooms,  Glasgow,  on  November  12.  There  was  a 
large  attendance.  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (President)  was  in 
the  chair,  and  delivered  a  short 

Presidential  Address. 
In  this  he  touched  upon  a  few  of  the  remainders  of  the 
(past  Session,  such  as  the  dispensing  price-list,  which  has 
since  been  issued,  and  although  the  minimum  prices  adopted 
are  nearer  the  level  of  the  East-end  than  the  West-end 
of  the  city,  he  thought  the  results  had  justified  the  principle 
adopted.  The  list  was  pretty  faithfully  kept  all  over  the 
•city.  Every  person  who  was  formerly  getting  Wd.  for  a 
6-oz.  mixture  is  now  getting  Is.  without  any  difficulty.  The 
President  next  touched  on  the  formulary,  which  has  been 
published  this  week,  and  he  touched  upon  the  difficulties 
which  had  to  be  surmounted.  Although  they  were  not 
setting  it  up  as  an  infallible  authority,  he  thought  they 
would  find  it  thoroughly  practical  if  they  would  just  apply 
to  it  a  little  commonsense,  which  was  sometimes  needed  to 
•complete  the  mixture.  (Laughter.)  They  had  issued  1,500 
copies,  and  all  medical  men  would  be  supplied  free.  As 
■convener  of  the  Committee  he  desired  to  acknowledge  the 
assistance  rendered  by  Mr.  McMillan  (Secretary),  who  had 
been  unsparing  in  his  efforts  to  make  the  scheme  a  success. 
Mr.  Gilmour  next  called  attention  to  the  arrangements  for 
the  Session,  during  which  strict  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  business  side  of  pharmacy,  and  in  concluding  he  said 
that  he  was  more  than  ever  convinced  that  if  they  were 
to  hold  their  own  it  must  be  through  the  medium  of  co- 
operative effort. 

Window-dressing  Prize  Essays. 
The  competitors  were  asked  to  give  their  ideas  of  the  best 
.methods  of  dressing  a  chemist's  shop-window  for  the  four 
seasons  of  the  year — spring,  summer,  autumn,  and  winter. 
The  prizes  awarded  for  the  two  best  essays  were  presented 
to  the  winners,  and  then,  while  the  members  sat  around 
the  tea-table,  the  prize  essays  were  read.  Following  are 
the  results  of  the  competition  : 

First  prize  of  one  guinea,  with  volume  of  "  Remington's 
Pharmacy,"  presented  as  a  supplementary  prize  by  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  :  Ereay,  bearing  the  motto 
"  Warrender  Park."  David  Dunnet,  c/o  Mr.  M.  Carmichael, 
1103  Pejlokshaws  Road. 

Second  prize  of  half  a  guinea  :  Essay,  bearing  the  motto 
"  Daphne  Mezereum."  Robert  Latto,  c/o  Mr.  G.  A. 
Mitchell  3^0b  Duke  Street. 
The  following  are  points  from  the  essays  : 
Mr.  Dunnet,  after  some  generalisations,  said  :  In  the  spring 
■due  prominence  ought  to  be  given  to  blood  tonics,  Carlsbad 
salts,  sulphur  tablets,  salines,  health  salts,  and  all  spring- 
cleaning  requisites.  A  week  or  so  before  the  annual  spring 
holiday  or  Easter  week-end  show  every  toilet  article  likely 
to  be  required  by  anyone  going  on  a  holiday.  If  there  are  two 
windows,  a  continuous  display  of  photographies  can  be  kept 
nip,  and  the  windows  reversed  from  time  to  time.  The  largest 
dark-room  lamp  in  stock  placed  in  a  dark  part  of  the  window, 
with  an  electric  light  inside  and  a  finished  negative  in  a 
porcelain  dish  in  front  has  proved  a  "  draw  "  Photographic 
mounts  can  be  placed  along  the  bottom  of  the  window,  pasted 
■on  a  square  card  or  on  a  long  ribbon  of  brown  paper  close 
together,  and  put  up  along  the  corner  of  the  window.  Mark 
the  dozen  price  in  the  centre  of  each  one.  If  you  can  claim 
to  have  more  than  a  passing  knowledge  of  photography,  a 
•card  saying  that  beginners'  troubles  will  be  removed  will 
bring  about  the  shop  the  most  profitable  Vind  of  customer. 
When  a  Royal  visit  is  expected  or  a  procession  of  any  kind 
is  coming-  off,  show  a  good  selection  of  hand  cameras  and  a- 
•card  notifying  the  event.  In  the  summer  continue  to  show 
all  effervescing  preparations,  fruit-drinks,  lime-juice-and- 
iron tonics.  Water-glass  sells  from  April  or  May  right 
through  the  summer.  _  More  might  be  made  of  foot-powder 
in  hot  weather  than  is  generally  done.  I  have  seen  good 
business  result  from  a  card  headed  "  Oh  !  my  poor  feet." 


Corn-silk,  rings,  and  solvent  should  be  displayed  at  the  same 
time,  with  the  plaster  cast  of  a  large  foot.  People  going  on 
holiday  like  to  take  a  new  sponge  and  a  nice  cake  of  soap 
with  them  ;  so  now  is  the  time  to  bring  them  before  their 
notice.  The  usual  counter-case  for  tooth-brushes  can  be  put 
in  the  window  occasionally,  or  the  brushes  affixed  to  the 
edges  of  the  shelves  by  clips.  Carbolic  tooth-powder  goes  well 
with  a  local  view  on  the  tin.  In  autumn  you  have  the 
opportunity  of  showing  the  staple  lines  or  everyday  goods 
of  the  drug  business.  Infants'  foods,  syrup  of  figs,  indigestion 
and  liver  mixture,  mouth-washes,  hair-dyes  and  lotions,  and 
it  is  a  good  time  for  a  special  lavender  display — bottom  of 
window  to  be  covered  with  lavender-flowers,  toilet-soap, 
smelling-salts,  and  toilet  ammonia  on  shelves.  When  grim 
winter  has  come  show  various  cough-mixtures  and  lozenges, 
menthol  snuff,  toothache-cures,  rheumatic  liniment,  chilblain 
powders,  ointment  and  liniment,  hot-water  bags,  chest-pro- 
tectors, and  your  special  skin-preparation.  Mechanical 
figures  are  generally  idiotic.  Plaster  casts  are  more  suitable. 
One  of  a  cod  goes  well  with  cod-liver  oil  and  emulsion,  also 
malt  and  oil.  The  Christmas  show  of  perfumes  should  com- 
prise cut-glass  bottles,  sprays,  hair  brushes,  hand  mirrors, 
manicure  sets,  shaving  brushes,  fancy  soaps,  and,  if  near  a 
theatre,  theatrical  requisites.  In  photographies  more  pro- 
minences will  have  to  be  given  to  bromide  and  gaslight  papers, 
lantern  plates,  and  plates  of  a  high  speed.  Displaying  the 
ingredients  of  a  specialty  is  a  method  that  always  tells  well, 
such  as  whole  linseed,  Solazzi  juice,  and  a  \\  inchester  of 
supposititious  chlorodyne,  with  the  lozenges  packed  and  loose. 
Always  have  some  of  the  same  article  which  you  have  in  the 
window  in  a  prominent  position  on  the  counter,  as  that  brings 
it  again  to  the  notice  of  a  wavering  customer  who  has  come 
in  for  something  else.  Don't  rush  the  customer,  or  you 
will  never  be  forgiven. 

Mr.  Latto  :  Assuming  that  the  method  of  displaying  several 
kinds  of  articles  together  is  the  most  popular,  said  the 
"  descriptive  display  "  should  consist  of  attractive  cards,  with 
the  description  or  name  of  the  goods  and  the  price  in  plain 
ugures.  When  a  fairly  large  window  has  to  be  dealt  with, 
which  requires  a  largo  amount  of  material  to  fill  it  up,  it  is 
not  necessary  thai  the  genuine  goods  should  be  displayed. 
Dummies  got  up  to  resemble  the  genuine  article  should  bo 
used,  and  it  is  marvellous  how  far,  with  a  little  ingenuity, 
water  and  polouring-matter  will  answer  in  this  respect.  For 
instance,  a  few  grains  of  potassium  bichromate  dissolved  in 
water  and  diluted  down  to  the  required  shade  could  take  the 
place  of  cod-liver  oil.  The  effect  of  display  is  labour  lost  un- 
less the  window  is  kept  thoroughly  clean  on  the  outside,  and 
the  inside  changed  frequently — on  an  average  once  a  week. 
The  best  way  to  set  about  dressing  your  window  is  to  make 
up  your  mind  beforehand  what  you  intend  to  display.  Have 
an  idea  how  you  can  display  them  to  the  best  advantage, 
have  your  goods  ready  to  be  put  in  their  places,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, modify  your  plans  as  you  proceed.  Don't  overcrowd 
your  window,  but  at  the  same  time  don't  let  it  have  an 
empty  appearance  by  leaving  large  spaces  between  the 
articles.  Put  your  best  into  your  window ;  it  tends  to  raise 
or  sustain  the  tone  of  vour  trade.

THE  amalgamation  of  three  leading  drug  houses,  referred 
to  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  has  been  the  principal  topic 
on  the  markets  this  week.  Several  wild  rumours  are  afloat 
regarding  other  "  mergers."  As  we  go  to  press,  however, 
these  are  subsiding  under  the  influence  of  incredulity  and 
lack  of  foundation.  It  would  not,  however,  be  surprising 
to  learn  that  a  working  arrangement  between  a  prominent 
provincial  company  and  a  leading  Metropolitan  house  may 
be  arrived  at.  There  are  few  price  alterations  to  report, 
although  the  business  tone  under  the  influence  of  further 
American  purchases  continues  good.  Probably  the  chief 
alteration  is  the  reduction  in  the  monopoly  prices  of 
Japanese  crude  camphor,  which  is  followed  by  one  cf  l^d. 
in  English  refined  camphor.  Glycerin,  as  was  anticipated, 
has  advanced  31.  per  ton,  and  German  is  also  dearer.  Saffron 
is  higher  on  reports  of  a  short  crop,  and  quotations  for 
globulus  eucalyptus  oil  have  also  been  advanced.  Other 
alterations  include  an  advance  in  pimento,  chillies,  cube 
gambier,  and  turpentine.  Ammonia  sulphate  is  easier.

Manchester.  Brown  acetate  of  lime  is  lower  at  about  bl. 
per  ton  for  foreign;  grey  is  8^.  White  powdered  arsenic  is- 
weak  at  13£.  5,s.  to  iil.  10s.  per  ton.  In  drysalteries  there- 
is  no  particular  change.  There  is  more  movement  in  farinas, 
and  German  and  Dutch  are  quoted  5s.  to  7s.  bd.  per  ton. 
higher.    Fixed  oils  are  in  better  demand. 

American  Drug-market. 

Conditions  in  the  New  York  market  have  undergone  little 
change  during  the  interval,  the  result  of  the  election  not 
having  yet  affected  business  in  drugs  to  any  marked  extent. 
Price  changes  have  been  few.  Opium  is  lower.  Senega  is- 
firm. 

Aloes. — A  fairly  good  business  has  been  done  in  case 
Curacao  at  64c.  to  7c.  as  to  grade  and  quantity.  Gourds  are- 
in  poor  demand  at  9Ac.  Cape  is  rather  firm  at  8ic  with  higher 
prices  expected  to  follow  any  increased  demand. 

Canada  Balsam. — The  spot  stocks  of  genuine  are  of  meagre 
proportion,  and  little  is  obtainable  at  primary  sources,  but 
demand  is  poor  and  prices  are  barely  steady  at  $5.75  per  gal. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  dull  and  nominal  at  84c.  to  9c.  The 
prices  asked  at  primary  sources  are  not  considered  warranted 
at  present,  and  speculative  buying  is  at  a  standstill.  The 
markets  are  by  no  means  glutted,  however,  and  with  increased.' 
activity  in  business  some  enhancement  of  the  values  of  this 
drug  is  probable. 

Copaiba. — Spot  supplies  of  C.  &  S.  American  are  quite  equal 
to  the  fair  demand  in  progress,  and  40c.  to  45c.  represents  the 
range  within  which  goods  apparently  of  U.S. P.  quality  can  be 
obtained.  Some  doubt,  however,  is  cast  on  the  purity  of  the 
cheaper  offerings,  notwithstanding  their  conforming  to  the- 
usual  standards.    Para  is  plentiful  and  easy  at  50c.  to  55c. 

Gfarana. — Owing  to  the  weight  of  stock  and  keen  com- 
petition for  the  small  business  that  is  passing  prices  have- 
declined  50c.  to  $1.75. 

Hydrastis. — Prices  have  been  rather  nominal  for  some  time 
owing  to  lack  of  important  inquiry.  $1,724  was  recently 
available  for  spring-dug,  but  prices  have  now  evened  up,  and' 
$1.80  to  $1.90  is  the  range  quoted  for  both  spring  and  fall 
grades. 

Mandrake  is  in  light  supply,  but  no  departure  from  the 
former  range  of  7c.  to  9c.  has  been  made. 

Opium  continues  in  poor  demand,  and  the  current  case- 
quotation  of  $4.25  is  reported  susceptible  of  shading.  Pow- 
dered is  the  subject  of  much  competition,  and  the  jobbing 
price  is  lower  by  5c.  at  $5.20. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— Tin  oil  has  been  in  moderate 
demand  at  the  former  price  of  $1.40.  The  position  in  tho 
country  is  said  to  be  improved,  and  holders  are  not  anxious  to- 
sell,  since,  owing  to  the  low  prices  prevading,  some  curtail- 
ment in  next  year's  planting  is  very  probable. 
i  Sassafras-bark  is  none  too  plentiful  at  initial  markets,  and' 
the  present  quotations  of  10c.  to  15c  as  to  grade  are  con- 
sidered fully  warranted. 

Senega.— Western  is  firmly  held  at  40c.  to  45c,  according  to 
quality  and  seller,  with  some  holders  out  of  the  market  in 
view  of  the  indefinite  information  regarding  tho  position  of 
the  drug  in  the  gathering  districts. 

Spearmint  Oil  continues  dull  and  nominal  at  $2.60. 
Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

The  necessity  of  covering  winter  requirements  and  re- 
plenishing stocks  of  drutrs  and  chemicals,  which  were  allowed' 
to  go  to  a  low  point  during  the  period  of  commercial  depres- 
sion, has  led  to  an  increase  of  business  in  Germany  during  the 
last  few  weeks.  Purchasers,  however,  are  cautious,  as  little- 
confidence  is  felt  in  the  maintenance  of  prices  of  some  of  the- 
more  important  articles. 

Camphor  (Refined),  which  of  late  has  shown  a  marked  down- 
ward tendency,  has  now  reached  a  level  of  385m.  per  100  kilos., 
and  an  even  lower  price  may  be  expected.  Japan  is  bent  on- 
pursuing  its  plan  of  driving  out  artificial  camphor,  as  it 
continues  to  reduce  tho  price  of  crude  and  refined. 

Caenauba  Was.— The  market  is  fluctuating,  and  as  the- 
present  prices  are  considered  exceedingly  low  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  dealers  are  covering  here  and  there  with 
moderate  quantities.  For  sandy  grey  164m.  to  167m.  i& 
quoted,  and  185m.  to  187.50m.  per  100  kilos,  for  waxy  grey, 
according  to  delivery,  ex  warehouse. 

Glycefin  is  very  firm.  Contracts  made  at  low  rates  may 
now  be  regarded  as  completed,  and  the  lowest  price  from- 
the  works  is  122m.  per  100  kilos,  for  chemically  pure  28°. 
Although  the  price  is  already  high,  the  tendency  of  the  market 
is  still  rising,  especially  as  there  is  an  animated  consumptive- 
demand  (since  advanced). 

JABORANDI. — Although  fair  quantities  have  changed  hands- 
recently  at  between  45m.  and  55m.  per  100  kilos.,  stocks  in- 
Hamburg  are  still  heavy,  so  that  a  continuance  of  present  low- 
prices  is  looked  for. 
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Milk-sugar. — The  Verkaufsstelle  fur  Milchzucker,  Gus- 
trow,  reports  that  a  further  reduction  in  price  is  out  of  the 
question  for  the  present.  Indeed,  business  is  very  brisk,  and 
an  advance  in  price  is  more  probable. 

Potash  Chloeoplattnite. — In  consequence  of  the  advance  in 
price  in  metal  this  article  is  quoted  considerably  higher — ■ 
about  600m.  per  kilo.  The  price  is  nominal  and  subject  to 
daily  fluctuation.  Platinum  is  being  held  back  in  anticipa- 
tion of  a  Russian  monopoly.  If  this  is  not  formed,  however, 
the  article  will  become  cheaper  again. 

Silver  Nitrate. — The  decline  in  silver  has  brought  this 
article  down  to  46m.  to  47m.  per  kilo.,  a  level  which  has  not 
often  been  reached.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  its  further 
course,  but  in  consequence  of  the  decreased  risk  more  eager- 
ness is  shown  to  buy.

Sumatra  benzoin  is  slow  and  no 
good  buchu  was  offered ;  cardamoms  show  a  tendency  to  ease 
for  the  better  grades,  but  others  were  full  up  ;  coca-leaves  and 
dragon's-blood  are  in  large  supply  and  neglected ;  gamboge  is 
firm  and  Jamaica  honey  is  extremely  scarce;  St.  Lucia  sold 
cheaply;  ipecacuanha  has  an  easv  tendency,  especially  Carta- 
gena, which  declined  Id.  ;  menthol  is  easier ;  myrrh  is  neg- 
lected ;  rhubarb,  under  the  influence  of  much  heavier  supplies, 
declined,  but  Lima  sarsaparilla  sold  at  an  advance  of  about 
Id.  as  compared  with  the  last  sale;  Tinnevelly  senna  is  steady, 
and  Alexandria  was  in  large  supply  and  prices  are  tending 
easier  ;  beeswax  is  flat,  with  Jamaica  2s.  6d.  per  cwt.  easier.

This  is  not  the  case.  All  otto  is  so  sealed,  and  the  only 
meaning  that  this  seal  has  is  that  the  contents  of  the  vase 
are  in  the  same  state  as  when  it  left  Bulgaria.  Pure  otto 
and  otto  containing  50  per  cent,  of  adulterant  have  exactly 
the  same  seal  on.

Chemists  who  are  Registered  Dentists. 
Sir, — Registered  dentists  are  now  confronted  with  a 
■resolution  which  has  been  forwarded  to  the  General  Medical 
Council  by  a  section  of  dentists  who  are  members  of  the 
British  Dental  Association  requesting  the  Council  "to 
suppress  as  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  sense  all 
advertising  by  registered  dentists"  (the  italics  are  mine). 
If  the  corollary  of  this  were  adopted,  chemists  would  be 
liable  to  be  struck  off  the  Dentists'  Register,  as  it  is 
obvious  "all  advertising"  by  chemist-dentists  will  be 
impracticable  if  the  resolution  is  accepted  and  acted  upon 
by  the  General  Medical  Council.  The  following  is  the 
interpretation  of  "advertising"  as  denned  and  adopted 
by  the  British  Dental  Association,  and  applicable  solely  to 
their  members  : 

No  member  shall  issue  or  knowingly  permit  to  be  issued, 
published,  or  circulated,  either  through  the  medium  of  any 
co-operative  society  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever,  any 
advertisement,  circular,  notice,  or  other  public  announce- 
ment relating  to  his  practice,  or  use  in  correspondence  or 
otherwise  any  printed  or  lithographic  heading  or  note 
descriptive  of  his  practice,  or  the  scale  of  his  professional 
charges,  or  exhibit  or  allow  to  be  exhibited  in  connection 
with  his  name  or  practice  in  any  shop  or  window  or  showcase 
open  to  public  inspection  any  dental  specimen,  appliances, 
or  apparatus. 

If  this  were  adopted  and  enforced  by  the  General  Medical 
Council,  even  the  printed  slip-labels  of  a  chemist  and  dentist 
would  be  flagrant  examples  of  advertising.  It  is  far  easier 
and  infinitely  better  to  protest  at  this  stage,  before  any 
resolution  is  decided  upon,  than  it  would  be  to  question  the 
validity  of  the  resolution  if  adopted.  Now  is  the  time,  u.d 
it  is  of  great  importance  for  chemist-dentists  to  raise  some 
protest  either  by  way  of  petition  or  representation  before 
the  General  Medical  Council.  With  this  object  in  view  I 
would  urge  all  chemist-dentists  to  assist  a  movement  in  the 
direction  indicated,  and  forward  their  names  and  addresses 
(for  further  communication)  to  me,  which  will  be  treated

The  late  IVIr,  R  T.  Harland- an  Appreciation. 

Sir, — As  a  friend  and  competitor  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard 
Thomas  Harland  ever  since  his  first  joining  the  travelling 
staff  of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  of  London,  I  cannot 
let  the  sad  occurrence  of  his  death  pass  without  referring 
briefly  to  the  position  he  occupied  "on  the  road."    As  a 


matter  of  fact,  being  myself  "  on  the  road  "  at  the  time  of 
Mr.  Dodwell's  death,  I  well  remember  Mr.  Harland  com- 
mencing his  career,  and  in  a  time  like  this,  when  probably 
nearly  all  his  old  companions  "on  the  road,"  or,  as  they 
may  well  be  called,  the  "old  school,"  have  passed  away, 
one's  thoughts  turn  towards  him  with  deep  and  unfeigned 
regret  and  sadness. 

He  was  a  man  of  distinct  personality,  wrell  read,  cultured, 
courteous,  engaging  in  his  manner,  and  in  every  sense  of  the 
word  a  salesman.  He  possessed  a  remarkable  insight  into 
human  nature,  was  most  sympathetic  with,  and  studied  the 
interests  of,  his  clients  quite  as  much  as  those  of  his  firm. 
It  was  not  merely  sufficient  for  him  to  make  a  sale — he 
was  anxious  that  his  customers  should  only  buy  goods  they 
could  sell  again ;  and,  to  a  more  remarkable  degree  than 
any  man  I  knew,  he  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  all  his  clients, 
who  were  really  more  like  friends  than  clients,  and  fre- 
quently applied  to  him  for  advice  in  any  time  of  difficulty. 
Many  and  many  a  time  have  I,  in  order  to  fill  my  order- 
book,  attempted  to  finesse  against  him  when  working  the 
same  town  ;  we  fought,  as  it  were,  "  hammer  and  tongs  "  all 
day  long  until  the  evening.  When  our  day's  writing  was 
over  and  our  orders  sent  to  the  post  we  occupied  a  couple 
of  adjacent  arm-chairs  in  the  commercial  room,  and  over  a 
cigar  discussed  the  humours  and  incidents  of  the  day. 
Never,  I  may  say,  without  exception,  did  any  friction  or 
temper  arise  between  him  and  any  of  his  competitors. 

He  had  a  very  large  and  interesting  repertoire  of  anecdote. 
I  give  one  thathe  told  me  himself.  He  was  on  one  occasion 
working  a  town  in  the  North  of  Scotland,  and  making  his 
call  in  the  morning  upon  one  of  his  clients.  Hearing  from 
the  lady  of  the  house  that  her  husband  was  in  bed  too  ill 
to  come  into  the  shop  and,  furthermore,  a  lot  of  prescrip- 
tions waiting  and  no  locum  to  be  had  for  love  or  money, 
Mr.  Harland  simply  said  to  the  lady,  "  Don't  worry  ;  I  will 
see  you  through."  He  sent  his  sample-cases  back  to  the 
hotel,  wired  to  an  adjacent  town  for  a  locum  to  come  the 
next  day,  and  remained  on  duty  in  the  shop  until  closing- 
time.

We  had  a  long  chat,  and  I  remem- 
ber now  there  was  almost  a  tinge  of  sadness  in  referring  to 
the  old  days  when  we  worked  side  by  side  together,  although 
for  competitive  houses.  I  never  knew  him  to  take  any  mean 
or  unfair  advantage  of  anyone  in  business.  He  was  always 
a  frank,  true,  courteous,  and  Christian  gentleman,  and  the 
thought  that  I  shall  shake  hands  with  him  no  more  fills  me 
with  deep  and  sincere  regret.

The  Arrogant  West  and  Japan's  Medicinal  Chemicals. 
Sir —The  letter  of  a  "  A  Retired  Drug  Dealer."  in  your 
issue  of  November  14,  brings  to  the  surface  again  matters 
which  are  ever  present  in  the  minds  of  those  having  direct 
trade  relations  with  the  East,  and  which  should  be  more 
seriously  considered  by  British  manufacturers,  whose  hold 
on  Eastern  trade  is  threatened  by  indifference  to  Eastern 
and  especially  to  Japanese  requirements.  The  establish- 
ment of  the  first  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia  is  recorded  in  tho 
historical  introduction  of  the  present  edition.  The  English 
translation  published  last  year  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Japan  outlines  the  project  submitted  to  Govern- 
ment in  1880  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  and  gives 
the  final  reason  advanced  by  him  for  the  necessity  of  a 
Japanese  Pharmacopoeia,  viz.  : 

Moreover,  the  foreign  manufacturers,  taking  advantage 
of  the  non-existence  of  a  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia,  tend  to 
use  the  cheapest  raw  materials  of  an  inferior  quality  for 
manufacturing  medicines,  especially  for  the  purpose  of 
importing  thorn  into  our  country,  thus  advertising  that  they 
care  for  nothing  but  their  own  pecuniary  interests. 

The  logic  is  a  trifle  ridiculous ;  but  the  imputation  is 
plain  enough,  and  the  views  are  not  uncommonly  held  in 
Japan  as  applying  to  conditions  prevailing  at  the  present 
time. 

The  indifference  of  British  manufacturers  to  the  question 
of  Japanese  laboratory  rejections  has  given  ground  for  the 
belief  that  it  is  a  custom  of  the  trade  in  this  country  to  palm 
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off  goods  of  inferior  quality  on  the  Japanese  market.  Inci- 
dentally I  venture  to  suggest  that,  unless  prearranged 
otherwise  between  seller  and  buyer,  a  manufacturer  who 
caters  for  Japanese  business  in  medicinal  chemicals  places 
himself  under  an  obligation  to  deliver  goods  that  will  fulfil 
the  requirements  of  the  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia  when 
those  goods  reach  Japan.  But  it  seems  to  me  that  suppliers 
as  a  rule  think  that  their  responsibilities  are  ended  if  their 
goods  fulfil  the  said  requirements  prior  to  having  been 
started  off  on  a  journey  half  round  the  world  to  the  market 
for  which  those  goods  were  sold.  British  manufacturers 
can  ill  afford  to  adopt  an  attitude  of  indifference  to  the  fact 
that  year  after  year  a  great  percentage  of  shipments  from 
this  country  are  stated  to  be  of  inferior,  quality,  and  are 
rejected  on  arrival  at  Japan  by  the  examiners  appointed 
by  the  Japanese  Government.  Differences  of  opinion 
between  chemists  are  not  peculiar  to  Japan,  and.  the  atti- 
tude of  British  suppliers  who  ignore  Japanese  laboratory 
rejections  would  be  less  open  to  misunderstanding  if  the 
Japanese  were  ignorant  of  the  functions  of  the  British 
Board  of  Trade.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  many  reputa- 
tions have  been  severely  damaged  and  the  prestige  of  the 
whole  trade  has  suffered  ;  but,  if  importers  or  Japanese 
chemists  were  in  any  way  to  blame  for  it,  redress  has  always 
been  available  to  manufacturers.  It  would  be  surpris- 
ingly difficult  to  find  half-a-dozen  manufacturers  who  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  machinery  of  the  Foreign  Office 
or  the  Board  of  Trade  to  get  to  a  better  understanding  with 
the  Japanese  authorities.  If  the  grievances  of  importers 
of  their  goods  are  based  upon  officialism  or  upon  trifling 
and  unavoidable  differences,  these  should  be  disposed  of  by 
a  little  diplomatic  negotiation.  To  ignore  Japanese  labora- 
tory rejections  is  unwise  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
damage  the  reputation  of  all  concerned  in  the  trade — im- 
porters of  goods  and  the  manufacturers  of  them.  The 
former  feel,  or  rather  suffer,  the  opprobrium  and  suspicion 
which  follow  rejection  of  their  goods,  with  consequent  loss 
of  reputation,  and  the  latter  help  to  close  the  door  of  one 
of  the  richest  markets  of  the  world. 

The  matter  requires  early  and  serious  attention,  and  while 
I  commend  it  to  individual  manufacturers,  it  should  also 
be  considered  by  some  body  representative  of  the  com- 
munity. Perhaps  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  might  take  it  up.

To  sup- 
port the  present  Bill  as  it  stands  is  selling  our  birthright 
for  a  mess  of  pottage.  Let  our  battle-cry  be,  No  further 
increase  in  company  trading.

In  this  formula  casein 
freshly  precipitated  from  skimmed  milk  by  magnesium 
sulphate  and  alum  Is  used.  "M.P.S."  tried  sodium  sul- 
phate as  a  precipitating  agent,  but  it  was  not  so  successful.

Legal  Queries. 


S.  H.  H.  (115/49). — We  do  not  understand  what  you  mean' 
by  asking  if  "  the  label  is  safe  for  a  patent  medicine."  You 
do  not  tell  us  what  the  powders  are  composed  of,  or  what  the 
object  of  your  question  is. 

Agar  (116/46). — The  effect  of  registering  the  name  of  a. 
specific  medicine  is  to  involve  it  in  medicine  stamp-duty, 
unless  it  be  an  entire  drug.  This  would  be  the  case  with 
the  words  that  you  propose  for  a  headache-remedy  and  a 
rheumatism-remedy.  The  words  are,  however,  descriptive,, 
and  as  such  would  not  be  registered. 

Clinanc  (116/20).— The  circumstances  which  you  relate  con- 
stitute a  verbal  agreement,  the  interpretation  of  which  must, 
eventually  entirely  depend  upon  the  evidence  of  each  party 
and  the  witnesses  who  are  privy  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 
The  books  of  account  will  necessarily  form  part  of  the- 
evidence,  but  their  value  as  such  will  depend  upon  the  case 
taken. 

Kennington  (114/50).— An  unqualified  person  who  purchases- 
the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  continues  it 
under  his  name  and  title  infringes  Section  12  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  and  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act.  If  the  person 
uses  as  a  principal  trading-name  a  title  which  is  not  ani 
infringement  of  the  Acts,  and  as  a  subsidiary  name  "  late 
Blank,  pharmaceutical  chemist,"  there  is  still  infringement. 
The  question  as  to  the  liability  of  the  manager  will  depend! 
upon  the  legal  agreement  between  him  and  his  employer.

P.  T.  (114/16).— Pay  in  the  Indian  Medical  Service  begins- 
at  Rs.  420  per  month  to  lieutenants  on  arriving  in  India, 
increasing  to  Rs.  500  when  the  officer  gets  charge  of  a. 
regiment. 

Sham-poo  (112/12).— (1)  The  sample  of  Dry  Shampoo  which 
you  send  is  made  with  methyl  alcohol,  and  is  allowed  to  be 
imported  free  of  duty  because  it  is  unpotable.  (2)  You  should' 
compare  the  eau  de  Cologne  label  with  the  labels  used  by 
persons  who  are  legally  entitled  to  use  the  name  "  Johann 
Maria  Farina,"  then  read  the  notes  on  the  Merchandise-marks 
Acts  on  p.  463  of  the  C.  &  D.  Diary. 

W.  B.  (103/70).— The  presence  of  magnesium  and  calcium, 
chlorides  in  common  salt  is  the  cause  of  the  latter  becoming 
damp.  The  method  you  suggest  of  removing  these  is  correct,, 
provided  you  determine  the  amount  of  the  chloride  present. 

Country  Chemist  (114/67).— Our  reference  was  to  the  fifth- 
edition  of  "Veterinary  Counter-practice,"  and  full  par- 
ticulars are  given  there  how  to  deal  with  any  size  of  dog. 
Chloroform  may  be  followed  by  hydrocyanic  acid. 
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Emuhio  (101/58).— Cod  liver  Oil  Emulsion  —The  following 
is  the  formula  you  require  :

— It  is  not  always  possible  to  get  replies  to 
inquiries  inserted  the  same  week. 

J.  B.  (94/9). --Balsam  of  Honey.— The  following  is  a  recipe 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  Vol.  II.  :

The  proportions  are  one  of  boric  acid  to  seven  or  eight 
of  rice-flour. 

Xa.ca  (79/2). — Massage-oil. — The  composition  of  the  sample 
.you  send  is  approximately  as  follows  : 

Spirit  of  camphor   1  oz. 

Oil  of  thyme    £  oz. 

Acetic  acid  to       .  ,   10  oz. 

Mix. 

"  Xaxa  "  states  that  this  "  oil  "  has  a  good  reputation  as  a 
rub  for  stiffness  in  both  horses  and  human  beings.  It  emanates 
'from  a  Newmarket  racing-stable. 

Bus  (98/58). — Cyclists'  Universal  Oil.— The  vaseline  oil 
required  in  this  formula  is  the  product  of  the  Chesebrough 
Manufacturing  Co.  The  addition  of  a  small  proportion  of 
ordinary  paraffin  would  improve  the  burning-properties  of 
the  mixture,  but  would  render  the  oil  unsuitable  as  a  wound- 
■dressing. 

G.  J.  (115/32).— Odourless  Brillianttne.— Digest  4  grains 
pulv.  curcumas  in  20  oz.  of  absolute  alcohol  for  a  few  days  and 
filter.  Mix  equal  parts  of  the  resulting  coloured  alcohol  with 
almond  oil.  This  is  best  done  in  the  bottles — cannon  rounds 
are  generally  employed. 

"A"  (115/52). — Ovary-tonic  tor  Poultry.— Syrup  of 
ferrous  chloride  is  much  used  now  for  this  purpose.  Syr.  ferri 
phosphatis  is  also  employed.  The  formula  for  syr.  ferri 
subchlor.,  as  given  in  the  Supplement  to  the  B.P.,  188^,  is  as 
follows :

Hydrochloric  acid  ...       ...       ...      2  oz. 

Citric  acid    ...       ...    10  grains 

Distilled  water    10  dr.

Mix  the  hydrochloric  acid  with  1  oz.  cf  the  water  in  a  flask, 
add  the  iron  wire  and  apply  heat  gently  until  action  ceases. 
Remove  the  flask  from  the  source  of  heat,  add  the  ci'tric  acid, 
and  filter  the  solution  through  paper  into  10  oz.  of  the  syrup, 
then  pass  the  remainder  of  the  water  through  the  small  filter 
into  the  syrup.  To  the  product  add  sufficient  syrup  to  form 
1  pint  of  the  thoroughly  mixed  fluid. 


Spavin  (85/47).— Spavin-oil. — This  appears  to  be  the  pro- 
duct of  the  digestion  of  cantharides  in  neatsfoot  oil.  Suit- 
able proportions  would  be  1  oz.  of  powdered  cantharides  and 

10  oz.  of  oil.  After  heating  these  together  for  some  hours  the 

011  is  strained  from  the  cantharides. 

Phoenix  (104/65). — The  gravy-browning  should  bo  sterilised 
and  should  then  keep  all  right ;  but  to  ensure  this  add  some  salt 
as  a  preservative.  To  sterilise  the  mixture,  heat  it  for  half 
an  hour  in  a  stone  jar  in  a  vessel  of  boiling  water.  This  will 
destroy  all  fermentation  germs,  and  others  are  prevented 
from  entering  by  well  corking  the  bottle. 

K.  C.B.  (108/9). — Mo ust ache-in vi n orator. — Some  form  of 
cantharides  ointment  is  generally  supplied  to  fill  requests  for 
a  moustache-.'irowing  pomade.  As  you  say  your  customer  can 
obtain  no  effect  with  such  a  preparation,  you  should  supply 
the  liquid  moustache-invigorator  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  It,  is  hardly  necessary  to  ad.d  that  constant 
shaving  of  the  lip  is  the  best  hair-stimulant,  but  customers  do 
not  always  appreciate  the  advice  to  emplov  such  a  simple 
method.    The  recipe  referred  to  above  is  as  follows  :

Shake 
well  till  dissolved,  then  make  up  to  volume. 

A  lg-oz.  bottle  of  this  sells  for  2s.  6(7.  It  should  be  painted 
over  the  lip  with  a  camel-hair  pencil  at  bedtime,  three  applica- 
tions being  made  at  intervals  of  five  minutes.  The  customer 
should  bo  warned  that  blistering  may  result  if  the  liquid  is 
used  excessively. 

Jinn  bo  (253/38).— Book  on  Dietetics.— We  do  not  know 
of  a.  book  that  quite  fills  your  requirements,  but  a  recently 
published  work — Pope  and  Carpenter's  "  Essentials  oT  Die- 
tetics in  Health  and  Disease  " — is  the  mcst  suitable.  It  is 
published  by  Putnam  at  5s. 

Opportunist  (40/62).— We  are  not  acquainted  with  any  work 
describing  the  manufacture  of  meat-extract  on  a  large  scale. 

./.  B.  S.  (S/ 10). — Horse-blister.— We  have  had  samples  of 
this  preparation  from  other  subscribers,  but  have  never  been 
able  to  prove  the  presence  of  an  active  ingredient  other  than 
tar. 

Bumpkin  (85/45).— Grease-remover  for  use  by  motorists. 
This  is  soft  soap  liquefied  by  spirit  to  which  some  perfume — 
lavender  and  rosemary — has  been  added. 

TS.  C.  _  (50/62).— Self-raising  Flour.— The  addition  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  8  oz.,  cream  of  tartar  18  oz.,  to  1  cwt.  of 
flour  will  yield  a  product  like  the  sample  you  send. 

Aeop  (50/20). — We  cannot  undertake  to  identify  the  white 
powder  which  you  believe  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
china.  It  has  the  appearance  of  kaolin,  but  chemical  analysis 
would  not  yield  much  help  in  identifying  the  source. 

Maltex  (113/38).— Official  Sheep  difs.— In  1904  a  Depart- 
mental Committee,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  reported  as  to  the  merits  of  various  kinds  of 
sheep-dip.  This  report,  which  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Government  printers  for  2s.  4c?.,  classified  the  seventeen  kinds 
of  dip  (see  C.  &  D.,  September  3,  1904,  p.  436).  The  outcome 
of  the  report  was  the  Sheep-scab  Order  of  1905,  which,  while 
making  sheep-dipping  compulsory,  ensured  that  the  dips  used 
would  be  effectual  by  registering  approved  products.  These 
latter  may  only  be  used.  Three  formulae  are  given  in  the 
Sheep-scab  Order,  which  were  reproduced  in  the  C.  <t  D., 
February  4,  1905,  p.  204.  Forms  of  application  for  the  ap- 
proval of  dips  may  be  had  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
4  Whitehall  Place,  London,  S.W.  A  good  idea  of  the  kinds 
of  dip  that  will  be  approved  can  be  obtained  from  a  perusal  of 
the  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  referred  to  above. 

F.  W.  D.  (111/10).— Veterinary  Remedy.— The  sulphuric 
acid  and  carbolic  acid  in  the  recipe  you  send  enter  into  com- 
bination to  form  sulpho-carbolic  acid  or  phenyl-sulphuric  acid. 
This  would  account  for  the  diminution  of  the  activity  of  the 
mixture  as  a  ringworm-cure  for  cattle. 

A.  H.  B.  (105/29). — Arecoline  Hydrobrcmide  is  a  salt  of  the 
alkaloid  of  areca  nut,  Arcca  Catechu.  It  is  used  asa  myotic, 
a  few  drops  of  the  1-per-oent.  solution  being  applied  to  the 
eye.  In  veterinary  practice  the  salt  is  used  as  a  cathartic  and 
anthelmintic.  The  dose  for  a  horse  is  Is  grain,  injected  sub- 
cutaneously.    Its  action  is  like  that  cf  physostigmine. 

E.  A.  C.  (98/60).— Chlokoform-water  (B.P.,  1885)  would 
probably  be  an  effectual  preservative  for  the  cough-mixture 
No.  2  (C.  ct'  D.  Diary,  1908,  p.  207). 
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Ajax  (105/62). — Skin-cream. — The  type  of  skin-cream  about 
which  you  inquire  is  made  from  such  a  recipe  as  the  follow- 
ing (from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  ") ; 

Agar-agar    3  grams 

Water  ...    250  c.c. 

Stearic  acid  15  grams 

Sodium  carbonate   10  grams 

Oil  of  theobroma    15  grams 

Rectified  spirit    10  c.c. 

Dissolve  the  agar-agar  in  150  c.c.  of  water  and  strain.  To 
100  c.c.  of  water  in  a  water-bath  add  the  stearic  acid  and  the 
sodium  carbonate  ;  when  action  ceases  add  the  theobroma  and 
agar-agar.  Mix  thoroughly  by  means  of  an  egg-beater  ;  then 
remove  the  dish  from  the  water-bath  and  continue  agitating 
the  mixture  until  a  uniformly  smooth  lather,  measuring  about 
three  times  the  volume  of  the  contained  liquid,  results.  When 
nearly  cold  add  perfumes  and  witch-hazel  if  required. 

B.  T.  (104/69). — We  do  not  know  the  composition  of  the 
proprietary  cream  you  mention.  Refer  to  reply  to  "Ajax" 
for  a  good  formula  for  a  skin-cream. 

A.  G.  (101/17). — Lintm  Succtnt. — The  following  recipe  was 
published  many  years  ago  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  :

Liq.  ammon.  fort   Siss.

Digest  the  camphor  in  the  essential  oils  until  dissolved,  then 
add  the  olive  oil,  shake  well,  add  the  ammonia,  and  lastly  the 
water,  shaking  well  together. 

"A.  G."  informs  us  that  he  has  made  this  for  a  long  time 
successfully,  but  now  cannot  prepare  it  without  it  separating. 
We  have  tried  this  recipe  again.  The  liniment,  when  first 
made,  separates,  leaving  about  one-tenth  of  watery  liquid  at 
the  bottom.  It  thickens  gradually  by  keeping.  After  five 
days  the  separation  is  scarcely  perceptible.  All  ammonia-and- 
oil  liniments  thicken  as  time  goes  on.  The  difficulty  with  the 
official  example  is  to  keep  it  thin  enough.  By  using  two- 
thirds  only  of  the  water  the  above  recipe  makes  an  inseparable 
preparation  right  away,  but  in  use  it  is  too  oily.  The  original 
recipe  seems  to  hit  a  nice  medium  in  this  respect.  We  think 
"A.  G."  should  adhere  to  it,  giving  it  time  to  thicken. 

Bella  (115/30). — Luminous  Bottle. — The  following  is  the 
method  of  making  a  luminous  bottle;  it  was  published  many 
years  ago  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary: 

Place  a  piece  of  phosphorus  the  size  of  a  pea  in  a  long  glass 
phial,  and  pour  warm  oil  carefully  over  it  till  the  phial  is 
one-third  filled.  The  phial  must  be  carefully  corked,  and 
when  used  should  be  unstopped  a  moment  to  admit  the 
external  air,  and  closed  asrafn.  The  empty  space  of  the 
phial  will  then  appear  luminous,  and  give  as  much  light  as 
a  dull  ordinary  lamp,  and  just  sufficient  to  see  the  face  of  a 
watch.  Each  time  the  light  disappears,  on  removing  the 
stopper  it  will  instantlv  reappear.  In  cold  weather  the 
bottle  should  be  warmed  in  the  hands  before  the  stopper  is 
removed.  A  phial  thus  prepared  may  be  used  every  night 
for  six  months. 

G.  W.  D.  (110/31). — The  deposit  in  urine  appears  from  your 
description  to  be  one  of  urates,  but  you  omit  to  state  whether 
the  urine  is  acid  or  alkaline;  it  is  probably  very  acid,  and  we 
would  suggest  10-grain  doses  of  potassium  acetate.  The 
diet  should  be  simple  but  mixed,  with  a  reduction  of  the 
amount  of  everything  your  friend  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
taking ;  he  should  abstain  from  alcohol,  and  drink  copiously 
of  some  bland  fluid,  the  cheapest  being  water — soft  if  it  can 
be  got.  Excessive  urates  may  arise  from  too  much  food,  too 
little  fluid,  and  from  any  disease  accompanied  by  fever.  The 
condition  also  may  follow  violent  exercise. 

/.  B.  H.  (111/29).— The  feeling  of  irritation  in  the  bladder 
region,  and  constant  inclination  to  pass  water  after  retiring, 
if  they  occur  in  so  many  people  in  your  district,  point  to  some 
irritant  which  they  are  all  taking  into  their  systems.  The 
symptoms  are  consistent  with  simple  irritation  of  the  bladder 
or  kidneys,  or  both,  by  such  a  substance  (of  which  alcohol  is 
the  commonest),  but  they  are  also  consistent  with  cystitis  and 
even  with  chronic  Bright's  disease.  Better  examine  some  of 
the  urines  as  to  acidity  or  alkalinity.  If  acid,  give  a  course  of 
potassium  acetate  in  small  doses ;  if  alkaline,  give  small  doses 
of  sodium  salicylate.  Some  cases  may  be  of  nervous  origin, 
and  in  these  5  grains  of  potassium  bromide  three  times  daily 
is  indicated.  All  these  remedies  mav  have  a  little  infusion  of 
gentian  added  as  an  adjuvant. 

Apprentice  (103/58).— The  Poisonous  Principle  of  Labur- 
f™  Is  cytisine,  a  white  crystalline  alkaloid.  A  second  alka- 
loid laburnme,  is  stated  to  have  been  isolated.  All  the  parts 
ot  the  plant  are  probably  poisonous.

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The  Week's  Poisonings. 


TWELVE  fatal  poisoning  cases  have  occurred  during  the 
week,  nine  of  which  were  suicides.  Three  poisons  were 
in  Part  I.  and  six  in  Part  II.  of  the  schedule,  while  three 
were  unscheduled.  Ireton  E.  Pritchard  (30),  a  doctor's 
assistant,  went  to  the  shop  of  Mr.  A.  Leeming,  chemist, 
Durham,  and  asked  for  ten  grains  of  cocaine  hydrochloride 
dissolved  in  a  drachm  of  water  for  a  patient.  Mr.  Leeming 
eupplied  it,  knowing  him  to  be  a  medical  man.  The  de- 
ceased was  a  M.R.C.S.  and  L.R.C.P.,  and,  noticing  him  to 
be  unsteady,  he  assisted  him  to  his  room,  where,  returning 
shortly  afterwards,  he  found  him  apparently  lifelers.  Dr. 
Pritchard  was  removed  to  a  hospital,  where  he  died.  At 
the  inquest  it  was  proved  that  deceased  was  in  the  habit 
of  injecting  cocaine  solution,  but  he  had  taken  none  while 
in  Mr.  Leemmg's  shop.  An  open  verdict  was  returned. — 
Mr.  Thomas  Robert  Jeans,  chemist,  Broad  Street,  Pendle- 
ton, poisoned  himself  in  the  Victoria  Hotel  lounge, 
Nottingham,  with  Scheele's  prussic  acid.  The  following 
note  was  read  at  the  inquest  :  "The  sudden  termination 
of  my  contract  with  the  Salford  Corporation  for  1,400/. 
a  year,  and  the  great  depression  in  trade,  have  turned  my 
mind  and  driven  me  insane.  I  am  not  responsible  for  what 
I  have  done  for  the  last  two  or  three  weeks."  The  verdict 
was  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind. — Jane  Percy  (43),  of 
Carncourt,  co.  Antrim,  died  through  self -administration  of 
strychnine. — John  C.  Payton  (43),  a  window-cleaner,  of 
Essex  Road,  London,  N.,  who  could  get  no  work,  took 
oxalic  acid  to  end  his  life.  The  same  poison  was  the 
lethal  agent  injthe  case  of  Bessie  Bowen  (17),  of  Newport 
(Mon.),  who  also  was  seeking  employment. — A  Southampton 
baker  named  Peter  B.  Smith  (46),  died  from  the  effects 
of  taking  the  same  acid.  He  had  suffered  from  pains 
in  the  head. — Lilian  Westmoreland  (45),  committed  suicide 
at  Portsmouth  by  taking  oxalic  acid. — Jane  Tanner,  the 
wife  of  a  Botley  groom,  drank  carbolic  acid  instead  of 
stout,  and  died  half  an  hour  later. — Colonel  Henson  Ban- 
croft was  found  dead  in  his  flat  at  Fulham.  Mr.  A.  Rose, 
chemist  and  druggist,  from  the  Trafalgar  Square  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  R.  S.  Starkie,  Ph.C),  deposed  to  supplying  on  six 
occasions  since  July  a  sedative  mixture  containing  15  grains 
of  chloral  hydrate  to  the  dose.  Deceased  had  periodical 
drinking-bouts,  and  medical  evidence  showed  that  death 
was  due  to  chloral  hydrate,  of  which  he  must  have  taken 
about  60  grains.  An  open  verdict  was  returned. — Matilda 
Kennedy  (17),  of  Wood  Green,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
6pirit  of  salt. — The  usual  verdict  was  returned  at  the  inquest 
on  Emily  Evans,  married,  of  Fareham,  who  died  from 
ealt-of -lemon  poisoning. — Charlotte  Young  (33),  poisoned 
herself  in  a  fit  of  temper  by  taking  "oil. of  tar."  Mr. 
CRowe,  chemist  and  druggist  (Arnett  &  Co.,  317  Lillie 
Road,  Fulham,  S.W.),  stated  that  the  bottle  bore  the  label 
of  a  Twickenham  chemist.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  careful 
chemist  to  label  dangerous  substances,  although  not  on  the 
schedule.    "  Suicide,"  said  the  jury. 


The  exports  of  carnauba  wax  from  Pernambuco  during 
1907  amounted  to  826  tons,  against  910  tons  in  1906. 

Ground-nut  Oil.-— The  British  Consul  at  Ningpo  states  in 
his  annual  report  for  1907  that  a  considerable  advance  has 
been  made  in  the  exports  of  this  product,  no  fewer  than 
28,278  cwt.  being  exported  as  compared  with  an  average 
export  of  about  5,000  cwt.  during  the  preceding  four  years. 
The  oil,  however,  is  not  a  local  product,  but  Is  brought  back 
from  Shangtung  as  cargo  by  the  Ningpo  junks  that  trade 
there,  and  the  bulk  is  then  re-exported  from  Ningpo  to  Hong 
Kong  and  Canton.  The  British  Consul  at  Bordeaux  in  his 
annual  report  for  1907  states  that  the  average  exportation  of 
ground-nut  oil  for  the  last  five  years  amounts  to  29,969  cwt., 
the  share  of  the  United  Kingdom  being  estimated  at 
13,448  cwt.  The  sale  of  this  oil  in  Bordeaux,  where  it  is 
crushed  from  nuts  imported  from  French  colonies  in  Africa, 
is  very  extensive,  and  almost  equals  the  sale  of  all  other 
kinds  of  oils.  About  50,000  tons  of  nuts  are  imported  annu- 
ally, the  amount  of  oil  made  therefrom  being  valued  at  40,000/. 
Considerable  quantities  are  used  in  France  for  eating  pur- 
poses, it  being  much  cheaper  than  olive  oil.  From  the  residue 
left  over  in  manufacture,  a  nutritious  food  is  made  for  cattle 
by  the  addition  of  molasses.  The  powdered  husks  are  also 
sometimes  used  for  fuel  after  being  mixed  with  coal-dust  and 
pressed  into  blocks.

— In  the  importation  of  unspecified 
chemical  products  and  medicines  into  Brazil  the  United  King- 
dom holds  first  place  with  9.282  tons  in  1906.  of  the  value  of 
183.924/.,  and  9,040  tons  in  1907,  valued  at  185,617/.  France, 
with  a  much  smaller  weight  in  proportion  to  value,  comes 
second  with  1.163  tons,  worth  150,695/.,  in  1906.  and  1,371  tons, 
valued  at  179,735/.,  in  1907.  Germany,  who  is  third  as  regards 
the  valueiof  her  share,  sent  in  a  greater  weight  than  France, 
i.e.,  3,705  tons  in  1906  and  4.696  tons  in  1907,  of  the  respective 
values  of  140.952/.  and  172,364/.  Among  miscellaneous  imports 
were  29,263/.  worth  of  photographic  appliances  and  acces- 
sories for  which  Brazil  is  a  growing  market,  47,960/.  worth  of 
soap,  and  217,062/.  worth  of  perfumery  was  also  imported.
